$8 3.4 BILLION PROPOSED 
Critics Eye Big Military Budget

WASHINGTON, I).C. — The 
administration’s $83.4-billion 
defense budget will be coming 
out of both Senate and House 
committees shortly, and critics 
of military spending are gear­ 
ing up for another round ol 
hoped-for budget cutting. 


This year they are zeroing in 
on four programs in early stage 
of development, costing about 
$2 billion in the current budget 
but billions more in the years 
ahead if allowed to proceed. 
The four programs are the 
airborne warning and control 
system (AWACS), which is a 
modernization and expansion oi 
the defense system against 
bombers; a fourth nuclear air­ 
craft carrier; the new F-14 
Navy fighter that would operate 
from carriers; and new missile- 
launching system for subma­ 
rines called ULMS (undersea 
long-range missile system). 
The outcome of the battle of

Empty Beds Are Reported In Hospitals 
And Nursing Homes Throughout County . 


Expansion Of Bus, Ferry 
Fleet Wins Big Support

Overwhelming support for ex­ 
pansion of the Golden Gate 
Bridge District’s ferry and bus 
fleets was declared last night 
by 46 labor unions, environmen­ 
tal and civic groups and city 
and state officials. 
The district's pending appli­ 
cations for $13.7 million in fed­ 
eral grants to pay two-thirds of 
the expansion also were en­ 
dorsed by 23 private citizens 
and in a petition signed by 650 
persons. 
Only three opponents ap­ 
peared at the hearing asked by 
the federal government: Har­ 
bor Tug and Barge Co.. private 
operator of ferries on the bay; 


the Marin County Taxpayers 
Association and Cable Ferries, 
a group that envisions a system 
of vessels pulled across the bay 
on an underwater cable. 
Partial support came from 
the chambers of commerce of 
Marin and San Francisco. The 
Marin chamber favored the ap­ 
plications, provided no toll hike 
will be needed some day to 
finance transit deficits. The San 
Francisco chamber and the Ma­ 
rin County Taxpayers Associa­ 
tion predicted the ferry opera­ 
tion alone will face an annual 
deficit of $6 million by 1975, and 
strain district finances needed 
for a future long-range rapid 
transit system. 


More than 100 labor union 
members paraded outside toll 
plaza offices before the hear­ 
ing, urging the ferries be built 
in the Bay Area to relieve 
unemployment.

Marin County has too many 
empty hospital and nursing 
home beds. 


This was the conclusion of an 
investigating committee in a 
report adopted yesterday by the 
Comprehensive Health Plan­ 
ning Council of Marin. 


Not only are obstetrical facili­ 
ties going unused because of a 
dropping birth rate, but many 
owners of homes which care for 
the aged are crying about Jack 
of business as well.

Free Fishing For 
Elderly Advanced 


SACRAMENTO (UPI) —The 
Assembly Ways and Means 
Committee has approved legis­ 
lation to give free fishing licen­ 
ses to low-income elderly per­ 
sons. 
On an 18-0 vote Wednesday, 
the measure by Assemblyman 
Carlos Bee, D-Hayward, was 
sent to (he floor. 
The bill would give the licen­ 
ses to any woman over 62 and 
any man over 65 years of age 
who earns less than $.300 per 
month, compared with the cur­ 
rent $140 limit. 
The state Fish and Game 
Department estimated about 
30,000 persons would be eligible 
for the free licenses. It said the 
proposal would result in a $1 2 0,- 
800 annual loss of revenue.

The Marin County Economic Opportunity Coun­ 
cil, under federal orders to make sweeping 
organizational changes, last night agreed to re­ 
duce the size oi its board, release 19 employees 
and sever agency ties with the county’s Head 
Start program. 
The board’s elimination of 1 2 
------------ -—— 
of its 36 seats remained in 
question today, however, since 
the reduction was approved 
with less than the needed num­ 
ber of directors present. 
Under agency regulations, 24 
directors must be present to 
vote on such issues. Last night, 
the vote came with only 23 
directors in attendance — one 
having left before the vote. 
The only protest to the action 


was voiced by Wallace K. Shep­ 
herd. executive director of the 
Marin County Housing Authori­ 
ty. 
Shepherd said he objected to 
having his agency's EOC seat 
eliminated since the housing 
authority serves some 900 poor 
families in Marin who need a 
voice in the poverty agency’s 
affairs. 
While sympathizing with She- 


pcrd, members of the EOC 
board noted that the decision tt 
eliminate his agency had beer 
made Tuesday by the board 0 
supervisors. (The board of su 
pervisors has jurisdiction ovei 
which county agencies will he 
represented.) 


Further, they said, the poor 
of Marin hold one-third of the 
seats on the reconstituted 
board, representing so-called 
poverty target areas. 
On a motion by Thomas Ma­ 
son ot San Ansel mo, the board 
approved the reduction of di­ 
rectorships with a 2 2 -0 vote, 
Shepherd abstaining. 
About two hours of the 
board's lengthy meeting, which 
broke up at 1:30 a.m. today, 
was spent on a plea from the 
Marin Head Start for financial 
independence.

Tank-Led North Viet 
Troops Back In An Loc 


SAIGON (UPI) — Tank-led 
Communist troops stormed 
back into An Loc, 60 miles 
north of Saigon, today in tank- 
led human wave assaults and 
then attacked government posi­ 
tions on each side of Lai Khe, 
32 miles from Saigon and its 
last major defense bastion. 
The North Vietnamese have 
vowed to make An Loc the 
provisional capital of the Viet 
Cong and set today as the day. 
All but a handful had been 


driven out of An Loc by govern­ 
ment reinforcements and heavy 
strikes by U.S. B52s and fight- 
er-bombers, but today they re­ 
turned. 
UPI correspondent Leon Dan­ 
iel reported from Lai Khe that 
battles within two miles of that 
big South Vietnamese base 
could be seen from the camp. It 
was the closest major fighting 
to Saigon since the Communists 
began their offensive three 
weeks ago, although skirmishes 


House Demos Denounce 


Invasion, U.S. Bombings 


WASHINGTON (U PI) — 
House Democrats went on 
record today denouncing both 
the Communist invasion of 
South Vietnam and the retalia­ 
tory American bombing of 
North Vietnam. They ordered 
that a bill be taken up on the 
House floor within 30 days to 
end U.S. military involvement 
“ in and over Indochina.” 
After approving a resolution 
that could lead for the first 
time to congressional passage 
of end-the-war legislation, the 
Democratic representatives 
overwhelmingly voted to add a 
clause to condemn the North 
Vietnamese invasion. 
By another sizable vote they 
rejected a strongly worded poli­ 
cy statement that would have 
attacked North Vietnam and 
the Soviet Union and endorsed 
current military actions taken 
by President Nixon. 
By an overwhelming 144-58 
vote, the Democrats then gave 


final approval to a resolution 
combining the antiwar de­ 
mands with condemnation of 
the North Vietnamese invasion. 
The key vote came on a 
surprisingly lopsided 135-66 vote 
in which members attending a

Prosecu tor Albert W. Harris 
Jr. has said she was in lov e 
with Jack son, one of the three 
“ Soledad Brothers” accu sed of 
k illing a gu ard at Soledad State 
Prison, and plotted the k idnap­ 
ing to try to force his release. 
The defense had charged that 
the letters, tak en from Miss 
Dav is’ Los Angeles apartm ent 
du ring a nationwide search fol­ 
low ing the 
shootou t, 
w ere 
seized withou t the proper war- 


rn n t, and that the “ attorney - 
client relationship” had been 
v iolated when another letter 
from Miss Dav is was tak en by 
Soledad State Prison officials 
from an env elope addressed to 
Jack son by his attorney . 
The 18 -page docu ment, de­ 
scribed as a “ k ind of a diary ” 
bu t not signed, was fou nd in 
Jack son's bloody cell after he 
was k illed at San Qu entin fol­ 
lowing a v iolent ram page last 
Au gu st in which three gu ards 
and two tru sties were beaten 
and stabbed to death in the 
cell block . 
The defense said the docu ­ 
m ent was Jack son’s property 
and officials had no right to 
tak e it withou t a w arrant. 
Arnason said the motion to 
su ppress the Los Angeles let­ 
ters had been “ ex tensiv ely 
argu ed” du ring pretrial hear­ 
ings and tu rned down them. 
“ The prior ord er is su s­ 
tained,” he said. “ The w arrant 
was legal. The motion to su p­ 
press is denied.” 
The defense had also com­ 
plained that two of the letters 
were photostatic copies, when it 
had l>een assu med they were 
orig inals. A rnason said he 
hight “ with relu ctance” grant 
defense attorney s more tim e to 
prepare their argu m ents on this 
if they wanted it. 
On the letter seized at Sole­ 
dad Prison, Arnason said, “ it is 
established that inm ates hav e 
no rights of priv acy to inv ade. 
The v iolation of the attorney - 
client priv ilege is not applicable 
becau se the priv ilege belongs to 
the client and not the attorney . 
And it does not relate to Miss 
Dav is.”

homes can change their u ses to 
meet changing needs. 
The fight for the elderly pa­ 
tients is ex pected to su rface 
tom orrow 
night 
when 
the 
Commu nity Chu rch of Mill Val­ 
ley will ask the cou ncil for 
approv al of 5 8 beds to be u sed 
for patients at the 300-u nit re­ 
tirem ent center now u nder con­ 
stru ction in Mill Valley . 
The cou ncil is not interested 
in the liv ing u nits, intended for 
persons of low and moderate 
income lev els; only the medical 
facility and its beds. 
P rotests from ow ners of 
neighboring nu rsing homes are 
ex pected, becau se the retire­ 
ment home plans to allow ou tsi­ 
ders to u se the medical facility 
u ntil its own residents tak e u p 
all the space. 
Many nu rsing homes were 
bu ilt on ex pectations of Medical 
and Medicare aid which did not 
materialize, Ingerman said. 
At the other end of the spec­ 
tru m is the y ou ng mother. 
Not only is she hav ing fewer 
babies, she, in many instances, 
wants her child born at home, 
Ingerm an said. 
High costs of hospitalization 
and a resentm ent toward insti­ 
tu tionalized medicine were of­ 
fered as su ggested reasons. 
One phy sician in West Marin 
is deliv ering between 15 and 20 
babies a month in homes, In­ 
germ an said. 
Marion C. Ibach, longtime 
m em ber of the Marin Hospital 
District board and a member of 
the committee which drew u p 
the report, was optimistic, how­ 
ev er, abou t the hospital situ a­ 
tion. 
“ We’ll hav e to reev alu ate ou r 
think ing,” she said, adding that 
additional ou t-patient facilities, 
better emergency room care 
and more home care can pro­ 
v ide good alternativ es for hos­ 
pitalization. 
In the m eantime, those who 
seek approv al of the cou ncil, 
necessary for receiv ing Medi­ 
care and Medical fu nds, and, in 
part, for licenses, seem to be in 
for tou gh sledding if they plan 
to add traditional beds to the 
ov ercrowded hospital situ ation.

C om m issioner 
M erritt 
A. 
Robinson proposed that the 5 0- 
cent park ing fee be lifted for all 
Marin Cou nty tax pay ers since 
it amou nts to dou ble tax ation 
for u se of the park s. 


His proposal was referred to 
c om m itte e , h ow e v e r, a f te r 
Pierre W. Josk e, director of the 
park s departm ent, complained 
that su ch action wou ld encou r­ 
age u se of au tomobiles. He said 
the park ing fee is aimed at 
discou raging cars at the park s. 


(Persons who enter the park s 
on foot or bicy cle pay no fee.) 


The commission also referred 
to the cou nty cou nsel’s office a 
proposal by Robinson that state 
legislation be enacted to giv e 
property tax ex em ptions to 
homeowners grou ps prov idirtg 
park and recreation serv ices.

AWACS, the airborne bomber 
defense sy stem , will cau se 
heated debate. ’The program is 
designed to mov e grou nd-based 
ra d a r sy stem s into the a ir 
where they cou ld spot aircraft 
coming in at low lev els u nder 
the present radar screen. 


Critics charge that this y ear's 
bu dgeted amou nt is only the 
down pay m ent on a program 
that will ru n $5 .5 billion. And 
they argu e that it is fu tile to 
spend that mu ch money to pro­ 
te c t cities a g ainst bom bers 
when there is no defense any ­ 
w ay a g ainst m issile atta c k s 
which wou ld be far more dev as­ 
tating. 


They argu e that the Sov iet 
bom ber threat is ov erblown. 
The adm inistration argu es that 
the bomber threat is real and 
that a modernized air-alert sy s­ 
tem wou ld be effectiv e at least 
against bombers. 


What a go-ahead on the pro­ 
gram wou ld m ean can be seen 
from a look at one company , 
Boeing, which at present has 
700 people employ ed on initial 
re se a rc h 
on 
a 
portion of 
AWACS and wou ld add 3,000 
more nex t y ear if it got a 
contract. 


T he su bm a rine m issile - 
lau nching sy stem is bu dgeted 
for $977 million. The critics are 
in an awk ward position oppos­ 
ing it, becau se in the past they 
hav e fou ght against land-based 
missiles on the grou nds that the 
real defense of the fu tu re wou ld 
be missiles hidden u nder the 
sea. 


Now they say they are willing 
to go ahead with $330 million 
earm ark ed for dev elopment of 
a new ty pe missile, bu t oppose 
the $6-17 million for new ty pe 
su bm arines. 


They wou ld hold that to $5 0 
million for research. Research 
is not y et far enou gh along, 
they argu e, to ju stify a fu ll- 
scale go-ahead on ULMS, which 
they say wou ld ev entu ally cost 
$30 billion. Costly m istak es 
wou ld be made, they assert. 


Meanwhile, the ex isting Polar 
su bm arines can 
be u sed as 
lau nching pads 
for the new 
missiels, and Polaris will not be 
ou tdated before the 198 5 -90 peri­ 
od. They argu e that the United 
States does not need to match 
the Sov iet su bm arine bu ildu p 
(42 ballistic missile su bmarines) 
becau se the U.S. has mu ltiple 
warheads the Sov iet Union does 
not. 


Underly ing the defense de­ 
bate this y ear is the hope that 
President Nix on will sign a 
strategic arm s limitation agree­ 
ment with the Sov iets when he 
goes to Moscow nex t montn, 
obv iating the need for the k ind 
of m ilitary bu ildu p the adm inis­ 
tration has bu dgeted.

said the EOC was the last 
agency to q u estion som eone 
else’s financial responsibility — 
the board approv ed the separa­ 
tion. 
“ The only thing I can see that 
we wou ld do tor them is drag 
them down with u s,” director 
Gerald J. Hood said in mak ing 
the motion to approv e Head 
S ta rt’s req u est.

In other action, the board 
approv ed a recom m endation

Alioto, especially enthu siastic 
abou t the ferries, said “ this is 
one of those rare instances in 
pu blic life where the rom antic 
and nostalgic clearly coincide 
with rational, hard-headed and 
efficiency -oriented decisions as 
to the ex penditu re of pu blic 
money .” He cited district fig­ 
u res showing that the operating 
deficit per passenger on the 
Sau salito ferry has been only 
abou t half of the deficit for the 
bu ses, “ clearly refu ting those 
who wou ld claim that a ferry 
sy stem is u neconomic.” 
M argaret Azev edo, speak ing 
for the Marin Cou ncil for Civ ic 
Affairs, challenged the handfu l 
of critics of the joint sy stem to 
c onsid e r th e “ s p e c ta c u la r 
costs” of new highway s that 
wou ld be needed, “ if we do not 
su pport a bu s-ferry sy stem ade­ 
q u ate to do the job,” A new 
bridge and abou t 400 lane-miles 
of highway between San F ran­ 
cisco and Sonoma wou ld cost 
ov er $1 billion, “ not to speak of 
an im m easu rable cost to ou r 
phy sical env ironm ent,” she 
said. 
The strongest opposition to 
the grant applications came- 
from Harbor Tu g, whose presi­ 
d e nt, 
A lbe rt D. 
E lle d g e , 
charged the district with seek ­ 
ing federal fu nds to driv e his 
priv ate enterprise ou t of bu si­ 
ness. “ You are not operating a 
bona fide commu te serv ice, bu t 
y ou are operating a sightseeing 
serv ice, for which y ou are not 
entitled to a federal grant,” lie 
declared. 
Elledge’s attorney , Jam es \V. 
Hailey , objected that in addi­ 
tion to competing u nfairly with 
the 
priv a te 
com pany , 
the 
bridge district had ignored the 
com pany ’s offer to handle ex ­ 
pansion of ferry serv ice. 
Hailey also reported that a 
su rv ey of 5 8 9 persons tak ing the 
d i s t r i c t ’s 
S a u s a lito 
fe r r y 
showed that alm ost three-q u art­ 
ers of them rode the ferry only 
for sightseeing and tou rist pu r­ 
poses. The bridge district’s at­ 
torney , Thomas M. Jenk ins, lat­ 
er rebu tted that many of these 
pleasu re riders otherwise wou ld 
hav e gone to Sau salito v ia the 
bridge, and that the ferry sy s­ 
tem was designed to reliev e 
traffic on the bridge regardless 
of whether it is tou rist or com­ 
m u ter traffic. 
The bridge district's env iron­ 
m ental im pact statem ent that 
accompanied its ferry grant ap­ 
plication was challenged by a 
consu ltant hired by Elledge, 
Hans Feibu sch. He su ggested 
that dredging necessary for the 
L ark spu r ferry term inal wou ld 
v iolate the bay plan of the Bay 
Conserv ation and Dev elopment 
Commission. 
D istrict officials, how ev er, 
noted that the ex ecu tiv e di­ 
rector of the commission, Jo­ 
seph E. Bodov itz, had endorsed 
the grant application as “ fu lly 
in accord with bay plan policies 
and findings.” 
Feibu sch predicted few com­ 
m u ters wou ld ride the ex pand­ 
ed ferry sy stem, bu t at the 
sam e time predicted m assiv e 
traffic congestion cau sed by 
com m u ters at the ferry term in­ 
als.

Reagan Setback On 
Trustee Nominations 


SACRAMENTO (TJPI) -The 
Senate Rules committee has 
handed Gov. Ronald Reagan an 
unexpected setback by holding 
up the appointment of two Re­ 
publicans to the State College 
Board of Trustees. 
Opponents asserted the nomi­ 
nees, attorney Frank Adams of 
Piedmont and construction ex­ 
ecutive Roy Brophy of Sacra­ 
mento, would “ perpetuate” 
what they called the board’s 
failure to adequately represent 
minorities, women, youth and 
the poor. 
“ The issue of representation 
of the board is a legitimate 
issue,’’ Rules chairman James 
R. Mills, D-San Diego, told Bro­ 
phy and Adams Wednesday af­ 
ter 13 witnesses trooped for­ 
ward during a two-hour hearing 
to recommend against Senate 
confirmation of the pair. 
Usually, the committee 
grants routine approval for con­ 
firmation of gubernatorial ap­ 
pointees. But on a voice vote 
without dissent, the three Dem­ 
ocrats and two Republicans 
agreed to take no action on 
Adams and Brophy. 
The committee indicated, 
however, it would take another 
look at them next week when 
two other nominees, Mrs. Jean­ 
ette Ritchie of Menlo Park and 
Robert Beaver of Fullerton, are 
scheduled to appear. All are 
Republicans. 
Mills told Brophy and Adams, 
a former president of the Cali­ 
fornia Republican Assembly, 
that he intends to vote against 
their appointment. But Sen. Ste­ 
phen P. Teale, D-Rail Road 
Flat, announced he plans to 
recommend confirmation of 
Brophy. 
It takes 27 favorable Senate 
votes to confirm a trustee. 
Democrats currently outnum­ 
ber Republicans 21 to 18. 
Witness after witness, includ­ 
ing state college student body 
presidents, said they had no 
personal quarrel with either 
nominee but asserted they re­ 
flected the board’s currently 
mostly white, Republican and 
over-50 composition. 
Art 
Bierman, president of 
the United Professors of Cali­ 
fornia, a union, told the com­ 
mittee that the board “ in no 
wav" can !>c said to be “ repre­ 
sentative of the people of Cali­ 
fornia. ’’ 
“ The trustees are and there­ 
fore represent white, older, 
male Republican professionals 
or business managers,” he 
said. “ The views and values of 
this narrow and unrepresenta­ 
tive group prevail in the consid­ 
eration of trustee business.” 
James Ilirabayashi, dean of 
ethnic studies at San Francisco 
State, said approval of Brophy 
and Adams would “ confirm” a 
generally held belief among mi-

Panelists Agree 
On Vets' Jobs 


By JEFF 


A Vietnam veteran, an em­ 
ployer and three government 
spokesmen all agreed today 
that returning veterans should 
be given preference in hiring. 


Nevertheless, one official told 
the Radio KTJM “ Sounding 
Board” audience that the un­ 
employment rate among re­ 
turning veterans is higher than 
the national average and that 
there are 9,000 jobless Vietnam 
veterans in the Bay Area. The 
broadcast apparently found at 
least one veteran a job. 
The speakers were Philip 
Parker of San Anselmo, a job- 
seeking veteran; employer Har­ 
old B. Wilde, president of Harv- 
er Indust ries m San Rafael; 
Robert R. Souza, Northern Cali­ 
fornia veteran* representative 
with the Human Resources De­ 
velopment Agency; Robert C. 
Beebe, veterans employment 
representative with the state 
Human Resources office in San 
Rafael, and Robert G. Wald- 
man, assistant veterans serv­ 
ices officer for Marin County. 
California veterans have a 7.2 
per cent unemployment rate 
compared with a 5.8 per cent 
rate for all state residents, 
Souza noted. He said stepped-up 
efforts had reduced the veter­ 
ans’ jobless rate from 9.8 per 
cent a year ago. Returning 
veterans range from 20 to 29 
years old, with the average age 
of 23, but the younger ones 
show a disproportionately high 
jobless rate, particularly if a 
minority member, Souza said. 
Parker reported that despite 
four years of military experi­ 
ence in hospital administration 
and finance, he found potential 
employers were wary of his 
disability — a heart condition 
— and often tended to hire

women rather than men as 
bookkeepers. 
He urged the employers 
“ give veterans a chance to 
prove themselves” instead of 
hiring others with more formal 
job qualifications. 
Panel moderator Kitty Op- 
penheimer reported that after 
the program Parker was of­ 
fered a job as a trainee book­ 
keeper at $500 a month. 
Businessman Wilde said that 
employers often believe that 
men having to support a family 
would require higher pay than 
women filling the same job, and 
that men more often switch 
jobs after being trained by the 
company. Disabled job-seekers 
often cannot pass physcial ex­ 
aminations for the insurance 
employers must carry, he add­ 
ed. But Wilde agreed with the 
idea, dating back to George 
Washington’s day, that the vet­ 
eran was entitled to hiring pref­ 
erence. 
The government officials out­ 
lined a broad list of services 
available to veterans and em­ 
ployers. They described unem­ 
ployment compensation, on-the- 
job training programs in which 
the state pays part of the veter­ 
ans’ wages, G.I. educational 
programs and intensive place­ 
ment programs. Information is 
available from the county 
veterans service office at the 
Civic Center, from state Human 
Resources Development offices 
in San Rafael and San Francis­ 
co, from the Veterans Adminis­ 
tration and other agencies, they 
said 
The program will be rebroad 
cast at 10.05 a.m. Sunday.

A Bank of America official 
confirmed Tuesday that the 
regulations will go into effect 
July 1, and will extend as well 
to dealings in securities, certain 
credit usage and travelers’ 
check purchases.

Deepening Split Seen 
In U.S.-Japan Ties 


WASHINGTON fU PI) - A 
leading China scholar predicted 
today that U.S.-Japanese rela­ 
tions would continue to deterio­ 
rate as the United States move.s 
to 
improve 
relations 
with 
China. 


A. Doak Barnett, a senior 
fellow at the Brookings Institu­ 
tion in Washington, discus.sed 
China’s foreign relations poli­ 
cies with a group of other 
panelists during the second day 
of a three-day convention of the 
.American Society of Newspaper 
Editors (ASNE). 


Barnett said: “ I think we 
should continue to show origi­ 
nality and effort in continuing 
our relations with China. W’e 
should try to open up various 
subjects with them including 
basic arms control and disar­ 
mament issues.” 


Barnett said he w^as “ cau­ 
tiously optimistic” on the future 
of U.S.-China relations. He said 
however, he thought “ we can 
expect deteriorating relations 
with Japan over this. I think we 
should give high priority to 
repairing various grievances. 
W’e can’t allow a U.S.-Japan 
split to occur.” 
There have been increasing 
tensions in recent months be­ 
tween Japan and the United 
States over trade relations and 
a feeling by the Japanese that 
President Nixon hasn't consult­ 
ed them sufficiently on various 
Asian diplomatic moves. 
The panel was moderated by 
Robert Keatley of the Wall 
Street Journal. .Also speaking to 
the editors w'as Prof. Paul T, K. 
Lin director of the Center for 
East .Asian Studies at McGill 
University in Toronto; Prof. 
Robert A. Scalapino of the Uni­ 
versity of California at Berke­ 
ley, and Marshall Green assist­ 
ant secretary of State for F^ar 
Eastern affairs. 
Lin reviewed a history of 1 
U.S.-Chinse relations, observing 
that “ trends in China are being 
set not by Chairman .Mao him­ 
self but by hundreds of millions 
of people with a memory of the 
past.” 
Scalapino said China’s Prime 
Minister Chou En-lai, has as­ 
serted that in our new relation­ 
ship there can be and there 
need be no abandonment of 
principles and no desertion of 
allies by the United States. The 


acid test of this doctrine will be 
our willingness to maintain our 
military protection against ex­ 
ternal threats and our economic 
interaction with the people of 
Taiwan if events should unfold 
in such a fashion as to cause 
this state to evolve toward legal 
as well as de facto independ­ 
ence.” 


The discussion was to be fol­ 
lowed by appearances by Dem­ 
ocratic presidential candidates 
Sens. Henry M. Jackson of 
W’ashington, 
George 
S. 
McGovern of South Dakota and 
Gov. George C. Wallace of Ala­ 
bama. Sen. Hubert H. Hum­ 
phrey, campaigning in Pennsyl- 
v a n ia , 
c a n c e lle d 
his 
appearance. 


During a panel discussion 
W’ednesday on press rights vs. 
press responsibilities, the edi­ 
tors continued a day-long dis­ 
cussion which was sparked by 
publication in 1971 of the con­ 
troversial Pentagon Papers and 
disclosures by columnist Jack 
Anderson of the administra­ 
tion’s position on the India- 
Pakistan conflict plus a current 
investigation of acting .Attorney 
General Richard G. Klein- 
dienst. 


-Anderson told the group he 
felt that too many government 
documents have been kept .se­ 
cret when it would have been in 
the national interest to make 
them public. He added that 
people he has talked to say that 
95 to 98 per cent of secret 
government documents should 
be declassified. 


“ It’s not national security, 
it’s ix)litical security,” .Ander­ 
son said. “ We’re not suppo.sed 
to be engaged in a conspiracy 
with the government to cover 
up their blunders.”

SAN FRANCISCO fUPD— 
The California Air Resources 
Board today adopted minimum 
standards for new antismog de­ 
vices which motorists will be 
required to install on 1966-1970 
cars by February of 1974. 
The devices, which are not 
yet on the market, will reduce 
the emission of oxides of nitro­ 
gen—one of the two components 
of photochemical smog—by at 
least 20 per cent in small cars 
and 30 per cent in large ones. 
Four manufacturers indicat­ 
ed they would submit applica­ 
tions for approval of devices 
meeting the smog reduction 
standards and a $35 installed- 
cost limit. Representatives of 
the big four auto makers said 
they were not going to submit 
proposals.

Dr. A. J. Haagen-Smit. Air 
Resources Board chairman, 
said the reductions were aimed 
at getting emissions of nitrogen 
oxides back to the level of pre- 
1966 cars without smog-control 
devices. 


<-The 1966-70 cars already 
have systems which control hy­ 
drocarbons and carbon monox­ 
ide." he said. “ Auto manufac­ 
turers accomplished this by 
leaning the air-fuel ration and 


improving combustion within 
the engine. 
“ Consequently, the oxides of 
nitrogen emissions were in­ 
creased by approximately 50 
per cent. 


He noted that emissions of 
hydrocarbons and of oxides of 
nitrogen are the two pollutants 
which cause photochemical 
smog. 


Haagen-Smit wanted higher 
control standards set than those 
approved by the board. He said 
nitrogen oxide emissions aver­ 
aged 1,020 parts per million in 
pre-1966 cars and rose to 1,500 


parts per million in 1966-70 
models. Controls went into ef­ 
fect with 1971 models. 
Spokesmen for General Mo­ 


tors and Air Quality Products, 
the two firms with anti-nitrogen 
oxide devices approved for 
1955-65 cars, said they were not 
submitting applications for de­ 
vices on 1966-70 models. Both 
warned that some of the pro­ 
posed devices could result in 
exhaust valve burning and 
urged tests of that possibility. 
In opening remarks to the 
board, Haagen-Smit said smog 
control devices for used cars 
were approved with mixed feel­ 
ings. 
“ Although the control sys­ 
tems will be beneficial in de­ 
creasing smog, they probably 
will be the subject of considera­ 
ble complaint from motorists, 
botli for real and imagined rea­ 
sons." he said.

Jimidene Randall, a Marin 
Cou nty beau tician, trained to 
apply the lashes, said they last 
from three to fou r weeks. 
“ They are permanently at­ 
tached to y ou r lashes by a 
hy po-allergenic adhesiv e,” she 
ex plained. “The. reason they do 
not last forev er is that y ou r 
own lashes fall ou t. which most 
people do not realize.” 
MRS. RANDALL said she can 
apply the lashes in less than an 
hou r’s time if the cu stomer is 
cooperativ e. 
“ With one cu stomer it took 
me mu ch longer becau se she 
asked me to hand her the mir­ 
ror with ev ery other lash,” she 
said. 
Another cu stomer falls 
asleep with her ey es open 
which speeds u p the application 
considerably . 
Time is also determined by 
the nu mber of lashes desired.

AFTER THE original set is 
applied fill-ins are av ailable 
when necessary , the beau tician 
said. As for price, she said, it is 
less ex pensiv e than bu y ing good 
false ey elashes when figu red 
ov er a y ear’s time.

Firs t Vic tory For 
Wage Control Polic y 


BALTIM O RE (UPI)-Presi- 
dent Nixon’s wage control sys­ 
tem won its first court test 
Wednesday. 


U.S. District Judge C. Stanley 
Blair ruled Wednesday that the 
A&P supermarkets and a Balti­ 
more meatcutters local must 
abide by a federal pay board 
ruling and cut wage increases 
back to the 7 per cent approved 
by the board. 


Following a nine-day strike 
beginning Nov. 14, the day the 
wage-price freeze ended, A&P 
and the Amalgamated Meatcut­ 
ters and Butchers Workmen of 
North Am erica, AFL-CIO, 
agreed to a 16 month contract 
for 77 workers in the company’s 
plant here. 


The contract called for a 22 
per cent pay increase for the 
butchers. The pay board re­ 
duced the figure to 7 per cent, 
slightly higher than the 5.5 per 


cent increase ceiling set for pay 
hikes. 
Blair ruled that though 7 per 
cent was above the limit, the 
pay board ruling is binding and 
“ must be adhered to.” 
The judge, in an 18-page opin­ 
ion, also imposed the maximum 
$2,500 fine on tha union and the 
company for violating the pay 
board ruling. Blair said the two 
were “ equally at fault” in not 
observing the ruling. 
“ This is the first decision and 
we consider it of extra import­ 
ance,” said U.S. attorney 
George Beall, who prosecuted 
the case. 
Blair, a longtime political as­ 
sociate of Vice President Spiro 
T. Agnew, ran unsuccessfully 
for governor of Maryland in 
1970 on the Republican ticket 
before his appointment to the 
bench. He served as Maryland 
secretary of state while Agnew 
was governor.

SAN FRANCISCO OJPD- 
Sierra Club attorneys, inter 
preting the Supreme Court’s 
rejection of the club’s fight to 
prevent Mineral King Valley in 
tha Sierras from becoming a 
$35 million “ Alpine Disney­ 
land” as an invitation to try 
again, today looked for new 
approaches. 
The conservationist group’s 
three-year legal battle to block 
development of the old mining 
area near Sequoia National 
Park ended with “ shock and 
dismay” Wednesday when the 
U.S. Supreme Court barred the 
club from further litigation 
A Disney spokesman said 
work would resume “ in a year 
perhaps longer” on the recrea­ 
tional development expected to 
draw a million visitors annual­ 
ly. 
Sierra Club President Ray­ 
mond J. Sherwin, a Solano 
County Superior Court Judge, 
labelled the Supreme Court de­ 
cision a “ grievous blow to De­ 
mocracy.” 
“ I ’m sure this decision won’t 
be the end of this matter.” 
Sherwin said. 
The 4-3 ruling held that the 
club was not entitled to contin­ 
ue federal court action because 
it did not show that the club 
itself would suffer economic or 
other injury from the Mineral 
King project. 
Sierra Club executive secre­ 
tary Michael McCloskey called 
the decision “ muddled” and 
“ confusing” and said attorneys 
for the club would meet in a 
special session to discuss fur­ 
ther action. 
McCloskey said the decision 
against the 78,000-member club 
was “ by no means the end of 
the line.” 
The wording of the court 
opinion, he said, “ virtually 
gives us an invitation to refile 
our pleadings after amending 
them to prove that our aesthet­ 
ic interest in Mineral King 
would indeed suffer if Disney is 
allowed to build its resort com­ 
plex with the bulldozing, blast­ 
ing and general destruction that 
would inevitably follow.” 
The Disney development 
would turn the high mountain 
valley into one of the largest 
skiing and recreation areas in 
the West. 
Disney Enterprises was 
granted a permit to prepare a 
master plan for the area by the 
U.S. Forest Service in 1965. The 
Sierra Club began its opposition 
to the project at public hearings 
and finally filed a federal court 
suit in June, 1969. 
Douglas R. Leisz, a U.S. For­ 
est Service official, said, “ The 
Forest Service believes that de­ 
velopment of this area for year­ 
long family-type recreation will 
meet a very urgent need in an 
outstanding setting.” 
Disney developers said the 
area could be opened for all to 
enjoy without harm to the natu­ 
ral environment. Tulare County 
residents view the project as a 
windfall for jobs. 


Mrs . Kennedy :

NEW YORK (UPD—Mrs. Jo- 
seph P. Kennedy believes it 
would be too risky for her son, 
Sen. Edward M. Kennedy, D- 
Mass., to seek the 1972 presi­ 
dential nomination. 
“ I think there’s too much risk 
now...If he wants to. it would be 
much better to run a little 
later,” she said in an article of 
May’s Ladies’ Home Journal. 
“ I ’m sure it is Teddy’s 
present intention not to run. I 
think it is a wise intention,” she 
said. 
The mother of the late Presi­ 
dent John F. Kennedy and Sen. 
Robert F. Kennedy, said her 
surviving son has “ certain obli­ 
gations to Ethel’s (Mrs. Robert 
Kennedy) children and, of 
course, to his own children.”

T h ere Ou g h ta Be Law 
— But No t This On e 


One of fhe most popular car­ 
toons on the Independent-Jour- 
nal's comic page takes its 
name from the famliar re­ 
mark, “ There oughta be a 
law.” 


We have all said it, when 
something annoyed us, “ There 
oughta be a law.” Usually we 
don't intend anyone to take this 
literally; it is said in jest. 


TH E RE A RE SOME people, 
however, 
who believe that 
.“ there oughta be a law” to 
prohibit anything with which 
they disagree, to curb anything 
they find annoying — and, con­ 
versely, to legalize anything 
they happen to like. All too 
often, these single-minded folk 
get up a campaign, influence 
some legislators, and get their 
pet phobias put into the law 
books. 
An example of this is Propo­ 
sition 9, which will be on the 
June prim ary ballot, titled 
“ Environment initiative.” 
Proposition 9 would write into 
state law a host of restrictions 
on things its sponsors believe 
pollute the air, water and land 
— especially the air. 
It would, in addition, provide 
that the Legislature could not 
change any of the rules it 
enacted, except to make them 
tougher. 


P RO P O S ITIO N 9 — like 
many of the laws that get on 
the books — is intended for a 
very worthwile purpose. It is, 
as its title suggests, intended to 
preserve the environment. 
But — again like many laws 
that get on the books — it is 
poorly thought out and might 
very well have the opposite 
effect from that intended. 


SACRAMENTO SCENE 


Its restrictions on what may 
be emitted into (he atmosphere, 
for instance, are based on data 
that may be found misleading 
— for the very good reason that 
the study of air pollution is 
making rapid strides and what 
were deemed the most objec­ 
tionable pollutants a few years 
ago (such as smoke from that 
backyard bonfire) have been 
found to be of little importance. 
Other development certainly 
will follow by the Jan. 1, 1975, 
effective date of the proposed 
new law. Some of them may 
run counter to the provisions of 
Proposition 9. 
Again. Proposition 9 would 
impose a five-year ban on con­ 
struction of nuclear power 
plants. But there will be need 
for more electric power. Some 
other types of plants produce 
more air and water pollution 
than do nuclear plants, so in­ 
stead of protecting the environ­ 
ment, this restriction might re­ 
sult in greater pollution. 
The proposition also goes 
clear beyond reason in its “ con­ 
flict of interest” provisions, 
which could be interpreted as 
barring anyone who invested in 
mutual funds that might in­ 
clude some public utility stock 
from working for a pollution 
control board or serving on any 
such board. 


TH E FACT of the matter is 
that there are very tough laws 
about pollution on 
books in 
California right now. Some of 
them need to be more strictly 
enforced. But Proposition 9 
would do nothing about that. 
Maybe “ there oughta be a 
law'' against initiative meas­ 
ures that gum up the legislative 
process.

ALL THIS h as changed. Laws, generat­ 
ed by school officials who seem to have 
come to the view’ that they know more 
about what is good for Johnny than the 
parents, have been enacted to prevent 
the school kids from working. The school- 
agers cannot work unless they obtain 
work permits from the school authorities. 
Laws are so restrictive those who could 
give the children (Kid jobs don't want to 
be bothered with the red tape. 
The youthful enterprisers find obstacles 
at every turn and become discouraged 
from trying. The elders sit back and 
complain about the youth of today while 
the young bend to mischief. 
That these energies can be turned to 
good was clearly shown by the march. 
But the question remains as to why those 
charged with giving the young direction 
could not channel such tremendous effort 
to things more constructive and produc­ 
tive than an aimless walk. 


TH ERE PROBABLY isn't a household­ 
er in the community who would not have 
been willing to find some odd job about 
the house or yard for the kids to do. The 
money so raised would have been earned, 
not donated. It would have had the added 
benefit of making the children feel they 
were doing something productive. 
And other efforts such as collecting 
bottles, cans and other substances for 
recycling would have brought earned 
dollars. They would also not only have 
accomplished the benefit of raising mon­ 
ey for the hungry but would have made 
the additional contribution to the better­ 
ment of society by assisting in a general 
community clean-up. 
Demonstrations have become a plague 
while the idea of hard w'ork to produce a 
result gets less and less encouragement.

Significant Errors 
In IRS Scrutiny Story 


In your article (April 18) on the far- 
reaching prying into private bank trans-: 
actions by the IRS, to start July 1, there 
were two* misprints that were significant 
and they were so accurately spelled I am 
wondering about how accidental they 
were. The first referred to “ out of 
county" transactions. Surely this meant 
“ out of country.” The second was about 
credit card use in foreign companies.” 
Again I'm sure this meant “ foreign 
countries.” 


One of the major reasons for this new 
set of restrictions is, ultimately, to re­ 
strict private citizens from transferring 
their assets out of this country when they 
are afraid of the monetary stability of 
the country. The above two errors mask 
this facet of the story pretty well. 
Of course the rules don’t apply to big 
business. Subsequent study, reported in 
the Wall Street Journal and other finan­ 
cial paper, showed that the majority of 
the “ speculators” Nixon blamed for pres­ 
sure on the dollar last August when he 
devalued the dollar) were not sly sharpies 
but the big international American com­ 
panies who were shifting their assets to 
foreign currencies to protect their assets. 
Perhaps there’s nothing the little guy 
can do about itt. We'll end up like many 
foreign nationals who can’t take a holi­ 
day outside their country because their 
government won’t allow them but a tiny 
amount of their money to be spent 
outside their country. Traveling English­ 
men are pretty smart — most have an 
outside bank account (by foresight or 
other) from which they can draw when 
traveling outside England. Perhaps, be­ 
fore it is too late, we should all set up a 
savings account or similar fund in a

MARQUIS CHILDS 


Believer In T ru th , Co n stitu tio n 
Battles 'Execu tive Privileg e' 


WASHINGTON — As the foremost con­ 
stitutional lawyer in the Senate. Sam 
Ervin of North Carolina is a good man to 
have on your side. It follows, as the 
inquiry into Richard KJeindienst and ITT 
is demonstrating, that he is a formidable 
adversary. 
Ervin says that unless the White House 
relents and allows Peter Flanigan to 
testify on the role he played in the ITT 
antitrust settlement, he will block Klein- 
dienst's confirmation to be attorney gen­ 
eral. if the judiciary committee simply 
closes the hearings with no resolution of 
the Flanigan matter, he will carry the 
fight to the Senate floor. And there he 
seems to be rapidly gaining recruits. 


THE CRAGGY, stern-voiced North 
Carolinian has gone before the Supreme 
Court to challenge the administration on 
another constitutional issue. He believes 
beyond mere lip service, profoundly and 
without equivocation, in the freedoms 
guaranteed by fhe Constitution and in the 
independence of the three separate and 
coordinate branches of government. 
Ervin spoke for a committee of sena­ 
tors. both Republicans and Democrats, 
as friend of the court in the case of Sen. 
Mike Gravel of Alaska. While the admin­ 
istration holds to the right to keep an 
executive agent 'Flanigan) from speaking 
out. the Department of Justice tried to 
force a Gravel aide to talk to a federal 
grand jury on the charge that the senator 
had violated national security by releas­ 
ing and bringing about the publication of 
a greatly amplified version of the Penta­ 
gon Papers. 
A federal district court and later a 
court of appeals upheld the right of both 
Gravel and his aide to refuse to testify. 
The appeal to the Supreme Court is on 
the publication of the papers as read by 
Gravel into the record of his subcommit­ 
tee. 
In a brief filed with the Supreme Court, 
Ervin cited Article I, Section 6, of the 
Constitution, which declares that “ for 
any speech or debate in either house, 
they (members of Congress) shall not be 
questioned in any other place."

Yet somehow 
there is a glacier-like quality about the 
way the political pattern seems to be 
setting toward precisely what all of these 
men are trying so diligently to avoid. 
Just the latest item which contributes 
to this movement is a Harris Poll show­ 
ing Mr. Nixon leading Mr. Muskie by 50- 
to-37 per cent. Last January the poll 
showed these two men at 42-42. 


IF THE IDEA once gets around among 
the lower level politicians of the Demo­ 
cratic Party that they are going to lose in 
1972 behind anyone but Edward Kennedy, 
they will stampede for Edward Kennedy!

Travelers in the West often 
pause to gaze with interest on 
strata exposed by the forces of 
nature.

That will mean an­ 
other detour for traffic for a 
few days. 
Doing the work in sections 
has so far avoided much traffic 
congestion —though when the 
work moves to Lincoln Avenue 
a little later, we can expect 
plenty. Even that, however, will 
be more than compensated if 
the job means there will be no 
more manhole covers lifted off 
by bubbling sewage during win­ 
ter rains.

For example, he said, foster 
parents of a teen-age boy re­ 
ceive about $130 per month but 
the actual cost of caring for the 
youth may be more than $200. 
per month. 


He said the disparity between 
income and cost may be keep­ 
ing many families from opening 
their homes to foster children. 
On other matters, Smith said 
the commission is seeking par­ 
ents to help run the teen center 
at Dominican College in San 
Rafael. 
The center, which operates 
Thursday evenings, was creat­ 
ed by the commission'at the 
request of Dominican area resi­ 
dents. 
He said the commission also 
has set May 16 at 4 p.m. for 
interviewing applicants for two 
vacant seats on the commis­ 
sion. Those interested in serv­ 
ing may contact Smith at the 
county probation department. 


The Marin County Chamber 
of Commerce and Visitors Bu­ 
reau has endorsed the sale of 
the San Rafael courthouse 
square to McKeon Construction 
Co., of Sacramento, at a re­ 
duced price. 


McKeon has bid $650,000 for 
the block, $100,000 below the 
county’s asking price. 


In taking the action, the 
chamber and bureau joins the 
San Rafael Chamber of Com­ 
merce, which has already 
urged negotiation of the sale 
“ without delay” . 
Both groups cite esthetic and 
practical considerations in their 
statements, noting that the area 
would be reestablished as a 
focal point for the downtown 
area and taxes could be reaped 
from the property.

It's Almost Time 


For REAL Baseball

Time is fast approaching for the start of the 
HEAL baseball season. The season for the bubble 
gum set, not the tobacco chewers. 
• Little Leaguers throughout the world will start 
their annual campaigns these next two Saturdays. 
Managers have picked their major league teams 
and have sent other players down to the minors 
“ for more seasoning.’’ Really. Little League is 
just like the big time —farm systems and every­ 
thing. 
It’s not like my kiddie days in Sacramento when 
a bunch of us got together and picked a team, 
found a sponsor to buy us a couple of bats and a 
few balls and joined a summer recreation league. 
Like everything else in the USA, kids’ baseball 
has been refined. 


IN MARIN COUNTY, Little League got its start 
in San Rafael and Angelo Colombo, former San 
Rafael High School athletic director and dean and 
now coordinator of physical education for San 
Rafael’s city schools, was first president of that 
league, 20 years ago. Ang is still working with 
kids, this year with the newlv-formed San Rafael 
Senior League for boys 13 through 15. 
The San Rafael Little League has grown and 
split into two leagues during its two decades of 
existence, American and National. So don’t think 
expansion has been confined to the professional 
leagues. There* are now approximately 700 young­ 
sters involved in both leagues. James L. Placak is 
president of the San Rafael National Little League 
and George Burton is president of the San Rafael 
American. Highway 101 is the boundary line. Boys 
who live on the east side of the highway are in the 
National League and those on the west side the 
American. 


THE TWO LEAGUES will be working together 
more this year, according to Placak. On Saturday, 
April 29, they’ll be getting together for a pancake 
breakfast at 7:30 a.m. at the San Rafael High 
School cafeteria to kickoff the season and cele­ 
brate their 20 years of baseball. Army reservists 
from Santa Rosa will do the cooking. After the 
breakfast there will be a huge parade, beginning 
at 10:30 a.m., from Fifth Avenue and B Street to 
Albert Field’s baseball diamond. 
After the usual ceremonies by the older folk, the 
kids will take the spotlight for two exhibition 
games —one senior and one little — between 
players of the two leagues. 
The American League uses Albert Park as its 
home base, while the Nationals have been playing 
inside the walls of San Quentin Prison for the past 
six years. With the recent announcement that San 
Quentin is going to be phased out of existence, a 
question of where the National League will play 
future games is raised. 
Looking into this problem is a new group called 
Community Recreational Development Commit­ 
tee. The committee hopes to buy and develop 
facilities for all recreational activities, including 
Little League baseball.

manager o f the Giants ackno wl­ 
edged that he and Jerry Do no ­ 
v an, Ho race Sto neham’s ex ecu ­ 
tiv e assistant, had step p ed u p 
their trade talks with the Ex p o s 
and Cardinals fo r Dick Dietz. 


AT ONE STAGE o f the talks 
with the Ex p o s, Jim Fanning, 
M o ntreal’s general m anager, 
was ready to make a deal fo r 
Dietz b u t Gene Mau ch, the Ex ­ 
p o s’ field general, dinged it. 
So the talks with the Cardi­ 
nals were intensified b u t su d­ 
denly terminated when the 600 
majo r leagu e p lay ers walked 
o u t in b aseb all’s first general 
strike. 
Du ring the 13-day strike all 
trade talks were su sp endc*d b e­ 
cau se the imp erativ e issu e no w' 
was settlement o f the strike. On 
March 30, the day b efo re the 
walko u t, Dietz cau ght what was 
to b eco me the final sp ring ex hi­ 
b itio n game fo r the Giants. It 
was in Palm Sp rings against 
the Califo rnia Angels. 


HARRY DALTON, the fello w 
who had swu ng so many imp o r­ 
tant deals fo r the p erennial 
A m erican Leagu e champ io n 
Baltimo re Orio les, was v ery 
imp ressed b y Dietz’ p erfo rm­ 
ance against the Angels fo r 
who m Dalto n no w is general 
manager. 
Dalto n went to Fo x and asked 
if Dietz still was av ailab le. Fo x 
to ld Dalto n that he had no 
chance o f getting Dietz no w. It 
w a sn’t that the Giants had 
changed their mind ab o u t deal­ 
ing Dietz. “ I do n't b eliev e there 
is a chance o f getting waiv ers 
o n him in o u r leagu e,’’ Fo x to ld 
Dalto n. 
• Fo x was right. When the 
Giants tried to get waiv ers o n 
Dietz in the Natio nal Leagu e, 
the- Do dgers claimed him fo r 
the $20,000 w aiv er p rice o n 
Ap ril 
14, the day after the 
strike was settled. The Giants 
co u ld hav e taken Dietz o ff the 


waiv er list b u t b y this time Fo x 
had made u p his mind to do 
what he had p lanned to do fro m 
the o p ening day o f sp ring train­ 
ing: 
p lato o n Fran Healy , 
a 
righthanded hitter, and Dav e 
Rader, a lefthanded hitter, in 
catching ro les. 


RADER, WHO HAD b een o p ­ 
tio ned to Pho enix o n Ap ril 6 to 
meet the 25 -p lay er team limit 
fo r the o p ening day that nev er 
o p ened b ecau se o f the strike, 
was recalled b y the Giants and 
jo ined the team in Ho u sto n ju st 
as the Astro s were anno u ncing 
they had o b tained Reu ss fro m 
the Cardinals. 
Sp ec Richardso n, Ho u sto n’s 
general manager w’ho swu ng 
the deal fo r Reu ss, said: “ I 
think we can win it no w. I felt 
that way ev en b efo re we go t 
Reu ss b ecau se the 1972 Astro s 
are the b est clu b we’v e p u t o n 
the field. Bu t Reu ss, with Dav e 
Ro b erts, giv es u s the necessary 
so u thp aw dep th we lacked b e­ 
fo re against lefthanded lineu p s, 
su ch as the Do dgers can thro w 
at y o u .” 
Richardso n then added: “ The 
Do dgers aren’t the o nly team 
with dangero u s lefthanded hit­ 
ters. The 
Pirates and Cu b s

ONLY JE W ELER KNOWS 
But it’s not only the young 
people who are buying these 
replicas. Many of the well-to-do 
who already possess fine gems 
have stashed them away in the 
vault and are now wearing sim­ 
ulated jewels so genuine in 
appearance that only their jew­ 
eler knows the difference.

SACRAMENTO (CPI) —The 
Medi-Cal program is paying 
“ too much” for clinical labora­ 
tory services and Reagan ad­ 
ministration changes to cut the 
costs are “ inadequate,” a legis­ 
lative report said today. 


The report, prepared y the 
auditor general’s office, was 
submitted to the legislature by 
the .Joint Legislative Audit 
Committee. 


The report sain the Medi-Cal 
reimbursement system con­ 
ducted 
by California Blue 
Shield for providers of laborato­ 
ry services in “ cumbersome 
and lacking in control because 
of excessive manual pricing of 
claims.”

Health Care Services last year 
under the Medi-Cal Reform Act 
issued changes on its clinical 
laboratory regulations on an 
emergency basis. 


But the report said the 
changes were “ inadequate” be­ 
cause they affect only 10 labo­ 
ratory tests out of a total of 
about 690 tests. 
It also said the department 
gave Blue Shield permission to 
set payment policy if the policy 
does not conflict with depart­ 
ment regulations or the prices 
do not exceed the maximum 
price schedule. 
But the report said, “ Blue 
Shield has made changes with­ 
out the department’s knowledge 
which are in conflict with the 
regulations.” 
The committee recommended 
that Blue Shield set up reim­ 
bursement rates for tests con­ 
ducted simultaneously by auto­ 
mated 
methods instead of 
billing Medi-Cal for each indi­ 
vidual test in such circum­ 
stances. It said such a practice 
will hold down costs. 
Other recommendations in­ 
clude reviewing maximum 
reimbursement rates for labo­ 
ratory procedures, periodically 
monitoring of lab payments to 
determine if Blue Shield is to 
comply with policy guidelines 
and requiring Blue Shield to use 
a computer to process claims 
as a means of reducing errors.

San Die go Still Site 
Of GOP Conv e ntion 


WASHINGTON (UPI) -The 


Republican Party conceded 
yesterday preparations for its 
1972 convention in San Diego 
had run into “ major problems” 
but said it was “ presently pro­ 
ceeding with plans” to meet in 
the California city Aug. 21. 
R. L. Herman, vice chairman 


of the GOP convention arrange­ 
ments committee, left open the 
possibility, however, that the 
party still might move to anoth­ 
er site. 
“ The arrangements commit­ 
tee does have major problems 
in San Diego,” said Herman in 
a statement released by the 
Republican National Commit­ 
tee. 
“ We are working on them 


and so are the people of San 
Diego. It is unlikely that all the 
difficuitues can be solved com­ 
pletely. Most of them can be 
met even though the situation 
may not be ideal. Thus, we are 
presently proceeding with our 
plans to open the Convention in 
San Diego Aug. 21. However, it 
is my obligation to attempt to 
prepare for any eventuality and 
to be aware of alternatives.” 
In a story in the Miami news, 


Herman was quoted as also 
saying: “ If Miami Beach has 
an interest *hey should makn 
an offer ”

telephoned him twice last week 
about the possibility of moving 
the convention to Miami Beach, 
which will also be the site of the 
Democratic convention. 
“ The people who talked to me 


are too high in the party to play 
games,” Weiss said. “ I think 
they are very sincere in want­ 
ing to come to Miami Beach.” 


Herman’s statement said the 


“ critical problem lies in modi­ 
fying the San Diego Sports Are­ 
na, where the convention is to 
be held,” but that there was 
also problems of securing 
enough hotel space and in ob­ 
taining cash commitments from 
the city. 
“ Our architect and contractor 


inform us that all of the modifi­ 
cations of the arena cannot be 
completed in time unless work 
can begin sooner than the arena 
owner presently will permit,” 
Herman said. 
Another “ stumbling block,” 


said Herman, “ has been a loca­ 
tion of the anchor booths for the 
television networks that would 
be satisfactory to both the net­ 
works and us.” 
He also said the San Diego 


Civic Host Committee “ has 
been having some difficulty in 
meeting the commitments 
made in its bid to us.” 
“ We expected to have 12,500 


hotel rooms reserved by this 
time,” Herman said, “ with a 
prospect of increasing that 
number to 14,000 or even 14,500. 


Today we have available 11,200 
rooms, a number which would 
not permit us to accommodate 
all of the estimated 4,500 news 
media within thi* irrmcdi ‘ 
area.”

Tax Board 


SACRAMENTO (U PI) —A 


strange collection of love and 
hate notes has inundated the 
state Franchise Tax Board 
along with the usual flood of 
income tax returns this year. 
Among the potpourri of tax­ 
payers’ messages opened by 
frenzied state workers Wednes­ 
day was a letter from a young 
woman explaining why she had 
enclosed signed W 2 forms. 
“ In case you were wondering, 


IB did not try to burn my W-2s 
out of anger,” she wrote the 
board. “ I would have liked to. 
“ I had a slight misfortune 


with a candle. Trying to be 
romantic and figure taxes at 
the same time does not work 
(Hah!).” 
Another taxpayer wrote: “ If 


the state of California slides 
into the sea, do I get my $64 
back?” 
“ If this is for the war on 


poverty, where do I surren­ 
der'.’" was one wry remark. 
A merchant seaman tried a 


novel approach through taxes 
in trying to get a date. He told 
the board he was 25 years old, 
5T0” and 170 pounds. 
“ I just want to meet a nice 


girl in this off the-wall way to 
do it. he wrote. “ Please write 
back if you know somebody 
who wants to try this.” 
Other notes were caustic. 
“ Please use this money more 


wisely than you have been in 
the past, one taxpaper wrote. 
One person enclosed a button 


with the note: “ I would give my 
shirt but the U. S. federal got 
it." 
But others enclosed good tid­ 
ings. One taxpayer sent a beau­ 
tiful Christmas card with a 
partridge and a pear tree. 
“ Have a Merry Christmas” 
was crossed out and scribbled 
in was the salutation: “ Have a 
happy tax season.” 


A spokesman for the tax 


board said thus far it had pro­ 
cessed 2 14 million returns of 
the 6 million expected this year. 
The deadline for filing state 
returns was midnight Monday. 
He said about $415 million has 


been banked by the state thus 
far of an expected total of about 
$1.2 billion. 
He noted that the state 


switched to a withholding sys­ 
tem this year so next year most 
of the money will have been 
collected before income tax re­ 
turn time. 
The board spokesman also 


said some taxpayers this year 
forgot to claim the 20 per cent 
forgiveness deduction because 
of the switch to the withholding 
system. He said in such cases 
the tax workers will recompute 
the return to include the for­ 
giveness and mail the forgetful 
taxpayer a refund.

Federal Jaws Close 
Trapping Of 'Gators 


ATLANTA 
have snapped shut on the multi 
million-dollar alligator hide 
racket. Trading has almost 
halted in the past few weeks, 
U.S. officials say. 


, A two-year probe by federal 
• agents 
has 
uncovered the 
names of 460 persons, including 
jttst about even' man and wom­ 
an illegally trading ’gators in 
the southeastern United States, 
the officials add. 


As many as 112 people may 
be indicted in the next 12 
months. 
Alligators are on the list of 
endangered species in the U.S. 
and cannot legally be hunted. 
But prices are high, and thou­ 
sands of skins are shipped cov­ 
ertly to Japan every year for 
processing into wallets, belts, 
handbags, and shoes. 
The current federal crack­ 
down bids to blunt what U.S. 
Attorney John W. Stokes Jr. in 
Atlanta calls “ the greatest 
slaughter of wildlife since the 
American buffalo was killed 
off/’ 
Few people realize how many 
alligators have been killed in 
the past two decades and what 
damage this has done to the 
natural environment in Florida, 
Louisiana, and Georgia. 
In south Florida’s Ever­ 
glades, for example, Dr. Frank 
Craighead, Sr., an ecologist, 
estimated that in 1950 there 
were two million alligators. To­ 
day he estimates that 98 or 99 
per cent of these have been 
killed, mostly by poaching. (Of­ 
ficials in Everglades National 
Park, which includes only a 
portion of the Everglades, say 
from 90 to 95 per cent of the 
alligators have been killed in 
the park itself.) 
Hundreds of thousands more 
have been slaughtered in south­ 
ern Louisiana and southeastern 
Georgia. Butchering goes on 
every night in the swamps of 
central Florida. 
Across the southeast there 
are about 100 poachers, or hunt­ 
ers. Some make as much as 
$1,000 for a single night’s work. 
But government prosecutors 
have chosen to move first in

A federal grand jury here 
returned a 40-count indictment 
against Mr. Plott and his son, 
Christopher Joel Plott. They 
are charged specifically with 
receiving 6,294 skins from a 
wide range of persons in Louis­ 
iana, Texas, and Florida. 
U.S. Attorney Stokes says 
about 40 persons in several 
states 
may 
eventually 
be 
charged under federal laws, 
and. about 80 under state laws. 
Federal law comes into play 
only when skins cross state 
lines. 
Federal jurisdiction in this 
area began in 1969 with passage 
of the Endangered Species Act. 
Investigations are carried out 
by agents of the Bureau of 
Sport Fisheries and Wildlife, 
division of management and 
enforcement, Department of 
the Interior. 
State game officials cooperat­ 
ed in the current probe. 
But states have been general­ 
ly unsuccessful in protecting 
their alligator populations, de­ 
spite night patrols and other 
special efforts. Federal agents, 
however, were able to work in 
the other direction u’hen they 
seized voluminous records ap­ 
plying to the alligator racket. 
With these records, agents 
learned names, dates of sales, 
prices paid, and other vital 
information. “ Even illegal busi­ 
nesses 
must 
keep 
good 
records,’’ Mr. Stokes noted. 
Records showed that most 
skins from the United States 
are going to one firm — Inoue 
& Fujai — in Tokyo. There are 
no laws in Japan prohibiting 
such imports. 
Best prices — about $6 a foot 
— were paid to hunters for 
'gator hides in the three-to-five- 
foot range. The middleman got 
about $9 a foot once the skins 
were aboard a ship bound for 
Japan. 
This middleman’s price has 
now leaped to $22 a foot be­ 
cause of the federal crackdown.

Serious Crimes Continue Moderate Climb

Any American reading these 
descriptions of the nation’s 
crime - issued by the Depart­ 
ment of Justice in 1970, 
1971, 
1972 respectively — might well 
conclude that crime is declin­ 
ing. 


It isn't. Serious crime actu­ 
ally continues to mount — by 31 
per cent during the past three 
years judging by the depart­ 
ment’s own figures, albeit at a 
slackened pace. 


The rosy pronouncements, 
critics say, began appearing 
not long after the Nixon admin­ 
istration came into office large­ 
ly on a platform of “ law and 
order.” 
* 


Traditionally, crime statistics 
were left to the Federal Bureau 
of Investigation. The FBI rou­ 
tinely compiled the nation’s on­ 
ly reliable figures, then re­ 
leased them to the public. 


I he results were workman­ 
like, but — in a period of rising 
crime rates — normally more 
chilling than cheery. 


But in 1970, when the annual 
crime reports began reviewing 
the Nixon years, the Depart­ 
ment of Justice started issuing 
its own interpretation of the 
FBI figures. A Justice public 
information officer has conced­ 
ed that his office rewrites the 
FBI analyses. 
Critics see a “ self-fulfilling 
prophesy" — the President 
promises to cut crime, then his 
Justice Department interprets 
the annual crime statistics to 
suggest that Nixon is fulfilling 
his pledge. The administration 
denies it. 
Critics add that the Justice 
Department was headed, until 
recently by the same man who 
ran the President’s law and 
order campaign (Atty. Gen. 
John N. Mitchell). 
Grumbling also has been de­ 
tected, by some, from the FBI 
(an arm of the Justice Depart­ 
ment) and other professional 
law enforcement officers. 
Here's how the crime in­ 
crease of the Nixon years have 
been described by the Justice 
Department: 
In 1969, a 12 per cent increase 
in serious crime. “ The rate of 
crime slowed down substantial­ 
ly” (from 17 per cent in 1968). 
1970, an 11 per cent increase. 
“ The second year in a row that 
crime statistics showed a taper­ 
ing off of the sharp upward

swing recorded during the mid- 
1940’s.” 
1971, a 6 per cent increase. 
"Fifty-three of the nation's ma­ 
jor cities reported an actual 
decrease in serious crim e." 
Justice reported Thursday. 
March 30. It termed the nation­ 
wide rise “ the smallest in­ 
crease in six years.” 
Crime rates for these past six 
years show a continuing up­ 


ward trend, although modify­ 
ing: ¡966. 11 per cent; 1967. 16 
per cent; 1968. 17 per cent; 
1969, 12 per cent; 1970. 11 per 
cent; 1971. 6 per cent. 
Behind the "things are get­ 
ting better 
optimism of the 
Justice Department press re­ 
lease. however, last week's 1971 
figures offer little comfort for 
crime-plagued Americans.

sharper rate than overall crime 
— 9 per cent. 


Offsetting that drop in crime 
in 53 major cities are hefty 
increases in the once safe sub­ 


urbs (11 per cent) and rural 
areas (10 per cent). 


The growing crime problem 
in suburban areas was analyzed 
about a year ago by then- 
Attorney General Mitchell in a 
magazine interview: 


“Mainly (it occurs) because of 
the rapid growth of suburban 
population. Also ... it may be 
partly because the city police 
departments are becoming so 
effective that crim inals are 
moving their operations out into 
the suburbs, where police are 
not quite so effective.” 


Even in some cities where the 
crime wave is ebbing, the new 
figures left some citizens’ fears 
uncalmed. Here in Washington, 
for example, overall crime 
dropped 13 per cent. But the 
year brought 54 more murders 
than the preceding year.

Private Schools Feel Pinch Of State Colleges

In recent months, high-school 
senior Johnny Smith has spent 
long hours poring over college 
catalogs, checking out loan and 
scholarship opportunities, talk­ 
ing with his school guidance 
counselor on the pros and cons 
of various colleges and univer- 
'sities. 
Now he has made some deci­ 
sions and mailed applications to 
three admissions offices. 
Options open to Johnny — 
quality options — were many. A 
few decades ago he »vould have 
.settled on a college within a 
narrower range If money were 
not a pressing problem, he 
probably would have selected 
:at that early date one of the 
‘fine private colleges that 
abound in the United States. 
Or if his family were less 
affluent, he might well have 
limited his choice to a public 
;college or university in his 
state. That would have held 
expenses down, both on tuition 
and travel. He might even have 
commuted, if the distance were 
not too great. 
But these savings in cost of a 
college education would have 
been realized at a price — a 
second class education. In those 
days, many state-run colleges 
were emerging from agricultur­ 
al and mechanical institutions 
and normal schools. 
Today, the situation has dra­ 
matically changed. Although 
qualify varies among state sup­ 
ported campuses (as it does 
elsewhere), these institutions as 
a group have closed the gap 
considerably. Some of them 
now rank with the best of pri­ 
vate colleges. And their costs 
remain lower. Also, they often 
are more accessible. 
One result: Johnny and his 
peers tend to favor publicly 
supported colleges and univer­ 
sities over private ones. So 
state campuses now attract five 
students to private colleges* 
two, in contrast to a 50-50 divi­ 
sion of enrollment until 2 0 years 
ago. And the disparity contin­ 
ues to grow% 
Feeling the pinch, officials of 
a number of private institutions 
are crying “ unfair competi­ 
tion.*’ They want state help to 
put their campuses on a more 
nearly equal footing with ublic 
colleges and universities in 
charges. 
They reason this wTay: By 
drawing on private funds, inde­ 
pendent and church related col­ 
leges save the taxpayers' mon-

ey. Burgeoning enrollments in 
public colleges require vast out­ 
lays for new’ buildings and facil­ 
ities, while places in many pri­ 
vate colleges go unfilled. The 
state should make use of these 
available places, thus saving on 
building costs. It could do this 
by making attendance at pri­ 
vate colleges more attractive — 
either by a partial tuition subsi­ 
dy for students choosing to go 
there, or by raising charges 
levied at state colleges. 
Either way, a fairer balance 
would be struck between the 
two types of institutions, propo­ 
nents contend. 
One advocate of state aid is 
I)r. John R. Silber, president of 
Boston University. He has said: 
‘‘There is no logic in driving 
private universities to the point 
of bankruptcy in order to dupli­ 
cate the facilities they now' 
have by creating public col­ 
leges. Private universities 
could educate a lot more stu­ 
dents without any additional 
capital outlays.” 
Dr. Silber claims that if his 
institution had been given the 
funds spent in developing the 
•University of Massachusetts’ 
Boston campus, it could have 
educated 2b,000 students ‘‘in 
perpetuity.” 
State university officials dis­ 
pute the educator’s logic. But 


this is the kind of conflict in the 
area of public vs. private edu­ 
cation that is beginning to sur­ 
face. 
The eruption is caused by 
greater intensity of feeling, be­ 
cause the stakes are now high­ 
er. Many private colleges and 
universities see themselves as 
approaching the point of fiscal 
desperation, if not yet of bank­ 
ruptcy, and are struggling for a 
way out. 
Inflation and declining in­ 
come (relative or actual) have 
made a bad situation worse. 
Earlier efforts to increase in­ 
come through tuition rises 
proved counter-productive, en­ 
couraging more students to en­ 
ter state colleges. 
Private institutions no doubt 
prefer subsidy — which is mon­ 
ey in their pockets — to higher 
charges at public colleges as a 
way of redressing the balance 
between the two kinds of cam­ 
puses. Plans have been pro­ 
posed in several states, where­ 
by private colleges would 
receive a state payment for 
each student admitted. The 
amount, however, would proba­ 
bly be modest, perhaps $1 00 per 
student. 
General aid is already .grant­ 
ed in some states. New York, 
for example, awards colleges 
$400 for each bachelor’s and

On the 
other hand, voices have been 
‘raised in opposition to open 
enrollment on the grounds that 
those able to pay should do so, 
rather than rely on taxpayer 
support. 
The New7 York plan appears 
to walk the line between both 
viewpoints. It protects the in­ 
terest of poorer students by 
exempting from tuition those 
whose family income is in the 
“ lowest bracket.” 
Where family income is be­ 
low $1 2,000, the student still 
gets a tuition break. For exam­ 
ple, a freshman whose family 
has net taxable income of $7,000 
now pays $350 ($200 less than 
the full amount); under the new 
sechedule, he will pay $450. 
The purpose of the increases, 
according to SUNT Chancellor 
Ernest L. Boyer, is to preserve 
the quality of academic pro­ 
grams in the face of an appro­ 
priations freeze. Gov. Nelson A. 
Rockefeller’s proposed budget 


for the new fiscal year recom­ 
mends that state university 
spending be held to the pre­ 
vious year’s figure of $481 mil­ 
lion. 
In announcing the tuition 
hikes, Dr. Boyer made nc refer­ 
ence to the action as designed 
in any way to strengthen the 
position of private colleges. Yet 
the effect is in line with the 
desires of the 109 college group 
in the state, moving public col­ 
lege tuition closer to that of the 
private institutions. 
Opposing these tuition in­ 
creases, the New York Times 
stated editorially: “ Even if this 
maneuver were to boost the 
private institution’s sagging en­ 
rollment, which is doubtful, it 
would do nothing to strengthen 
their long-term financial posi­ 
tion. .. 
“ Far more productive... 
could be Rockefeller’s appeal 
for a statewide and regional 
cooperation between the public 
and private sectors.” 


This theme is being beard 
more frequently. After hearing 
a private university president 
extol the virtures of private 
institutions over public as a 
reason for state aid, one Mid­ 
western state university spokes­ 
man responded in conversa­ 
tion: “ Now’s the time to close 
ranks. Nothing’s to be gained 
by private and public universi­ 
ties fighting for the same dol­ 
lars. If we aren’t careful, edu­ 
cation itself will be harmed, 
and w'e’ll both lose out.” 
Nodding vigorous agreement 
is Dr. Robert Wood, president 
of the University of Massachu­ 
setts, a fast growing state insti­ 
tution. 
The university’s board of 
trustees has announced a policy 
of collaboration between the 
university and the private uni­ 
versities and colleges within the 
state. It is evident in the coop­ 
erative arrangement in the uni­ 
versity's “ home town” of Am­ 
herst, where the university and 
four nearby private colleges 
joined forces to organize an 
experimenting college, and all 
five make up a viable consor­ 
tium.

master’s degree issued, and $2,- 
400 for each doctoral degree. 
Although private colleges are 
unlikely to abandon the effort to 
win more state funding, they 
now are lining up behind pro­ 
posals for higher tuition at state 
colleges as an equalizer. 
Expressing the sentiments of 
administrators on many private 
campuses, Dr. Robert W. Hart­ 
man of the Brookings Institu­ 
tion said at a recent confer­ 
ence: 
“ A seller of a service who has 
to recover his costs from a 
group of consumers who can 
get the same thing free — or 
nearly so —- down the block is 
not a seller with a rosy future. 
As long as the gap between the 
tuition charged by the private 
and public sectors remains as 
wide as it is, the private sector 
will be in for a rough time.” 
Dr. Hartman envisions an ar­ 
rangement by which students at 
public colleges and universities 
pay a reasonable tuition, with 
some of the money going into 
scholarships and some into aid 


for private colleges. 
This is essentially the plan 
advocated by a group of 106 
New York State private institu­ 
tions. Their combined deficits 
last year were $29 million and 
are expected to total about the 
same this year. Private col­ 
leges and universities in the 
state report some 15,000 vacan­ 
cies, which they attribute to the 
expansion of the State Universi­ 
ty of New York 'SUNT) and its 
low-tuition policy. 
But this is now about to 
change. Beginning with this 
year’s summer session, SUNY’s 
tuition will be increased sub­ 
stantially. Instead of a flat $550 
per year fee for undergradu­ 
ates, freshmen and sophomores 
will be charged $650, and jun­ 
iors and seniors $800. Graduate 
students will pay correspond­ 
ingly more. 
Higher fees run counter to the 
recent emphasis on open admis­ 
sions or freer access, aimed 
particularly at minorities and 
other low income individuals 
who might otherwise be denied

Senkaku Islands Crisis Looms

TOKYO — A slow-bu rning 
crisis may be develop ing over 
the technicalities of who really 
owns the Senkaku islands locat­ 
ed to the northeast of Taiwan. 
So far the Senkaku s issu e 
ap p ears to be an irritant rather 
than a major bone of contention 
between Jap an and the U.S., 
dip lomatic sou rces su ggest. 
American officials are u ncer­ 
tain ju st where the rep eated 
comments by Foreign Minister 
Takeo Fu ku da are leading, 
however. Dip lomats see a dan­ 
ger of escalation from the mo­ 
mentu m either of domestic p oli­ 
tics or increasing friction 
between Toky o and Washing­ 
ton. 
The u ninhabited bu t p otential­ 
ly oil-rich Senkaku islands, lo­ 
cated between Okinawa and 
Taiwan, are claimed concu r­ 
rently by Jap an, Commu nist 
China, and the Rep u blic of 
China. The U.S. has adminis­ 
tered these islands since the 
end of World War II as a p art 
of the Ry u ky u islands (Okinawa 
and its su rrou nding islands). 
The U.S. is retu rning the 
Ry u ku y u s (and the Senkaku s) to 
Jap anese adm inistration on 
May 15, bu t it has reserved its 
p osition on the legal ownership 
of the Senkaku s. I t say s only 
that it is retu rning administra­ 
tion of the Senkaku s to the 
cou ntry from which it took over 
in 19 45. 


Paradox ically , however (as 
the Jap anese are qu ick to p oint 
ou t), the U.S. will continu e to 
u se a bombing range on the 
islands u nder its secu rity treaty 
with Jap an. 
Jap an is u nhap p y with Amer­ 
ican neu trality on the su bject 
and wou ld like to have Wash­ 
ing- ton endorse its claims.

The Com­ 
mu nist Party is reserving its 
p osition, bu t the other op p osi­ 
tion p arties — no m atter how 
strong their p ro-Peking imp u l­ 
ses — su p p ort Jap an's territori­ 
al claims. So also does the 
generally p ro-Peking p ress. 
An alternative interp retation 
of Fu ku da's statements on the 
U.S. and the Senkaku s might be 


fou nd in increased friction and 
non-commu nication between 
Jap an and the U.S. Ever since 
the “ Nix on shocks’’ of last 
y ear, working contracts be­ 
tween the two cou ntries have 
deteriorated. Thu s, to some 
Jap anese p oliticians and bu ­ 
reau crats, Washington has ap ­ 
p eared to be bringing deliber­ 
ate, concerted p ressu re on 
Toky o in the realms of China 
p olicy and economic p olicy . 
Moreover, Jap an has fou nd 
the U.S. withholding major and 
minor information from it (as 
well as sp eaking with different 
tongu es in the State Dep art­ 
ment, Defense Dep artment, and 
White Hou se). Whether by re­ 
flex or by design, Jap an has 
begu n to recip rocate and to 
withhold information from the 
U.S. that it wou ld have shared 
freely in the p ast.

Since March 1972 the small 
claims cou rt has been letting 
p eop le su e for u p to $500. The 
old limit was $300. 
Small claims cou rts have ad­ 
vantages. They ’re qu ick, infor­ 
mal, inex p ensive. Bu t they 
have disadvantages too. Before 
y ou file, consider what it cannot 
do for y ou . 
One p roblem: if y ou ’re the 
one who files the su it, y ou 've 
only got one shot. If y ou lose, 
y ou can’t ap p eal, y ou can t get 
a new trial, and y ou can't get 
the cou rt to consider new evi­ 
dence after the ju dgment. Bu t 
if y ou win, the other fellow may 
ap p eal — becau se he wasn’t the 
one who p icked the cou rt in the 
first p lace. 
Also, y ou 're y ou r owrn attor­ 
ney in small claims. Sometimes 
that’s good. You save fees. Bu t 
y ou aren’t likely to p resent 
y ou r case qu ite as well to the 
ju dge.

Bu t neither 
may have an attorney p resent 
the case. 
The ju dge has broad p owers 
over the evidence p resented. He 
many informally make any in­ 
vestigation abou t the disp u te. 
He can give ju dgm ent and 
make su ch orders as to time of 
p ay m ent or otherwise may 
seem to the ju dge to be right 
and ju st.

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S ANTA DOMINGO, — From behind a p ap er­ 
lad en , orn ately carved d esk in h is corn er office in 
th e Domin ican p resid en tial p alace, Joaq u in Bala­ 
gu er for six years h as b een carefu lly orch estrat­ 
in g th e cou rse of even ts in th is islan d n ation . He 
sh ows every in ten tion of wan tin g to con tin u e d oin g 
so for years to come. 
But only blocks away, Juan 
Bosch, who once sat briefly in 
the same office and is some­ 
thing of a folk hero to many 
Dominicans, waits his oppor­ 
tunity to once again play a 
more commanding role in Do­ 
minican events. Me has recent­ 
ly begun to regear his oft- 
persecuted political movement, 
te 
Partido Revolucionario 
Dominicano <PRD). which re­ 
mains the island's most cohe­ 
sive political movement. 
In many ways, the story of 
the Dominican Republic today 
i< the story of these two men 
and their works and actions. 
It is likely to be that way for 
years to come. Although there 
are obviously other Dominican 
politicians businessmen, 
mili­ 
tary leaders, and professionals 
of prominence, the feeling pers­ 
ists here that it is only Joaquin 
Balaguer and Juan Bosch who 
count. 


Moreover, much Dominican 
attention is already focused on 
the 1!*74 presidential elections, 
in which the two are bound to 
play the key roles. 


The campaign actually has 
begun. To he sure, Balaguer 
has not said he will seek a third 
term, nor has Bosch indicated 
whether he will contest the 1974 
vote rather than sitting it out as 


he did in 1971. But these two 
very dissimilar men who have 
so frequently clashed in the 
past — verbally and politically 
- are actively involved in the 
1974 contest. 
President Balaguer and for­ 
mer President Bosch already 
have registered opposing views 
on the mixed realities of Do­ 
minican life today: economic 
conditions improving in only 
some sectors ol society: stag­ 
geringly high unemployment: a 
continuing, although somewhat 
reduced, 
wave of police 
in­ 
spired terrorism against many 
ol Bosch’s followers: and re­ 
peated rumors of possible mili­ 
tary action against the Bala­ 
guer government. 


Balaguer is convinced that 
his six years in office have 
brought a significant degree of 
stability and political peace to 
the much tortured island, and 
that the result has been a broad 
based economic growth. 


He can cite a roster of im­ 
pressive economic gains; a sev­ 
en per cent growth rate last 
year, with perhaps a percen­ 
tage point more this year; im­ 
proved 
sugar quotas on the 
United States markets as well 
as good sugar prices on the 
international market with a re-

suit ant improvement in Domini­ 
can exports; impressive new 
construction, particularly in 
Santo Domingo, including a 
new National Theater and a 
National Library. 
But on the debit side of the 
ledger, nagging unemployment 
clouds the economic bubble and 
shows no sign of improvement. 
At least a third of all ablebod­ 
ied Dominican men are out of 
work 
Even massive govern­ 
ment-sponsored, 
m a k e - wo r k 
projects — such as beautifying 
the road leading to Santo Do­ 
mingo's airport — have failed 
to make much of a dent in the 
unemployment problem. 


“ It simply won’t go away,” a 
Dominican labor official close 
to the Balaguer government ad­ 
mitted, adding that “ the more 
we try to solve it. the more 
apparent it becomes.” 
Part of the awareness of the 
problem is directly due to 
Bosch, who has made much of

the issue in his frequent radio 
addresses to the nation. An 
articulate orator, the former 
president has lost no opportuni­ 
ty to suggest that the Balaguer 
government has failed to solve 
the pressing social problems 
that have long beset Dominican 
regimes. 
Actually, Bosch's radio ap­ 
pearances serve to illustrate 
the wide gulf that separates the 
present power structure around 
Balaguer and the forces around 
Bosch and the PRD. That gulf 
is at the heart of the Dominican 
problem. It springs from the 30- 
year T ru jillo dictatorship, 
which ended with the assassina­ 
tion in 1901 of Rafael Leonidas 
Trujillo Molina. 
Although the dictator has 
been gone for 11 years, his 
legacy of hatreds and rivalries 
remains. The Trujillo stamp is 
firmly on Dominican politics, 
and it is likely to be years 
before the effects of his person­ 
al and often corrupt control of 
Dominican economic affairs is 
removed. 
In 
a nation in which the 
Trujillo legacy looms so large, 
Joaquin Balaguer has the right 
credentials for retaining power. 
He accommodated himself with 
Trujillo in the dictator's later 
years, a fact that has made him 
acceptable to the Dominican 
power apparatus and in mili­ 
tary circles. That he has ably 
manipulated the power appara­ 
tus in no way minimizes the 
influence which that apparatus 
possesses in Dominican life. 


By contrast. Juan Bosch nev­ 
er had the right credentials. 
During the Trujillo years, he 
spoke out from exile. When he 
returned 
in the heady days 
immediately after the Trujillo 
assassination, his popular re­

When 
elected president, he served on­ 
ly seven months before the 
military ousted him. 
Whether the military would 
now permit him to assume the 
presidency, if he were to run 
and win in 1974. is doubtful. But 
this does not lessen his influ­ 
ence in Dominican politics — a 
I act which Joaquin Balaguer 
may well appreciate more than 
most. 
It is widely reported in Santo 
Domingo that President Bala­ 
guer is Bosch's most ardent 
listener. 
It is said that the 
president uses the Bosch broad­ 
casts as a weather vane, to help 
scent out the political winds. 
The story may be apocryphal 
and President Balaguer will not 
answer questions on it. But 
there is little doubt that the 
Bosch broadcasts have an im­ 
pact on the presidential office. 
For example, in mid-1971, a 


terrorist campaign against 
PRD supporters was building to 
new heights with, it was widely 
believed, official connivance. 
Police units were said to look 
the other way when paramili­ 
tary elements killed, wounded, 
or kidnapped PRD supporters. 
Bosch on numerous occasions 
used his oratorical skills to stir 
massive public opinion against 
the 
police 
and 
indirectly 
against the government. 
He had good cause. At least 
100 PRD militants were assassi­ 
nated during 1971. The PRD. a 
moderate leftist political move­ 
ment, received the brunt of the 
terrorist campaign. 
In September, President Bal­ 
aguer. reacting to the stories, 
ousted the police chief, who was 
widely accused of permitting 
the campaign to go on. In his 
place, the President named 
Hen. Neit R. Novar Seigas. The 
number of terrorist incidents 


declined sharply within days, 
and the Balaguer government 
has made a determined effort 
to downplay the violence that 
seemed so evident nine months 
ago and which caused wide­ 
spread public indignation. 
But that violence is generally 
believed to be just below the 
surface. Both President Bala­ 
guer and Bosch say it would not 
take much to let it spill over. 
Indeed, the antagonisms that 
were so much a part of the 
Dominican civil war of 1965. 
which was truncated by U.S. 
intervention, are almost as 
strong today as they were in 
1965. 
There is considerable specu­ 
lation that the coming presiden­ 
tial campaign may prove the 
most bitter election since the 
Trujillo assassination. 
“ Balaguer has worked hard 
to smooth over the cleavage 
between the established nower 


on the island and the forces 
which in many instances sup­ 
port Juan Bosch. ' a long-time 
foreign resident of the island 
commented. “ But despite his1 
own tremendous appeal with 
the masses, he has to realize 
that gulf. . . is as wide today as 
it was in the civil war." 
Whether such a pessimistic 
view is valid may be debatable, 
but it is held by a great many 
observers — foreigners and Do­ 
minicans The very presence of 
Joaquin Balaguer and Juan 
Bosch, 
moreover, 
suggests 
there may be some truth in the 
view, for these two men who so 
dominate Dominican politics 
represent the two forces. 
“ The more time goes on,” a 
foreign diplomat commented, 
“ the more the events and the 
cast of characters remains the 
same.”

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South Viet Land Reform 
Program's Success Varies

SA IG O N — The Saig o n g o v ­ 
ernm ent’s land refo rm pro g ram 
no w has reached an adv anced 
stag e, with new land o wnership 
titles issued fo r mo re than half 


o f the elig ible tenant farmers. 
U nder this U .S.-suppo rted 
“ land to the tiller” pro g ram — 
no w entering its third y ear — 
abo ut 2 .5 millio n acres o f pri­ 
v ately o wned riceland are sup­ 
po sed to be transferred free o f 
charg e to abo ut a millio n tenant 
farmers. 
But pro g ress v aries fro m o ne 
‘reg io n to ano ther. 
In the central lo wlands, fo r 
instance, the pro g ram has g o t­ 
ten v irtually no where. Land is 
scarce, and in numero us cases 
landlo rds hav e intimidated ten­ 
ant farm ers and defrauded 
them o f the 
benefits o f the 
pro g ram. 
_ Ano ther pro blem is that tradi­ 
tio n-bo und tenants and share­ 
cro ppers, who are deeply m is­ 
trustful o f the g o v ernm ent, 
hesitate to apply fo r land titles. 
The refo rm pro g ram in 'the 
central lo wlands co uld ev entu­ 
ally pro v e to be mo re o f a 
liability than an asset. 
In the central hig hlands, the 
land refo rm pro g ram fo r the 
Mo ntag nards is also beset with 
pro blems and has y et to g et 
mo v ing . 
But in the Meko ng Delta, the 
sta tistic s in dicate that this 
m uch heralded pro g ram to 
abo lish tenancy and win peas­ 
ant suppo rt is mo v ing alo ng in 
m o st p ro v in ces, so m etim es 
ahead o f schedule. 
Because the delta co ntains 
m o st o f the co untry ’s riceland 
and mo st o f its tenant farm ers, 
this is the area where the g o v ­ 
ernment is 
mo st 
ho peful 
o f 
using land refo rm to build po lit­ 
ical suppo rt. 
But the statistics teil o nly 
part o f the sto ry . Interv iews by 
this co rrespo ndent with farm ­ 
ers in three delta pro v inces 
indicate that the po litical im ­ 
pact o f the land refo rm pro ­ 
g ram m ay be minimal, o r at 
least much less dramatic than 
so m e U.S. and Vietnamese o ffi­ 
cials had ho ped. 
E v en in so -called secu re 
areas o f the co untry side, many 
farm ers seem to cling to their 
traditio nal neutrality . Altho ug h 
they m ake acco m m o datio ns 
w ith the g o v ernm ent when 
fo rced to , they still withho ld 
any firm co mmitment to it. 
The farm er’s suspicio n o f the 
g o v ernment is deep ro o ted, and 
it will pro bably take a g reat 
deal mo re than land refo rm at 


this po int to g ain their alle­ 
g iance. Other facto rs, such as a 
lack o f effectiv e g o v ernment 
po litical o rg anizatio n at the v il­ 
lag e lev el, also weig h in the 
balance. 


Mo st impo rtant o f all, per­ 
haps, many farmers remain to 
be co nv inced that the Thieu 
g o v ernment is g o ing to last. To 
them, President Thieu appears 
to be a dubio us creatio n o f the 
Americans. 


In areas which were o nly 
recently secured by the g o v ern­ 
ment o r are still co ntested bv 
the Viet Co ng , the Viet Minh 
and the Viet Co ng bro ke the 
landlo rds’ ho ld y ears ag o . In 
these areas, the farmers hav e 
no t been pay ing rents fo r many 
y ears, 
and 
the 
land refo rm 
pro g ram 
appears 
to 
so m e 
merely to co nfirm a distribu­ 
tio n o f land already made by 
the Co mmunists. 


So me farmers criticize the 
land refo rm pro g ram because it 
do es no t g iv e land to the farm 
labo rers in the delta, who are 
o ne step lo wer o n the so cio ­ 
eco no mic scale than the tenant 
farmers. 


Officials say that such truly 
landless peasants make up less 
than 10 per cent o f the po pula­ 
tio n in the delta. But in v iew o f 
so m e farm ers, the g o v ern ­ 
m ent’s neg lect o f this g ro up is 
sig nificant. 


If the land-to -the-tiller lawr is 
aimed at creating “ so cial jus­ 
tice,” they say , then why isn’t 
this rural pro letariat being g iv ­ 
en land? After all, they say , the 
Viet Minh g av e land to the 
po o rest peo ple during the war 
ag ainst the French. 


Ano ther neg lected g ro up, crit­ 
ics say, are so ldiers who were 
tenant farm ers when they g o t 
drafted and who m ay no t hav e 
any land to g o back to when 
they are released fro m the ar­ 
my . 


So me farmers remain skepti­ 
cal o f land refo rm because they 
fear that it may be a prelude to 
heav y g o v ernment tax atio n. 


The fa lsifica tio n o f do cu­ 
ments by landlo rds, in co llusio n 
with lo cal o fficials, and a pro ­ 
landlo rd bias am o ng judg es 
handling land cases are o ther 
facto rs reducing the impact o f 
the land refo rm pro g ram. 


It is difficult to tell ho w 
widespread landlo rd ev asio n o f 
the law’ has been, but o nce 
farm ers feel relax ed with an 
interv iewer, they talk at leng th 
abo ut deals being made at the 
ex pense o f the tenant farmers 
who are suppo sed to benefit 
fro m the land refo rm law.

In a number o f cases, farm ­ 
ers who hav e tried to take their 
co mplaints to co urt hav e been 
asked to make appearances be­ 
fo re 
a 
judg e 
m o nth 
after 
m o nth, w itho ut ev er hav ing 
their cases settled.. 


If a farmer liv es in a v illag e 
far fro m the pro v ince capital, 
such trips to co urt can be ex ­ 
pensiv e and try ing . 


And farmers are disco v ering 
that they hav e little chance o f 
g ettin g a fair hearing . The 
co urts o nly accept written depo ­ 
sitio ns, and this is a tremen­ 
do us barrier to many illiterate 
farmers. 


While the landlo rd class is no t 
nearly as stro ng as it o nce was, 
the lando wners still hav e g reat 
influence in the co urts. 


The tav o rite landlo rd do dg e 
has been to g et tenanted land 
declared as land required to 
raise funds fo r annual feasts 
and o ther activ ities in ho no r o f 
o ne’s ancesto rs. 


Sev eral farmers amo ng tho se 
surv ey ed co mplained, fo r inst­ 
ance, that they had suddenly 
been to ld that the land they 
farmed as tenants fo r many 
y ears was “ ancestral wo rship 
land.” Under the law, a lan­ 
dlo rd can retain fiv e hectares 
(1 2 .3 5) acres) o f such “ wo rship 
land.” 


In so me cases, farmers say , 
the landlo rds hav e been g etting 
v illag e o fficials to issue falsi­ 
fied, predated do cuments sho w­ 
ing that a landlo rd held wo rship 
land. In such cases, the tenant 
must co ntinue to pay rent o n 
the land and canno t o btain o wn­ 
ership o f the land ev en tho ug h 
he is tilling it. 


Ano ther way o f do dg ing the 
law is this: A landlo rd claim s 
that the tenant farmers wo rk­ 
ing his land are “ day labo r­ 
ers.” If a landlo rd can g et the 
g o v ernment land serv ice chief 
to ag ree to this, then he may be 
able to retain his land. 
American land refo rm o ffi­ 
cials are aware o f the abuses 
that are o ccurring , but they 
co ntend that the pro s o f the 
land refo rm pro g ram still o ut­ 
weig h the co ns. 
U .S. land refo rm o fficia ls 
nev er co nsidered the land-to - 
the-tiller pro g ram to be a pana­ 
cea that wo uld "win the war.” 
But U.S. adv isers arg ue that 
the pro g ram is bo und to bring 
eco no mic benefits to the ten­ 
ants, who make up the majo rity 
o f the po pulatio n in the delta. 


IS IT WORKING? — Peasants, m any o f who m are 
skeptical o f the So uth Vietnam land refo rm pro g ram, mo v e 
alo ng a ro ad west o f Saig o n. In the Meko ng Delta, the 
pro g ram is hav ing its m o st success. 
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After all. hundreds o f tho usands 
o f tenants, who are pay ing hig h 
rents to landlo rds, no w will o wn 
the land they are tilling and 
will 
no lo ng er hav e to pay 
rents. 


If no thing else, U.S. o fficials 
say , the pro g ram sho uld put to 
rest the claim that the Saig o n 
g o v ernment is a g o v ernment o f 
landlo rds. 


“ There’s a co nsiderable ele­ 
ment in the United States who 
think that land refo rm is g o ing 
to win the w ar,” said a U.S. 
o fficial in the delta. 
“ Land refo rm is no t g o ing to 
m ake o r break the g o v ern ­ 
m ent.” he said. “ But it is an 
impo rtant 
pro g ram 
that can 
co ntribute to the credibility o f 
the g o v ernment. 
“ There are many abuses, just 
as there wo uld be in the United 
States if y o u were dealing with 
real pro perty o n such a scale,” 
he said. “ By lo cal standards, 
there is a lo t o f mo ney in­ 
v o lv ed.” 
On the co mpensatio n side o f 
the pro g ram, the co st o f pay ing 
landlo rds in cash and in bo nds 
o v er a 1 0 -y ear perio d fo r the 
lo ss o f their land is ex pected to 


co me to mo re than $50 0 millio n. 
The United States has pledg ed 
$4 0 millio n in aid funds to o ffset 
the inflatio nary impact result­ 
ing fro m the pay m ent o f the 
co mpensatio n funds, 
and the 
U.S. Co ng ress has appro priated 
$2 5 millio n o f that amo unt so 
far. 
American o fficials are co n­ 
v inced that the co ming y ear 
will be the mo st critical fo r 
land refo rm. So far, the g o v ern­ 
ment has do ne the easiest part 
o f the jo b. they say . 
No w the 
g o v ernment must 
beg in to mo v e into areas where 
c o o r d in a tio n w ith m ilita r y 
fo rces will be required and into 
o ther areas where the landlo rds 
are firmly entrenched. 
In so m e areas w here the 
Co mmunists nev er bro ke the 
po wer o f the landlo rds, such as 
An Giang pro v ince in the delta, 
landlo rds 
hav e 
intim idated 
their tenants and made deals 
with lo cal o fficials. 
Ho w the g o v ernment handles 
such difficult cases will be the 
real test o f its determinatio n to 
carry thro ug h with land re­ 
fo rm. U.S. adv isers say .

Professor Keeps 


Constantly On Go

lif e of Hr. Pet er St eese.>

FREDONIA. N Y. — Dr. Re­ 
fer Steese is in the classroom 
nine hours a week this semes­ 
ter. and although he frequently 
teaches his college’s normal 12- 
hour load, the numbers them­ 
selves belie his activity. 
The English professor at the 
State University College at Fre- 
donia is rarely stationary be­ 
cause he has professional com­ 
mitments to teaching, research, 
campus 
governance, 
and 
community activities. 
On a Monday, he arrives on 
campus at 9 a.m.. the usual 
time, giving himself a few min­ 
utes to open mail, check the 
notes that dot the bulletin board 
above his desk, and review his 
class material. 
Shortly before 10 he:s on his 
way downstairs to the first sec­ 
tion 
of 
his 
undergraduate 
course, “ The Bible as Litera­ 
ture.'' 
He has taught the course for 
the past 10 years, so it doesn’t 
require much day-to-day work 
He spent an hour the night 
before reviewing his notes —on 
the evolution of English transla 
tions —to add to his substantial 
and frequent background read­ 
ing in the area 
He also bol­ 
stered his knowledge of the 
subject with a lfklay tour of 
Israel last fall. 
This class is primarily a lec­ 
ture (“ Next time we'll get to 
the stores,* he assures the 40 
students*, although the lively 
professor stops to ask questions 
and listens to comments “ Oth­ 
erwise the gap between you and 
the student is too great," he 
explains. 
A Jewish student stays after 
class for 30 minutes to discuss 
Hebrew terminology. 
The flow of students in and 
out of Steese s Fenton Hall of 
fiee is fairly small this morn­ 
ing. Early in the semester not 
many want counseling on their 
elasswork. A few students who 
need special permission to en­ 
ter the already jammed sec­ 
tions plead their cases and in­ 
crease his enrollment. 
Sometime between 11:30 and 
12:15 the professor devotes 20 
minutes to a senior seminar he 
will teach later in the day. 
‘‘Usually I don’t count on doing 
too much at school because I ’m 
interrupted too much." he says 
with a smile. 
\t 12 15. as one of the faculty 
’representatives to the United 
Fund drive, he is in the dorm 
dining hall for a luncheon meet­ 
ing. 
By 
1:30 the 
dark haired 
teacher, who sports a recently 
grown moustache and longish 
sideburns, is back in Fenton, 
although not quite in his office. 
A fellow professor stops him in 
the hall to arrange their trip to 
another state university cam­ 
pus Tuesday for an all-day 
meeting Steese has been asked 
to attend as alternate faculty 
senator. And a student who 
serves on the admissions com­ 
mittee (Steese is chairman) 
talks with him about a coming 
meeting. 
Packing notes' and books to-" 
gether, he rushes off to the 
second section of the Bible 
course. It’s the same material, 
but he delivers it again with

gusto Hie has a resonant voice 
and sings in the Fredonia Catch 
Club.) 
Questions come up in and 
after class, ranging from what 
will be covered on exams to 
why Adam and Eve put on 
“ aprons" of fig leaves. 
Another dash to his office for 
a quick change of books, and 
then Steese settles into a chair 
facing a dozen students for his 
upper-division seminar on quite 
a different topic —the age of 
decadence in British literature 
Over the weekend he has spent 
five hours preparing for this 
one session, but, he keeps re­ 
peating." I should have done 
more." 
The seminar is not quite so 
enervating 
as 
the 
larger 
classes, and the experienced 
teacher is still lively at 4, when 
he interviews a student who is 
applying for study in Europe. 
At 5:30 p.m., when he usually 
goes home (“ It's a little later 
this year than others” ), he has 
in his green bookbag a manu­ 
script for a chapter of a rheto­ 
ric textbook he is coauthoring. 
At 
home his family takes 
over, including time for reading 
to his 9 and H-year-old daugh­ 
ters. Later he spends two hours 
reading the book he has as­ 
signed for Wednesday’s semi­ 
nar. 
A neighbor calls to tell him 
he has 
lx*en elected to the 
com m unity's United Fund 
board. At 11:30 p.m. the text­ 
book still hasn't been touched. 
As he looks back over this 
one day and his professional 
activities year round, Steese 
estimates that he spends HO per 
cent of his time on activities 
relating to teaching, 25 per cent 
on committee work, and 15 per 
cent on research He’d like to 
lower the committee percen­ 
tage and increase research. 
A scholar of James Boswell, 
he never has all the time he’d 
like to study the 1sth Century 
biographer of Samuel Johnson 
He did write a paper on the 
subject 
for his department’s 
annual symposium 'he’s on that 
committee, too*, and with a 
grant last summer he studied 
Boswell manuscripts at the 
Yale library. 
The English professor’s com­ 
mittee work is perhaps heavier 
than average “ I get on more 
than I get off of." he offers by 
way of explanation. But it also 
reflects his belief, stemming in 
part from a year as an adminis­ 
trator in the Pennsylvania .State 
University system, that faculty 
members should participate in 
college governance. 
Steese also serves on several 
other college committees, as a 
church elder, has written a 
textbook on Ecclesiastes and 
five articles, and participates in 
the community's Torch Club 


He is helping high schools 
devel op B i bl e l i t e r a t u r e 
courses, and he finds time to 
rap with students on any topic 
in any place. 


He remains clear about his 
priorities, nonetheless. “ Teach­ 
ing," he states firmly, "always 
seems to come first."

of pet “ livestock.” 
Robinson’s “ House of Pets,” 
one of Herbert’s largest eus- 
tomers in the area, also backs 
up its supplier. The four-gener­ 
ation Robinson firm was found­ 
ed in 1849 during the gold rush 
when 
Ansel 
W. 
Robinson 
dumped a pail of gold fish, 
newly shipped from China, into 
a horse trough and set up a 
hand-letter for-sale sign. 


“ That was San Francisco’s 
first commercial store,” said 
Jim Umberfield, now its gener­ 
al manager. “ I can’t explain 
why gold fish sold except that 
every person has a yearning for 
a pet. The gold miners took the 
fish away in any small glass 
bowl or container they could 
lay their hands on.” 


Fish are still money in the 
bank today, with shops such as 
Buker’s Pet Store selling red 
tail guppies for up to $4.95 per 
pair, red scats at $3.50 apiece 
and knife fish for $2.50. Ordi­ 
nary gold fish go for 25 to 35 
cents each. 


Umberfield thinks he under­ 
stands the popularity of fish, 
and he explained: “ In a cong­ 
ested city area apartment own­ 
ers have many restrictions — 
out. San Francisco is a pet- 
loving city. There are more 
dogs and cats registered than 
people. 


lie said some apartment 
dwellers bought hamsters, add- 


ing: -“ They just sneak ’em in 
because they’re quiet. It’s just 
natural for people to have 
pets.” 


The pet population in the 
I nited States, now' three times 
as large as the people popula­ 
tion, bears him out. The Bank 
of America, in a special study, 


estimated that the care of this 
livestock of 600 million animals, 
fish and birds costs $3 billion in 
1971, triple the figure in 1960. 


The bank study said in addi­ 
tion to pet sales, the business is 
comprised of these basic ingre­ 
dients -- prepared foods for 
which dogs and cats are the 
main market; accessories and 
equipment ranging from jew­ 
eled collars to elaborate aquari­ 
um setups; animal health prod­ 
ucts including drugs, ointments, 
shampoos and cosm etics; 
groomers, pet sitters, veteri­ 
narians and boarding kennels. 


There are, too, exotic pet 
shops which specialize in such 
items as boas, pythons, lizards, 
crocodiles and other pet exoti­ 
ca, but more conservative pet 
dealers hold such specialties 
“ interesting but not easv to 
sell.” 


Finally comes the time when 
the 
‘loved one” dies. Outfits

KANTARA, Suez Canal (UPI)’ 
— The only boats plying the 
quiet waters of the Suez Canal 
these days carry out the mis­ 
sion of a sort of “ marriage 
counselor” between Egypt and 
Israel under the flag of the 
International Red Cross. 
The red, black and yellow 
motorboats chug back and forth 
across the 200-yard wide water­ 
way an average of twice a 
month as the result of the only 
agreement the two warring na­ 
tions have come to snce the 
1967 Middle East War closed 
the canal. 
Four months after Israeli 


troops had captured the east 
bank, the Red Cross successful­ 
ly urged Cairo and Jerusalem 
to agree to the exchange of 
civilians and prisoners by boat 
under the provisions of the 
1949 Geneva accords. 
Eighty-four times since then, 
the boats have carried prison- 
under the provisions of the 1949 
Geneva accords, 
were separated by the canal 
after the Israeli conquest of the 
Sinai Peninsula and the Gaza 
Strip. 
The exchanges have involved 
the crossing of more than 12,000 
persons under the auspices of 
the Red Cross, whose top man 


in Israel likens his organiza­ 
tion's role in the Middle East 
conflict to that of a “ marriage 
counselor.” 
“ You try to bring about a 
reconciliation between the cou­ 
ple, or at least reduce the 
m isery,” Frenchman Guy 
DeLuz said. “ Our task is to 
listen and, if possible, to help— 
but never to gossip.”

Dwarfing Disease 
Defined, Classified 


EDMONTON, Alta., Canada 
(UPI) — Medical investigators 
have defined and classified the 
dwarfing disease, pycnodysto- 
sis, which plagued French art­ 
ist Henri de Toulouse-Lautrec 
during most of his life. 
Dr. B.C. Lentle, radiologist at 
Royal Alexandra Hospital here, 
discovered pycnodystosis in a 
native North American Indian 
child from the Yukon, the first 
case of the disease to be report­ 
ed from Canada. In 1967, other 
investigators were able to col­ 
lect only 33 cases from the 
world’s medical literature. Len­ 
tle reported on X-ray findings 
in the child in the Journal of the 
Canadian Association of Radiol­ 
ogists.

The 8-cent multicolored 
stamp honoring the movement 
depicts a small family group.

Those are but a few of the 
16,000 students, representing 78 
countries and all 5 0 states, cur­ 
rently enrolled in correspond­ 
en ce c o u rse s (In d ep en d en t 
Study) at the University of Cali- 
tornia Extension. Some lessons 
are mailed to addresses behind 
the Iron Curtain, in Poland and 
Hungary. American business­ 
men and diplomats stationed in 
foreign lands register their high 
school age children; Armed 
Forces personnel on lonely bas­ 
es around the world scan UC 
Independent Study catalogs and 
sign up for courses. 


The first UC correspondence 
course was written in 19 13 and 
now, almost 60 years later, the 
roster of offerings ranks as the 
best and most comprehensive 
in the world. Some of the best 
minds at the University of Cali­ 
fornia have contributed to these 
courses. 
Of the 32 3 credit 
courses listed in the current 
catalog, more than 2 00 are ei­ 
ther upper division level or part 
of University Extension’s pro­ 
fessional series. 


Bertrand Evans, Professor of 
English Emeritus at UC Berke­ 
ley, who wrote and taught sev­ 
eral courses, and edited many 
others, once said, 
“ Treating 


each student separately, as an 
individual whose thought on the 
subject is exposed each time he 
submits a lesson, I am able to 
guide, encourage, exhort, bully, 
demand — and get increasingly 
fine work as the course prog­ 
resses.” 


Correspondence study does 
not appeal to everyone. About 
one in three persons who signs 
up for a course eventually com­ 
pletes it. Some of the reasons 
students have given for drop­

D irector Alice Rowbotham 
dubs “ the true correspondence 
student” one who finds inde­ 
pendent study to his liking and 
enrolls repeatedly. “ For in­ 
structors, there is great satis­ 
faction in witnessing and assist­ 
ing individual achievement of a 
very high order,” she says. 
The sam e instructor who 
wrote the individual course, 
reads and evaluates the assign­ 
ments which 
are turned in. 
Many instructors find that the 
sfudent-faculty relationship is 
m ore intim ate even though 
based on c-orespondence. 
Leonard B reger, who con­ 
ducts a highly successful basic 


course in drawing, asks his 
students to send him a word 
biography and also three pre­ 
liminary sketches — a “ self­ 
protrait,” the corner of my 
room, ’ and “ people close to 
me.” He returns highly percep­ 
tive and acute comments about 
his pupils’ work. Those students 
who own recorders are encour­ 
aged to put their questions on 
tape so that a spoken dialogue 
is set up between student and 
teacher. 


About 8 0 persons are current­ 
ly enrolled in a new correspond­ 
ence course offered by Inde­ 
pendent Study this year in

Critics Eye Big Military Budget

WASHINGTON, D.C. - The 
adm inistration’s $83.4-billion 
defense budget will be coming 
out of both Senate and House 
committees shortly, and critics 
of military spending are gear­ 
ing up for another round of 
hoped-for budget cutting. 
This year they are zeroing in 
on four programs in early stage 
of development, costing about 
$2 billion in the current budget 
but billions more in the years 
ahead if allowed to proceed. 
The four programs are the 
airborne warning and control 
system (AWACS), which is a 
modernization and expansion of 
the defense system against 
bombers; a fourth nuclear air­ 
craft carrier; 
the new F-14 
Navy fighter that would operate 
from carriers; and new missile- 
launching system for subma­ 
rines called ULMS (undersea 
long-range missile system).

The 
Marin chamber favored the ap­ 
plications, provided no toll hike 
will be needed some day to 
finance transit deficits.

Free Fishing For 
Elderly Advanced 


SACRAMENTO (UPI) —The 
Assembly Ways and Means 
Committee has approved legis­ 
lation to give free fishing licen­ 
ses to low-income elderly per­ 
sons.

House Demos Denounce 
Invasion, U.S. Bombings 


WASHINGTON (U PI) — 
House D em ocrats went on 
record today denouncing both 
the Communist invasion of 
South Vietnam and the retalia­ 
tory Am erican bombing of 
North Vietnam. They ordered 
that a bill be taken up on the 
House floor within 30 days to 
end U.S. military involvement 
“ in and over Indochina.” 
\fter approving a resolution 
that could lead for the first 
time to congressional passage 
of end-the-war legislation, the 
D em ocratic 
representatives 
overwhelmingly voted to add a 
clause to condemn the North 
Vietnamese invasion. 
By another sizable vote they 
rejected a strongly worded poli­ 
cy statement that would have 
attacked North Vietnam and 
the Soviet l Tnion and endorsed 
current military actions taken 
by President Nixon. 
By an overwhelming 144-58 
vote, the Democrats then gave 


final approval to a resolution 
com bining the antiw ar de­ 
mands with condemnation of 
the North Vietnamese invasion. 
The key vote came on a 
surprisingly lopsided 135-66 vote 
in which members attending a

NEW YORK (UPD-Otto the 
Clown, a tragic comedian who 
always tried to help but never 
was of much help, died in St. 
Clare’s Hospital Wednesday af­ 
ter a brief illness a few days 
before his 76th birthday. 
Otto, born Otto Griebling in 
Germany, had appeared daily 
with the Ringling Bros, and 
Bamum Bailey circus at Madi­ 
son Square Garden until he 
entered the hospital 10 days ago 
with what was thought to be a 
mild illness. 
For 60 years, Griebling had 
been performing under the big 
top. first for 10 years as part of 
a horseback riding act then as 
a clown. Last year, Life m aga­ 
zine called him “ the best Amer­ 
ican clown.” 
His best known act was his 
appearance in the audience 
with a large block of ice. He 
would trudge up and down the 
aisles, trying to deliver it to the 
person who supposedly ordered 
it. With each fresh appearance, 
he would come in with a sm all­ 
er block until, finally, he came 
in with an ice cube which melt­ 
ed in his hands. 
Once, he tried a variation of 
this by appearing as a tele­ 
graph messenger who progres­ 
sively grew older and shabbier 
and still never managed to de­ 
liver the ice. That variation 
stopped when the telegraph 
company threatened to sue. 
Griebling was absent from 
the circus for only two years 
after joining it. During his days 
as an apprentice, when the 
show was in Madison, Wis., a 
trainer he feared gave him $5

137 convention delegates April 
25. 


SURPRISES REGULARS 
McGovern 
also surprised 
Democratic regulars in Mis­ 
souri’s precinct caucuses by 
re p o rte d ly w inning enough 
strength to gain unofficially 
about half the 73 convention 
delegates. 


McGovern in a Philadelphia 
interview compared his surge 
to the one made by the late 
John F. Kennedy in winning the 
1960 Democratic nomination. 


“ I felt in the very beginning 
that at some point one or the 
other of the candidates would 
take off in these prim aries,” 
McGovern said. 


Muskie, the frontrunner in 
public opinion polls until prim a­ 
ry balloting began iri March, 
slipped to third behind Sen.

Police said two men forced 
the girls into a hijacked truck 
at gunpoint in B elfast and 
drove them to the town square 
of Coalisland, 20 miles west of 
Belfast. There they cut off the 
girls’ hair and poured yellow 
paint and feathers over them. 
The men were urged on by 
women who cursed the girls as 
traitors to the Catholic commu­ 
nity for planning to wed British 
soldiers. 
The girls were hospitalized at 
Dungannon in a state of shock, 
police said.

The blast was “ less than 20 
kilotons,” which put it near the 
size of the atom ic bom bs 
dropped on Japan at the end of 
World War II. No radiation was 
released into the atmosphere, 
according to the AEC.

Dole Hooted, Jeered 
During Vietnam Talk 


NEW ORLEANS (U P D - Re­ 
publican N ational Chairm an 
Robert Dole, who defended 
stepped-up U. S. bombing in 
Vietnam at Tulane University 
Wednesday night, was booed, 
hooted, jeered and laughed at 
until he finally cut his speech 
short and left. 


“ Down with Nixon’s puppet!” 
some members of the audience 
of about 400 yelled when the 
Kansas senator walked to the 
podium. 


Dole managed to get through 
the first two pages of a pre­ 
pared text, but members of the 
audience jeered and interrupted 
him when he talked about the 
war. 


Dole’s prepared text blasted 
the U. S. press for “ grudging­ 
ly” reporting any South Viet­ 
namese victories in the Indo­ 
china war. 
“ We have fought four wars in 
the 20th Century,” he said. 
“ But we never started those 
wars. We never fought them for 
the usual reasons of territorial 
gain or expansion of empire.” 
Laughs, boos and hoots. One 
heckler yelled, “ I didn’t know 
we had a comedian.” 
“ I wonder, when I hear nois­ 
es like that, why I spent 32 
months in a hospital after the 
last war. I wonder if it was 
worth it,” Dole said. “ I think it 
w as.” 
Returning to his text, Dole 
said N ixon’s Vietnam ization 
policy was working, although 
Democrats, and the national 
press were reluctant to admit 
it. 
More jeers. 
He accused the Democrats of 
starting the war and wanted to 
know where the war critics in 
the Senate were in 1964 when 


the Gulf of Tonkin resolution 
was signed. 


“ Where was Humphrey?” he 
said. “ Where was M uskie?” 


“ Where were you?” the audi­ 
ence shouted back. “ Where was 
’Tricky Dicky?” ’ 


When Dole said Nixon was 
bringing combat troops home, 
someone shouted, “ in boxes.” 


“ I think the Nixon policy...” 
Dole began,” . . . is to get re­ 
elected,” a heckler finished. 
Dole shouted back: 


“ We’re going to get you out of 
the war the Democrats got you 
into, whether you like it or 
not!” 


He skipped over the rest of 
his prepared text and left. Out­ 
side, about 300 demonstrators 
chanted, shouted and beat on 
the pavement with cans and 
bottles. One of them threw a 
string of firecrackers into the 
auditorium lobby. 


In his prepared text, Dole 
said the South was winning its 
share of victories. 


“ But the dearth of reporting 
about that aspect of the war 
gives the clear impression that 
it is regretted by those who are 
doing the reporting,” the text 
said. 


“ I believe the liberal estab­ 
lishment press has found itself 
for so long predicting the fail­ 
ure of the President’s policies 
—that they have found it to be 
in their own interests and the 
interests of the credibility of 
the defense analysts of their 
editorial policies that Vietnami­ 
zation fail.” 


Dole walked off the stage 
before he came to this part in 
his speech.

Arnason said the deputy, who 
got the typew riter from Miss 
Davis’ workroom cell at the 
M arin County Jail, acted im ­ 
properly in not securing a w ar­ 
rant. 
The letters involve a key part 
of the state’s charges that Miss 
Davis helped plot and furnished 
guns for the Aug. 7,1970, Marin 
County Courthouse kidnapings 
which resulted in four deaths. 
Prosecutor Albert W. H arris 
Jr. has said she was in love 
with Jackson, one of the three 
“ Soledad Brothers” accused of 
killing a guard at Soledad State 
Prison, and plotted the kidnap­ 
ing to try to force his release. 
The defense had charged that 
the letters, taken from Miss 
Davis’ Los Angeles apartm ent 
during a nationwide search fol­ 
lowing 
the 
shootout, 
w ere 
seized without the proper w ar­ 


rant, and that the “ attorney- 
client relationship” had been 
violated when another letter 
from Miss Davis was taken by 
Soledad State Prison officials 
from an envelope addressed to 
Jackson by his attorney. 
The 18-page document, de­ 
scribed as a “ kind of a diary” 
but not signed, was found in 
Jackson’s bloody cell after he 
was killed at San Quentin fol­ 
lowing a violent ram page last 
August in which three guards 
and two trusties were beaten 
and stabbed to death in the 
cell block. 
The defense said the docu­ 
ment was Jackson’s property 
and officials had no right to 
take it without a w arrant. 
Arnason said the motion to 
suppress the Los Angeles let­ 
ters had been “ extensively 
argued” during pretrial hear­ 
ings and turned down them. 
“ The p rio r o rd e r is su s­ 
tained,” he said. “ The w arrant 
was legal. The motion to sup­ 
press is denied.” 
The defense had also com­ 
plained that two of the letters 
were photostatic copies, when it 
had been assum ed they were 
o rig in als. A rnason said he 
hight “ with reluctance” grant 
defense attorneys more tim e to 
prepare their argum ents on this 
if they wanted it. 
On the letter seized at Sole­ 
dad Prison, Arnason said, “ it is 
established that inm ates have 
no rights of privacy to invade. 
The violation of the attorney- 
client privilege is not applicable 
because the privilege belongs to 
the client and not the attorney. 
And it does not relate to Miss 
Davis.”

Alioto, especially enthusiastic 
about the ferries, said “ this is 
one of those rare instances in 
public life where the rom antic 
and nostalgic clearly coincide 
with rational, hard-headed and 
efficiency-oriented decisions as 
to the expenditure of public 
money.” He cited district fig­ 
ures showing that the operating 
deficit per passenger on the 
Sausalito ferry has been only 
about half of the deficit for the 
buses, “ clearly refuting those 
who would claim that a ferry 
system is uneconomic.” 
M argaret Azevedo, speaking 
for the Marin Council for Civic 
Affairs, challenged the handful 
of critics of the joint system to 
c o n sid e r th e “ s p e c ta c u la r 
costs” of new highways that 
would be needed, “ if we do not 
support a bus-ferry system ade­ 
quate to do the job.” A new 
bridge and about 400 lane-miles 
of highway between San F ran­ 
cisco and Sonoma would cost 
over $1 billion, “ not to speak of 
an im m easurable cost to our 
physical en v iro n m en t,” she 
said. 
The strongest opposition to 
the grant applications came- 
from Harbor Tug, whose presi­ 
d e n t, 
A lb e rt D. 
E lle d g e , 
charged the district with seek­ 
ing federal funds to drive his 
private enterprise out of busi­ 
ness. “ You are not operating a 
bona fide commute service, but 
you are operating a sightseeing 
service, for which you are not 
entitled to a federal grant,” he 
declared. 
Elledge’s attorney, Jam es W. 
Hailey, objected that in addi­ 
tion to competing unfairly with 
the 
p riv a te 
com pany, 
the 
bridge district had ignored the 
com pany’s offer to handle ex­ 
pansion of ferry service. 
Hailey also reported that a 
survey of 589 persons taking the 
d i s t r i c t ’s 
S a u s a lito 
fe rry 
showed that alm ost three-quart­ 
ers of them rode the ferry only 
for sightseeing and tourist pur­ 
poses. The bridge district’s at­ 
torney, Thomas M. Jenkins, lat­ 
e r rebutted that many of these 
pleasure riders otherwise would 
have gone to Sausalito via the 
bridge, and that the ferry sys­ 
tem was designed to relieve 
traffic on the bridge regardless 
of whether it is tourist or com­ 
m uter traffic. 
The bridge district’s environ­ 
m ental im pact statem ent that 
accompanied its ferry grant ap­ 
plication was challenged by a 
consultant hired by Elledge, 
Hans Feibusch. He suggested 
that dredging necessary for the 
L arkspur ferry term inal would 
violate the bay plan of the Bay 
Conservation and Development 
Commission. 
D istrict officials, how ever, 
noted that the executive di­ 
rector of the commission, Jo­ 
seph E. Bodovitz, had endorsed 
the grant application as “ fully 
in accord with bay plan policies 
and findings."

servations of the distinctive vol­ 
canic lava flows that appeared 
to have formed the lofty high­ 
lands between 3.6 billion and 4 
billion years ago. 


Traveling on foot and aboard 
th e ir b a tte ry -d riv e n fo u r- 
wheeled lunar rover over more 
than 15 miles in three seven- 
hour excursions, the astronauts 
will explore the rim s of bright- 
rayed centers and drive up the 
lower slopes of Stone Mountain 
to the south of the landing site. 


B esides bringing back a 
record 195-pound haul of moon 
rock and soil sam ples, Young 
and Duke hope to complete a 
v a rie ty of scientific e x p e ri­ 
ments, including tem perature 
readings in the lunar subsoil, 
re-exposure of an Apollo 12 rock 
sample to the moon’s magnetic 
field, and ultraviolet photogra­ 
phy of distant stars, galaxies 
and gas clouds with a $2 million 
electronic cam era.

WASHINGTON (UPI) -A F L - 
CIO President George Meany 
used the government’s own sta­ 
tistics today to try to prove his 
claim that President Nixon’s 
wage-price controls are holding 
down pay increases while al­ 
lowing prices to skyrocket. 
In testimony prepared for a 
hearing by the Joint Economic 
Committee of Congress, Meany 
asked the lawmakers to take 
the issue away from Nixon, 
revise the control machinery 
and impose a fax on “excess 
profits.” 
“ The a d m in istra tio n has 
proven its incom petence in 
these areas,” Meany said. “ It 
is up to the Congress to restore 
the confidence of the American 
people in the American econo­ 
my.” 
ECONOMIC STATISTICS 
Citing economic statistics 
produced by the government, 
Meany said the system estab­ 
lished by Nixon in mid-Novem­ 
ber to contain both price and 
wage increases has demonstrat­ 
ed a bias against working peo­ 
ple. 
He said the figures show: 
In December, January and 
February, the consumer price 
index rose at an annual rate of 
4.9 per cent—exactly equal to 
its perform ance from May 
through July, before Nixon 
froze prices and wages on Aug. 
15. 
Wholesale prices rose at a 5.1 
per cent annual rate in the first 
three months of this year, com­ 
pared to an annual rate of 5.3 
per cent before Nixon’s August 
actions. 
From D ecem ber through 
March, according to a wage 
index which “ tends to overstate 
increases in wage ra te s,” 
wages rose at a yearly rate of 6 
per cent. 


PROFITS ATTACKED 
Since productivity—output 
per manhour—has been rising 
rapidly, as it alw’ays does in a 
recovery period, Meany said, 
industries are reaping undes­ 
erved profits. Instead of raising 
prices, he said, they should be 
keeping them stable. 


Consequently, he said, after­ 
tax corporate profits were up 19 
per cent in the second h a lf of 
1971 and profits of the nation’s 
100 largest corporations rose 76 
per cent in all of last year. 


All of this, he said, proves 
both the ineffectiveness of the 
administration’s 
anti-inflation 
program and “its favoritism to 
business, against the interests 
of the consumer and worker.” 


“ Look at the record of these 
past 39 months,” Meany said. 
“ Unemployment, tax bonanzas 
to business, persistent econom­ 
ic slack and continuing, huge 
budget deficits have been added 
to inflation, which still plagues 
the American people.”

Pain Killer 
Ads Called 
Misleading 


WASHINGTON (UPI) -T h e 
Federal T rade Commission 
(FTC) says 36 cents of every 
dollar consumers spend for 10 
leading headache medicines is 
used for advertising which in 
turn deceives the buyer with 
unproven or misleading claims. 


To purge the public mind of 
this alleged deception, the FTC 
envisions Anacin, Bufferin and 
Excedrin commercials devoted 
exclusively to confessions that 
the products haven’t been prov­ 
en any better than aspirin, and 
B ayer com m ercials acknowl­ 
edging that other aspirins may 
be just as good. 


“Over the years these compa­ 
nies, through intensive adver­ 
tising efforts, have given con­ 
s u m e rs 
th e 
m is le a d in g 
impression that there are sig­ 
nificant therapeutic differences 
among these products,” Robert 
Pitofsky, director of the FTC’s 
Bureau 
of Consumer P ro ­ 
tection, told a news conference 
Wednesday. 


As a result, Pitofsky said, 
“ consumers pay significantly 
more” to get the advertised 
brands. Much of the money, he 
said, is pumped into more de­ 
ceptive advertising which has 
garnered tw'O-third of the $330 
million analgesic market for 
three companies which make 
the 10 products. 


Pitofsky said $80 million was 
spent to advertise the 10 prod­ 
ucts in 1970—36 per cent of their 
total sales. 


The companies and their re­ 
spective products are American 
Home Products (Anacin and Ar­ 
thritis Pain Formula); Bristol- 
Myers (Bufferin, Excedrin and 
Excedrin PM); and Sterling 
Drug (Bayer Aspirin, B ayer 
Children’s Aspirin, Cope, Van­ 
quish and Midol). 
Pitofsky said all 10 products 
are based on aspirin and there 
is no proof the other ingredients 
do much good, if any. 
Sterlng Drug and Bristol- 
M yers issued sta te m e n ts 
strongly contesting the FTC al­ 
legations and indicating they 
would fight the case in court, if 
they do, the allegedly mislead­ 
ing ads can continue until the 
case is settled, perhaps years 
from now. by the Suprem e 
Court.

SACRAMENTO (UPI) -T h e 
Senate Rules committee has 
handed Gov. Ronald Reagan an 
unexpected setback by holding 
up the appointment of two Re­ 
publicans to the State College 
Board of Trustees. 
Opponents asserted the nomi­ 
nees, attorney Frank Adams of 
Piedmont and construction ex­ 
ecutive Roy Brophv of Sacra­ 
m ento, would “ p erp etu ate” 
what they called the board’s 
failure to adequately represent 
minorities, women, youth and 
the poor. 
“The issue of representation 
of the board is a legitimate 
issue,’’ Rules chairman James 
R. Mills, D-San Diego, told Bro- 
phy and Adams Wednesday af­ 
ter 13 witnesses trooped for­ 
ward during a two-hour hearing 
to recommend against Senate 
confirmation of the pair. 
U su ally , 
the co m m ittee 
grants routine approval for con­ 
firmation of gubernatorial ap­ 
pointees. But on a voice vote 
without dissent, the three Dem­ 
ocrats and two Republicans 
agreed to take no action on 
Adams and Brophy. 
The com m ittee indicated, 
however, it would take another 
I look at them next week when 
two other nominees, Mrs. Jean­ 
ette Ritchie of Menlo Park and 
| Robert Beaver of Fullerton, are

Mills told Brophy and Adams,

Panelists Agree 
On Vets7 Jobs 


By JE F F 
A Vietnam veteran, an em ­ 
ployer and three government 
ipokesm en all agreed today 
that returning veterans should 
be given preference in hiring. 


Nevertheless, one official told 
the Radio KTIM “ Sounding 
Board” audience that the un­ 
em ploym ent rate am ong re­ 
turning veterans is higher than 
the national average and that 
there are 9,000 jobless Vietnam 
veterans in the Bay Area. The 
broadcast apparently found at 
least one veteran a job. 
The sp eakers were Philip 
Parker of San Anselmo, a job- 
seeking veteran; employer liar- 
old B. Wilde, president of Harv- 
er Industries in San Rafael; 
Robert R. Souza, Northern Cali­ 
fornia veteran* representative 
with the Human Resources De­ 
velopment Agency; Robert C. 
Beebe, veterans employment 
representative with the state 
Human Resources office in San 
Rafael, and Robert G. Wald- 
man, assistant veterans serv­ 
ices officer for Marin County. 
California veterans have a 7.2 
per cent unemployment rate 
compared with a 5.8 per cent 
rate for all state residents, 
Souza noted. He said stepped-up 
efforts had reduced the veter­ 
ans’ jobless rate from 9.8 per 
cent a year ago. 
Returning 
veterans range from 20 to 29 
years old, with the average age 
of 23, but the younger ones 
show a disproportionately high 
jobless rate, particularly if a 
minority member, Souza said. 


Parker reported that despite 
four years of military experi­ 
ence in hOvspital administration 
and finance, he found potential 
employers were wary of his 
disability — a heart condition 
— and often tended to hire

Boas Attacks New

D em ocratic

checks. 


“ This is carrying big brother- 
ism too far,” the San Francisco 
supervisor declared. “ Govern­ 
ment encroachment on our pri­ 
vate lives must be stopped and 
the trend reversed,” he de­ 
clared. 


“ It strikes me as just incredi­ 
ble that the government plans 
to go sneaking about, peeking

to wait for years of litigation in 
the courts to resolve this issue 
— Congress should take imme­ 
diate steps to prevent this new­ 
est governmental scheme to in­ 
vade our privacy,” he said. 
Boas is seeking the Siyth 


Congressional District seat held 
by Republican William S. Mail- 
liard. The incumbent congress­ 
man voted for the Bank Secre­ 
cy Act, which authorized the 
new regulations, and has en­ 
dorsed its provisions as neces­ 
sary to control criminal activi­

Tam High Teacher 


Facing New Charges 


• The Tamalpais Union High 
School District board voted 
unanimously today to add 
charges of immoral conduct 
against English teacher Ken­ 
neth A, Anderson, and suspend 
him immediately. 
Supt. Wilber D. Hawkins said 
Hie charge evolved from evi­ 
dence in Anderson's depositions 
and that of a high school stu­ 
dent Hawkins refused to identi­ 
fy 
According to Hawkins, the 
immoral conduct charge car­ 
ries with it the provision of 
Immediate suspension. He said 
that if Anderson does not ask 
for a hearing within 30 days on 
the immoral conduct charge he 
will be automatically fired. 
Hawkins said the hearing 
does not actually have to take 
place with the 30-day period, 
but must be requested. 
The superintendent said An­ 
derson attended the 7:30 a.m. 


breakfast meeting of the board 
at a Greenbrae restaurant, and 
was handed notice of suspen­ 
sion. Hawkins said Anderson 
took the notice and left, without 
a word. 
Anderson had been working 
at Tamalpais High School in a 
nonteaching position, doing cur­ 
riculum work in freshman Eng­ 
lish, since September. 
Anderson was not available 
for comment this morning. He 
had not reported to Tamalpais 
High School by .10 a.m. 
Anderson's attorney, Carl B. 
Shapiro, was in court, and also 
unavailable for comment. Wil­ 
liam 0. Weissich, hired March 
20 by the board to help Asst. 
County Counsel Richard V. 
Godino with the firing, refused 
to comment on the case. 
The immoral conduct charge 
is the third general one lodged 
against Anderson by the board, 
the others being unfitness for 


service and persistent violation 
of or refusal to obey prescribed 
school rules, according to 
Hawkins. 
The board initially voted May 
13, 1971, to fire the 31-year-old 
teacher, and has been attempt­ 
ing to do so ever since. Because 
he is a tenured teacher, the 
board cannot fire him without a 
trial. 
March 16 attorneys for the 
district questioned Anderson 
about the three southern Marin 
bombings last year. Four days 
later they hired Weissich. 
Hawkins said he expects all 
the necessary depositions to be 
completed in the next two 
weeks, and then the case will 
go to trial. He made no esti­ 
mate when the trial would actu­ 
ally begin.

College Trustees Given 
A Bleak Funding Report 


Marin Community College 
District trustees last night 
glumly listened to a prediction 
that the district will be facing a 
$1.5 million annual deficit in 
five years unless costs are cut 
or new sources of income 
found. 
In a report which gave budg­ 
et predictions for the next five 
years, Business Manager Nor­ 
man Bird said, “ The 1976-77 
year has a disastrous ending 
with a $1.5 million deficit.” 
Bird had worked out his pre­ 
dictions at the request of the 
board, which now has set work­ 
shop sessions to find ways of 
avoiding future financial disas­ 
ter. 
Although Bird predicted that 
the college district will run in 
the black through 1975-76, re­ 
serves will be much less than 
earlier estimated, he said. 
A 25-cent tax override ap­ 
proved by the voters in 1970 
which became effective this 
year will be sufficient to keep 
the district in the black for four 
years if part of the money is 
put into reserves for two or 
three years, he said. 
However, after the new Indi­ 
an Valley Colleges in Novato, 
slated to open in the fall of 1974, 
go into operation, increased op 
crating costs are expected to 
cause financial trouble for tin1 
district, which now operates 
only College of Marin. 
Byrd explained today that in­ 
flation, both in material and 


personnel, as well as additional 
staff positions for the two cam­ 
puses would make it impossible 
for the college district to oper­ 
ate in five years on the income 
expected. 
He said he based his predic­ 
tions on assumptions about in­ 
come and expenditures, all of 
which could change or turn out 
to be inaccurate. 
Major changes in assump­ 
tions used in making the latest 
predictions, as compared to 
those made in 1971, he said, 
include opening of Indian Val­ 
ley Colleges classes at other 
locations prior to 1974 and an 
enlarged staff for the district 
because of a new district organ­ 
ization plan. 
Trustees will wrestle with the 
problems predicted by Byrd in 
a workshop at 8 p.m. Wednes­ 
day in the college board room.

A New No-Fault 
Bill Is Offered 


SACRAMENTO (C PI) - A 
Democratic Senator has pro­ 
posed a no-fault automobile in­ 
surance plan under which a 
driver's own insurance plan 
would pay his benefits regard­ 
less of who caused an accident. 
Sen. Alfred H. Song, D-Monte- 
rey Park, told a news confer­ 
ence Wednesday his proposal 
would reduce premiums and 
unclog the courts. He said the 
plan has been amended into a 
Senate measure already intro­ 
duced. 
The legislature is considering 
several no-fault insurance pro­ 
posals this year. 
Under Song’s proposal, up to 
$5,000 in compensation will be 
provided for medical expenses, 
loss of wages, loss of services, 
survivor benefits and funeral 
expenses.

leading China scholar predicted 
today that U.S.-Japanese rela­ 
tions would continue to deterio­ 
rate as the United States moves 
to 
im prove 
relations 
w ith 
China. 


A. Doak Barnett, a senior 
fellow at the Brookings Institu­ 
tion in Washington, discussed 
China’s foreign relations poli­ 
cies with a group of other 
panelists during the second day 
of a three-day convention of the 
American Society of Newspaper 
Editors (ASNE). 


Barnett said; 
‘‘I think we 
should continue to show origi­ 
nality and effort in continuing 
our relations with China. We 
should try to open up various 
subjects with them including 
basic arm s control and disar­ 
m am ent issues.” 


Barnett said he was “ cau­ 
tiously optim istic” on the future 
of U.S.-China relations. He said 
however, he thought “ we can 
expect deteriorating relations 
with Japan over this. I think we 
should give high priority to 
repairing various grievances. 
We can’t allow a U.S.-Japan 
split to occur.” 
There have been increasing 
tensions in recent months be­ 
tween Japan and the United 
States over trade relations and 
a feeling by the Japanese that 
President Nixon hasn't consult­ 
ed them sufficiently on various 
Asian diplomatic moves. 
The panel was moderated by 
Robert Keatley of the Wall 
Street Journal. Also speaking to 
the editors was Prof. Paul T. K. 
Lin director of the Center for 
E ast Asian Studies at McGill 
University in Toronto; 
Prof. 
Robert A. Scalapino of the Uni­ 
versity of California at Berke­ 
ley, and Marshall Green assist­ 
ant secretary of State for F ar r 
Eastern affairs. 
Lin 
reviewed a history of 
U.S.-Chinse relations, observing j 
that “ trends in China are being 
j 
set not by Chairman Mao hint- i 
self but by hundreds of millions 
of people with a m emory of the 
past.” 
Scalapino said China’s Prim e 
M inister Chou En-Iai, has as­ 
serted that in our new relation­ 
ship there can be and there 
need be no abandonment of 
principles and no desertion of 
allies by the United States. The 


acid test of this doctrine will be 
our willingness to maintain our 
m ilitary protection against ex­ 
ternal threats and our economic 
interaction with the people of 
Taiwan if events should unfold 
in such a fashion as to cause 
this state to evolve toward legal 
as well as de facto independ­ 
ence.” 


The discussion was to be fol­ 
lowed by appearances by Dem­ 
ocratic presidential candidates 
Sens. H enry M. Jackson of 
W a s h in g to n , 
G e o rg e 
S. 
McGovern of South Dakota and 
Gov. George C. Wallace of Ala­ 
bama. Sen. Hubert H. Hum­ 
phrey, campaigning in Pennsyl- 
vania, 
cancelled 
his 
appearance. 


D uring a panel discussion 
Wednesday on press rights vs. 
press responsibilities, the edi­ 
tors continued a day-long dis­ 
cussion which was sparked by 
publication in 1971 of the con­ 
troversial Pentagon Papers and 
disclosures by columnist Jack 
A nderson of the a d m in istra ­ 
tion’s position on the India- 
Pakistan conflict plus a current 
investigation of acting Attorney

R ichard G. Klein- 
dienst. 


.Anderson told the group he 
felt that too many government 
documents have been kept se­ 
cret when it would have been in 
the national interest to make 
them public. He added that 
people he has talked to say that 
95 to 98 per cent of secret 
government documents should 
be declassified. 


“ It’s not national security, 
it's political security,” Ander­ 
son said. “ We’re not supposed 
to be engaged in a conspiracy 
with the government to cover 
up their blunders.”

testing, the owners of five mil­ 
lion 1966-70 vehicles will be 
required to have them installed 
prior to registration in 1971. 


Dr. A. J. Haagen-Smit. Air 
Resources Board chairman, 
said the reductions were aimed 
at getting emissions of nitrogen 
oxides back to the level of pre- 
1966 cars without smog-control 
devices. 


“ The 1966-70 cars already 
have systems which control hy­ 
drocarbons and carbon monox­ 
ide.” he said. “ Auto manufac­ 
turers accomplished this by 
leaning the air-fuel ration and 


improving combustion within 
the engine. 
“ Consequently, the oxides of 
nitrogen emissions were in­ 
creased by approximately 50 
per cent. 


He noted that emissions of 
hydrocarbons and of oxides of 
nitrogen are the two pollutants 
which cause photochemical 
smog. 


Haagen-Smit wanted higher 
control standards set than those 
approved by the board. He said 
nitrogen oxide emissions aver­ 
aged 1.020 parts per million in 
pro-1966 cars and rose to 1.500 


parts per million in 1966-70 
models. Controls went into ef­ 
fect with 1971 models. 
Spokesmen for General Mo­ 
tors and Air Quality Products, 
the two firms with anti-nitrogen 
oxide devices approved for 
1955-65 cars, said they were not 
submitting applications for de­ 
vices on 1966-70 models. Both 
warned that some of the pro­ 
posed devices could result in 
exhaust valve burning and 
urged tests of that possibility. 
In opening remarks to the 
board, Haagen-Smit said smog 
control devices for used cats 
were approved with mixed feel­ 
ings. 
“ Although the control sys­ 
tems will be beneficial in de­ 
creasing smog, they probably 
will be the subject of considera­ 
ble complaint from motorists, 
both for real and imagined rea­ 
sons." lie said.

Pity the men who suffer the 
agonies described by Sen.

‘‘They are perm anently at­ 
tached to your lashes by a 
hypo-allergenic adhesive,” she 
explained. “ The reason they do 
not last forever is that your 
own lashes fall out. which most 
people do not realize.” 
MRS. RANDALL said she can 
apply the lashes in less than an 
hour's time if the custom er is 
cooperative. 
“ With one custom er it took 
me much longer because she 
asked me to hand her the m ir­ 
ror with every other lash.” she 
said.

“ I prefer them to sets of false 
ey elashes because they can 
give a custom look, which de­ 
pends on the shape of the eye.”

As Experienced Player Knows 


As an experienced player, 
you know that it often pays to 
overbid deliberately. Even if 
the opponents double, you may 
lose fewer points by going down 
than the opponents would score 
by playing the hand them­ 
selves. The deliberate overbid, 
or .sacrilice bid is most useful 
when you anticipate what the 
opponents are going to bid and 
make the sacrifice in advance.

SHOULD NOT WAIT 
North should bid five clubs 
without waiting to be pushed 
there. South’s bid of four clubs 
announces a very long club suit 
and no defense against the op­ 
ponents. North should be doubt­ 
ful about his ace of clubs and 
can hardly expect to win more 
than one diamond trick. 
North knows that he will sac­ 
rifice at five clubs if he is 
forced to do so — and it is a 
cinch that four clubs will not be 
the final contract. Therefore 
nothing is gained by passing at 
four clubs. 


EAST TOO HIGH 
If North bids five clubs, East 
must bid five hearts. West has 
to show a 
preference for 
spades, and now East is too 
high. If North has the nerve to 
pass five hearts (as he should), 
he will wind up with a plus 
score instead of a minus.

First Victory For 
Wage Control Policy 


BALTIMORE (U P I)-P resi- 
dent Nixon’s wage control sys­ 
tem won its first court test 
Wednesday. 


U.S. District Judge C. Stanley 
Blair ruled Wednesday that the 
A&P supermarkets and a Balti­ 
more meatcutters local must 
abide by a federal pay board 
ruling and cut wage increases 
back to the 7 per cent approved 
by the board. 


Following a nine-day strike 
beginning Nov. 14, the day the 
wage-price freeze ended, A&P 
and the Amalgamated Meatcut­ 
ters and Butchers Workmen of 
N orth A m erica, AFL-CIO, 
agreed to a Id month contract 
for 77 workers in the company’s 
plant here. 


The contract called for a 22 
per cent pay increase for the 
butchers. The pay board re­ 
duced the figure to 7 per cent, 
slightly higher than the 5.5 per 


cent increase ceiling set for pay 
hikes. 
Blair ruled that though 7 per 
cent was above the limit, the 
pay board ruling is binding and 
“must be adhered to.” 
The judge, in an 18-page opin­ 
ion, also imposed the maximum 
$2,500 fine on tha union and the 
company for violating the pay 
board ruling. Blair said the two 
were “equally at fault” in not 
observing the ruling. 
“ This is the first decision and 
we consider it of extra import­ 
an ce,” said U.S. 
attorney 
George Beall, who prosecuted 
the case. 
Blair, a longtime political as­ 
sociate of Vice President Spiro 
T. Agnew, ran unsuccessfully 
for governor of Maryland in 
1070 on the Republican ticket 
before his appointment to the 
bench. He served as Maryland 
secretary of state while Agnew 
was governor.

Disney Fight 


SAN FRANCISCO fU PD - 
Sierra Club attorneys, inter 
preting the Supreme Court’s 
rejection of the club’s fight to 
prevent Mineral King Valley in 
tha Sierras from becoming a 
$35 million “ Alpine Disney­ 
land” as an invitation to try 
again, today looked for new 
approaches. 
The conservationist group’s 
three-year legal battle to block 
development of the old mining 
area near Sequoia National 
Park ended with “ shock and 
dismay” Wednesday when the 
U.S. Supreme Court barred the 
club from further litigation 
A Disney spokesman said 
work would resume “in a year 
perhaps longer” on the recrea­ 
tional development expected to 
draw a million visitors annual- 


ly-Sierra Club President Ray­ 
mond J. Sherwin, a Solano 
County Superior Court Judge, 
labelled the Supreme Court de­ 
cision a “grievous blow to De­ 
mocracy.” 
“I’m sure this decision won’t 
be the end of this m atter.” 
Sherwin said. 
The 4-3 ruling held that the 
club was not entitled to contin­ 
ue federal court action because 
it did not show that the club 
itself would suffer economic or 
other injury from the Mineral 
King project. 
Sierra Club executive secre­ 
tary Michael McCloskey called 
the decision “muddled” and 
“confusing” and said attorneys 
for the club would meet in a 
special session to discuss fur­ 
ther action. 
McCloskey said the decision 
against the 78,000-member club 
was “by no means the end of 
the line.” 
The wording of the court 
opinion, he said, “ virtually 
gives us an invitation to refile 
our pleadings after amending 
them to prove that our aesthet­ 
ic interest in M ineral King 
would indeed suffer if Disney is 
allowed to build its resort com­ 
plex with the bulldozing, blast­ 
ing and general destruction that 
would inevitably follow.” 
The D isney d ev elo p m en t 
would turn the high mountain 
valley into one of the largest 
skiing and recreation areas in 
the West. 
D isney E n te rp rise s w as 
granted a permit to prepare a 
m aster plan for the area by the 
U.S. Forest Service in 1965. The 
Sierra Club began its opposition 
to the project at public hearings 
and finally filed a federal court 
suit in June, 1969. 
Douglas R. Leisz, a U.S. For­ 
est Service official, said, “ The 
Forest Service believes that de­ 
velopment of this area for year­ 
long family-type recreation will 
meet a very urgent need in an 
outstanding setting.” 
Disney developers said the 
area could be opened for all to 
enjoy without harm to the natu­ 
ral environment. Tulare County 
residents view the project as a 
windfall for jobs. 


Mrs. Kennedy: 
Race Too Risky 


NEW YORK (UPI)—Mrs. Jo- 
seph P. Kennedy believes it 
would be too risky for her son, 
Sen. Edward M. Kennedy, D- 
Mass., to seek the 1972 presi­ 
dential nomination. 
“ I think there’s too much risk 
now...If he wants to, it would be 
much better to run a little 
later,” she said in an article of 
May’s Ladies’ Home Journal. 
“ I ’m sure it is Teddy’s 
present intention not to run. I 
think it is a wise intention,” she 
said. 
The mother of the late Presi­ 
dent John F. Kennedy and Sen. 
Robert F. Kennedy, said her 
surviving son has “certain obli­ 
gations to Ethel’s (Mrs. Robert 
Kennedy) children and, of 
course, to his own children.”

There Oughta Be Law 
— But Not This One 


One of the most popular car­ 
toons on the Independent-Jour- 
n a l's c o m ic p age ta k es its 
nam e 
from 
the 
fam liar re­ 
m ark , “ T h ere oughta be a 
law .” 


We have all said it, when 
som ething annoyed us. “ There 
oughta be a law .” Usually we 
don't intend anyone to take this 
literally; it is said in jest. 


TH ER E ARE SOME people, 
h o w e v e r , 
w ho 
b e lie v e 
that 
.“ there oughta 
be a law ” to 
prohibit 
anything with which 
they disagree, to curb anything 
they find annoying — and, con­ 
versely, 
to 
legalize 
anything 
they happen to like. All too 
often, these single-minded folk 
get up a cam paign, influence 
som e legislators, and get their 
pet phobias put into the law 
books. 
An exam ple of this is Propo­ 
sition 9, which will be on the 
June p rim a ry ballot, titled 
“ Environment Initiative.” 
Proposition 9 would write into 
state law a host of restrictions 
on things its sponsors believe 
pollute the air, water and land 
— especially the air. 
It would, in addition, provide 
that the Legislature could not 
change 
any 
of 
the 
rules 
it 
enacted, except to m ake them 
tougher.

m any of the Jaws that get on 
the books — is intended for a 
very worthwile purpose. It is, 
as its title suggests, intended to 
preserve the environment. 
But — again like m any laws 
that get on the books — it is 
poorly thought out and might 
very 
well 
have the opposite 
effect from that intended. 


SACRAMENTO SCENE 


Its restrictions on what may 
be emitted into the atmosphere, 
for instance, are based on data 
that m ay be found m isleading 
for the very good reason that 
the study of air pollution is 
making rapid strides and what 
were deem ed the most objec­ 
tionable pollutants a few years 
ago (such as smoke from that 
backyard 
bonfire) have 
been 
found to be of little importance. 
Other d e v e lo p m e n t c e r ta in ly 
will follow by the Jan. 1, 1975, 
effective date of the proposed 
new law. Some of them m ay 
run counter to the provisions of 
Proposition 9. 
Again. 
Proposition 9 would 
impose a five-year ban on con­ 
stru ctio n 
of n u c le a r pow er 
plants. But there will be need 
tor more electric power. Some 
other types of plants produce 
more air and water pollution 
than do nuclear plants, so in­ 
stead of protecting the environ­ 
ment, this restriction might re­ 
sult in greater pollution. 
The p rop osition a lso g oes 
clear beyond reason in its “ con­ 
flict of in terest ' p ro v isio n s, 
which could be interpreted as 
barring anyone who invested in 
mutual funds 
that might in­ 
clude som e public utility stock 
from working for a pollution 
control board or serving on any 
such board. 


THE FACT of the m atter is 
that there are very tough laws 
about 
pollution 
on 
books 
in 
California right now. Some of 
them need to be more strictly 
e n fo r c e d . But P ro p o sitio n 9 
would do nothing about that. 
Maybe “there oughta be a

ures that gum up the legislative 
process.

In what was hailed as a pilgrimage to 
dem onstrate concern for the needy, more 
than 12.( K M ) youngsters traipsed the capi­ 
tal city on a recent Saturday in a 29-mile 
hike. 


The event was term ed a “ Walk for 
Development” and 
was sponsored by 
local organizations and the American 
F reedom 
F ro m H u n g e r F o u n d atio n . 
Funds raised were to be apportioned to. 
some local do-good efforts and to pro­ 
gram s to feed persons in foreign lands. 


The basis for collecting the money was 
by having youngsters solicit adults as 
sponsors. These sponsors agreed to do­ 
nate so much for each mile the sponsored 
child hiked. Upon completion of the hike 
or a portion thereof, the walker m ust 
return to his sponsore to collect. 


The sam e type of program has been 
and will be undertaken in other com mun­ 
ities. 


THE PARTICIPATION in this event by 
so huge a turnout of school children 
speaks well of the kids. In fact it was an 
amazing exhibition of the selflessness 
and willingness of today's youth to partic­ 
ipate in something that will benefit oth­ 
ers. 
But it does raise a question as to the 
wisdom of the elders who dream ed up 
this method of endeavor to achieve a 
purpose. And it points up the lack of 
constructive work opportunities open to 
school children today. 
Those of another era sold newspapers,

mowed lawns, and did a variety of odd 
jobs in the neighborhood to earn money 
for themselves or for a cause and to 
generally keep occupied. 


ALL THIS has changed. Laws, generat­ 
ed by school officials who seem to have 
come to the view that they know' more 
about what is good for Johnny than the 
parents, have been enacted to prevent 
the school kids from working. The school- 
agers cannot work unless they obtain 
work permits from the school authorities. 
Laws are so restrictive those who could 
give the children odd jobs don't want to 
be bothered with the red tape. 
The youthful enterprisers find obstacles 
at every turn and become discouraged 
from trying. The elders sit back and 
complain about the youth of today while 
the young bend to mischief. 
That these energies can be turned to 
good was clearly shown by the march. 
But the question rem ains as to why those 
charged with giving the young direction 
could not channel such tremendous effort 
to things more constructive and produc­ 
tive than an aimless walk. 


THERE PROBABLY isn’t a household­ 
er in the com munity who would not have 
been willing to find some odd job about 
the house or yard for the kids to do. The 
money so raised would have been earned, 
not donated. It would have had the added 
benefit of m aking the children feel they 
were doing something productive. 
And other efforts such as collecting 
bottles, cans and other substances for 
recycling would 
have brought earned 
dollars. They would also not only have 
accomplished the benefit of raising mon­ 
ey for the hungry but would have made 
the additional contribution to the better­ 
ment of society by assisting in a general 
com munity clean-up. 
Demonstrations have become a plague 
while the idea of hard w'ork to produce a 
result gets less and less encouragem ent.

Of course the rules don’t apply to big 
business. Subsequent study, reported in 
the Wall Street Journal and other finan­ 
cial paper, showed that the majority of 
the “speculators” Nixon blamed for pres­ 
sure on the dollar last August when he 
devalued the dollar) were not sly sharpies 
but the big international American com ­ 
panies who were shifting their assets to 
foreign currencies to protect their assets.

Battles 'Executive Privilege' 


WASHINGTON — As the foremost con­ 
stitutional lawyer in the Senate. Sam 
Ervin of North Carolina is a good m an to 
have on your side. It follows, as the 
inquiry into Richard Kleindienst and ITT 
is demonstrating, that he is a formidable 
adversary. 
Ervin says that unless the White House 
relents and allows P eter Flanigan to 
testify on the role he played in the ITT 
antitrust settlement, he will block Klein­ 
dienst s confirmation to be attorney gen­ 
eral. II the judiciary committee simply 
closes the hearings with no resolution of 
the Flanigan m atter, he will ca rry the 
fight to tin* Senate floor. And there he 
seems to be rapidly gaining recruits. 


THE CRAGGY, stern-voiced N orth 
Carolinian has gone before the Supreme 
Court to challenge the adm inistration on 
another constitutional issue. He believes 
beyond mere lip service, profoundly and 
without equivocation, in the freedoms 
guaranteed by the Constitution and in the 
independence of the three separate and 
coordinate branches of government. 
Ervin spoke for a committee of sena­ 
tors. both Republicans and Democrats, 
as friend of the court in the case of Sen. 
Mike Gravel of Alaska. While the adm in­ 
istration holds to the right to keep an 
executive agent < Flanigan) from speaking 
out. the Department of Justice tried to 
force a Gravel aide to talk to a federal 
grand jury on the charge that the senator 
had violated national security by releas­ 
ing and bringing about the publication of 
a greatly amplified version of the Penta­ 
gon Papers. 
A federal district court and later a 
court of appeals upheld the right of both 
Gravel and his aide to refuse to testify. 
The appeal to the Supreme Court is on 
the publication of the papers as read by 
(iravel into the record of his subcommit­ 
tee. 
In a brief filed with the Supreme Court, 
Ervin cited Article I. .Section 6, of the 
Constitution, which declares that “ for 
any speech or debate in either house, 
they (m em bers of Congress) shall not be 
questioned in a m other place.” While 
making it plain that they have no brief 
for Gravel, the senators intend to protect 
the independence of the Senate. If any 
discipline is due Gravel for reading the 
secret papers into the record, the Senate 
itself must adm inister that discipline.

Sewer Project Exposes Some

Travelers in the West often 
pause to gaze with interest on 
strata exposed by the forces of 
nature. On mountainsides are 
seen striations of different 
kinds of rock, sometimes tipped 
at odd angles, which silently 
tell of tremendous earth trem­ 
ors in bygone ages. At other 
places, the receding waters of 
lake or river have left a series 
of bench marks on the shore 
which tell their own story of 
climatic changes over many 
centuries. 
Workers for Kirkwood-Blv, 
Santa Rosa contractor, have 
exposed some man-made strata 
as they cut open Fifth Avenue 
in San Rafael for replacement 
of a sewer line. 
The City of San Rafael every 
few years had overlaid the 
street as cracks and pot-holes 
showed up in the paving. Each 
overlay is about two inches 
thick. But the vertical cuts 
made for the new sewer line 
went through about a foot of 
them. 


Paulsen Out Of

They’ll probably make a very 
good circumstantial case for an 
explanation that is far wide of 
the mark, too —just as today’s- 
scientists probably do when 
they attempt to explain things 
far back in geologic time. 


GETTING BACK to today, 
and the sewer projects on Fifth 
Avenue: 
This is part of the $1.5 million 
sewer replacement project, fi­ 
nanced by a bond issue and 
federal funds, which along with 
the new pumping station in­ 
stalled last year should mean 
fewer backups, less flooding, 
and less pollution entering the 
Bay in the future. 
The whole project, except for 
sealing and testing, should be 
completed sometime in Octo­ 
ber, according to City Engineer 
Ely Caillouette. The present 
portion is replacement of an 
assortment of old sewrer lines, 
some 6-inch and some 4-inch, on 
Fifth Avenue and F Street with 
a new', straighter 8-inch line. 
Monday (or possibly Friday), 
the crew will move to another 
section due for replacement, on 
Greenfield Avenue at Santa 
Margarita. That will mean an­ 
other detour for traffic for a 
few days. 
Doing the work in sections 
has so far avoided much traffic 
congestion —though when the 
work moves to Lincoln Avenue 
a little later, we can expect 
plenty. Even that, however, will 
be more than compensated if 
the job means there will be no 
more manhole covers lifted off 
by bubbling sewage during win­ 
ter rains. 


WASHINGTON - A 10-year- 
old boy named Virgil has just 
written me a letter. 
He says: “ dear Sir, I notice 
in the newspapers that several 
Justice Department attorneys 
have testified in the ITT case. 
Sometimes one Justice attorney 
says one thing and then another 
Justice attorney says another. 

Who 
prosecutes the prosecutors?” 


DEAR VIRGIL, 
Yours is a very impertinent 
question which really doesn't 
deserve an answer. To assume 
that someone in the Justice 
Department would tell an un­ 
truth makes you no better than 
a Barrigan brother. 


A Justice Department attor­ 
ney takes an oath that he will 
never tell a lie — on a Bible. 
This Bible belongs to the Attor­ 
ney general, who has taken an 
oath on a Bible that belongs to 
the chief justice of the Supreme 
Court, w’ho has taken an oath 
on a Bible that belongs to the 
President of the United States. 
You can readily see the trouble 
a Justice Department attorney 
would be in if he perjured 
himself on that many Bibles. 
What you are confusing is 
perjury and loss of memory. 
Several of the Justice Depart­ 
ment attorneys have suffered 
from an inability to remember 
facts pertinent to the ITT inves­ 
tigation. This is understandable 
when you realize that most 
Justice Department attorneys 
are trained to ask questions, 
but are very rarely called upon 
to answer them. 


IF YOU SPENT all your life 
asking, “ Where were you on the 
night of Feb. 12. 1961?“ you 
would be in a heck of a jam if 
someone suddenly asked you 
that question. 
It is for this reason that 
under our system Justice De­ 
partment attorneys in congres­ 
sional hearings are permitted 
to “ correct” their testimony 
and “ refresh" their memories. 
The fact that a Justice De­ 
partment attorney says one 
thing in the morning does not 
preclude him from saying the 
opposite in the afternoon. And 


just because one Justice De­ 
partment attorney says one 
thing and another Justice De­ 
partment attorney says another 
thing does not mean either one 
of them is lying. It just means 
they're getting at the truth 
from opposite directions. 


LET ME GIVE you an exam­ 
ple. Justice Department attor­ 
ney Wishbone tells a Senate 
committee that he's never 
talked to anyone in the Zigzag 
Monopoly Co. He goes home 
that night and his wife reminds 
him that his brother-in-law is 
president of the Zigzag Monopo­ 
ly Co. So he goes back to the 
committee and says he’s just 
remembered that his brother- 
in-law is president of the com­ 
pany. but he hasn't seen him in 
10 years. 
Then he takes a recess break 
and his secretary tells him he’s 
had 20 meetings with his broth­ 
er-in-law in the past three 
months. 
So he goes back to the com­ 
mittee and says he would like 
to correct the record; he did 
see his brother-in-law, but they 
never really talked business. 
That night his brother-in-law 
calls him and says he's in 
trouble with the IRS because 
he's put Wishbone down for 20 
business lunches. 
So Wishbone goes back to the 
committee the next day and 
says he talked business with his 
brother-in-law, but he did noth­ 
ing to alfeet Zigzag Monopoly 
Co.’s case. 


THAT, VIRGIL, is not called 
perjury — it’s called amnesia. 
I can assure you that your 
question about who prosecutes 
the prosecutors has no validity 
in Washington. There is no rea­ 
son to prosecute anyone in the 
ITT case because everyone is 
telling the truth; and if you 
keep writing troublemaking let­ 
ters like this, I won’t be sur­ 
prised if, when you grow a littlo 
older, someone down here 
doesn't start tapping your 
phone.

School Registration 
Bill Before Assembly 


SACRAMENTO (UPI) -The 
Assembly Elections and Reap­ 
portionment Committee has ap­ 
proved a bill to permit the 
registration of voters on high 
school campuses. 
The measure by Assembly­ 
man John Vasconcellos, D-San 
Jose, was sent to the floor 
Wednesday on an 8-0 vote. 


The Marin County Juvenile 
Delinquency Prevention Com­ 
mission has recommended the 
county increase its subsidy to 
foster homes. 
According to L. Charles 
Smith, the commission’s execu­ 
tive officer, the commission 
agreed Tuesday to support such 
a request next wek by foster 
parents to the board of supervi­ 
sors. 
Smith said foster parents are 
not receiving enough to cover 
costs of rearing their boarders. 
For example, he said, foster 
parents of a teen-age boy re­ 
ceive about $130 per month but 
the actual cost of caring for the 
youth may be more than $200. 
per month. 


He said the disparity between 
income and cost may be keep­ 
ing many families from opening 
their homes to foster children. 
On other matters, Smith said 
the commission is seeking par­ 
ents to help run the teen center 
at Dominican College in San 
Rafael. 
The center, which operates 
Thursday evenings, was creat­ 
ed by the commission'at the 
request of Dominican area resi­ 
dents. 
He said the commission also 
has set May 16 at 4 p.m. for 
interviewing applicants for two 
vacant seats on the commis­ 
sion. Those interested in serv­ 
ing may contact Smith at the 
county probation department. 


The Marin County Chamber 
of Commerce and Visitors Bu­ 
reau has endorsed the sale of 
the San Rafael courthouse 
square to McKeon Construction 
Co., of Sacramento, at a re­ 
duced price. 


McKeon has bid $650,000 for 
the block, $100,000 below the 
county’s asking price. 


In taking the action, the 
chamber and bureau joins the 
San Rafael Chamber of Com­ 
merce, which has already 
urged negotiation of the sale 
“ without delay”.

It's Almost Time 
For REAL Baseball

Time is fast approaching for the start of the 
REAL baseball season. The season for the bubble 
gum set, not the tobacco chewers. 
• Little Leaguers throughout the world will start 
their annual campaigns these next two Saturdays. 
Managers have picked their major league teams 
and have sent other players down to the minors 
‘‘for more seasoning.” Really. Little League is 
just like the big time —farm systems and every­ 
thing. 
It’s not like my kiddie days in Sacramento when 
a bunch of us got together and picked a team, 
found a sponsor to buy us a couple of bats and a 
few balls and joined a summer recreation league. 
Like everything else in the USA, kids’ baseball 
has been refined. 


IN MARIN COUNTY, Little League got its start 
in San Rafael and Angelo Colombo, former San 
Rafael High School athletic director and dean and 
now coordinator of physical education for San 
Rafael’s city schools, was first president of that 
league, 20 years ago. Ang is still working with 
kids, this year with the newly-formed San Rafael 
Senior League for boys 13 through 15. 
The San Rafael Little League has grown and 
split into two leagues during its two decades of 
existence, American and National. So don’t think 
expansion has been confined to the professional 
leagues. There* are now approximately 700 young­ 
sters involved in both leagues. James L. Placak is 
president of the San Rafael National Little League 
and George Burton is president of the San Rafael 
American. Highway 101 is the boundary line. Boys 
who live on the east side of the highway are in the 
National League and those on the west side the 
American.

Giants. 
Derrel Thomas, another new 
Padre, was aboard on a single 
when Jeter delivered his 360- 
foot blast over the left field 
fence. 
The teams meet again tonight 
with Steve Arlin, 0-1, going for 
San Diego against Sudden Sam 
McDowell, 1-0. 
Nate Colbert accounted for 
the Padres’ other runs with his 
90th big league homer and first 
four-bagger of the year. It 
came with Jeter on in the 
fourth with a single. 
Ironically, Jeter broke his left 
arm Dec. 27 while riding a 
horse in Venezuela. The acci­ 
dent happened while he was in 
South America to play winter 
baseball. 
Jeter missed most of spring 
training because his arm was in 
a cast seven weeks. 
“I feel 97 per cent back,” he 
reported after San Diego’s las- 
tinning victory. 
“There was no way in the 
world that I was looking for the 
homer in the ninth. 1 just want­ 
ed to make contact. 
“ Marichal's one of the best 
pitchers in baseball. If I hit 
him. that makes me pretty 
good, too.” 
Jeter said he was “very sor­ 
ry” about the collision that will 
cost the Giants the services of 
the 34-year-old McCovey from 
two to three months. 
“ McCovey’s such a great 
guy,” he remarked. “ It's a 
shame this had to happen. I 
know he worked so hard this 
spring.”

AT OXE STAGE of the talks 
with the Expos, Jim Fanning, 
Montreal’s general manager, 
was ready to make a deal for 
Dietz but Gene Mauch, the Ex­ 
pos’ field general, dinged it. 
So the talks with the Cardi­ 
nals were intensified but sud­ 
denly terminated when the 600 
major league players walked 
out in baseball’s first general 
strike. 
During the 13-day strike all 
trade talks were suspended be­ 
cause the imperative issue now 
was settlement of the strike. On 
March 30. the day before the 
walkout, Dietz caught what was 
to become the final spring exhi­ 
bition game for the Giants. It 
was in Palm Springs against 
the California Angels. 


HARRY DALTON, the fellow 
who had swung so many impor­ 
tant deals for the perennial 
American League champion 
Baltimore Orioles, was very 
impressed by Dietz’ perform­ 
ance against the Angels for 
whom Dalton now is general 
manager. 
Dalton went to Fox and asked 
if Dietz still was available. Fox 
told Dalton that he had no 
chance of getting Dietz now. It 
wasn’t that the Giants had 
changed their mind about deal­ 
ing Dietz. “ I don't believe there 
is a chance of getting waivers 
on him in our league,” Fox told 
Dalton. 
Fox was right. When the 
Giants tried to get waivers on 
Dietz in the National League, 
the Dodgers claimed him for 
the $20,000 waiver price on 
April 14, the day after the 
strike was settled. The Giants 
could have taken Dietz off the 


mg: platoon Fran Healy, a 
righthanded hitter, and Dave 
Rader, a lefthanded hitter, in 
catching roles. 


RADER, WHO HAD been op 
tioned to Phoenix on April 6 to 
meet the 25-player team limit 
for the opening day that never 
opened because of the strike, 
was recalled by the Giants and 
joined the team in Houston just 
as the Astros were announcing 
they had obtained Reuss from 
the Cardinals. 
Spec Richardson, Houston's 
general manager who swung 
the deal for Reuss, said: ‘i 
think we can win it now. I felt 
that way even before we got 
Reuss because the 1972 Astros 
are the best club we’ve put on 
the field. But Reuss, with Dave 
Roberts, gives us the necessary 
southpaw depth we lacked be­ 
fore against left handed lineups, 
such as the Dodgers can throw 
at you.” 
Richardson then added: “ The 
Dodgers aren't the only team 
with dangerous lefthanded hit­ 
ters. The Pirates and Cubs 
have some pretty good left- 
handed swingers, too.” 


THAT'S PR E C IS E LY why 
the Giants traded Gaylord Per­ 
ry and Frank Duffy last winter 
for Sam McDowell. Fox also 
tried to add Reuss to the 
Giants’ pitching staff, knowing 
as everyone else in the National 
League did that the Cardinals 
were unhappy with Reuss, not 
because of his pitching but be­ 
cause he was a holdout who 
hadn't signed a contract. 
He didn’t report until spring 
training was long under way 
and only then because the Car­ 
dinals declared his contract au­ 
tomatically renewed under a 
reserve clause stipulation.

More and more of today’s 
sparklers are phonies. And it’s 
not all a gigantic swindle. It’s 
honest counterfeiting. People 
are buying these stones for 
what they really are — genuine 
frauds. 


TEMPORARY ECONOMY 
Many an engaged girl is now 
flashing a simulated diamond 
and doesn’t care wrho knows it. 
After all, it’s a temporary econ­ 
omy, as a rule. 
Setting up housekeeping is 
expensive in these days of ris­ 
ing costs. So why pay for a real 
diamond when you can get a 
finely cut replica for only $75, 
and put the difference into fur­ 
nishings for the new home, 
young couples ask themselves. 
Not that “ counterfeit” dia­ 
monds really take the place of 
the genuine gem. That will 
probably come later, after the 
heavy expenses of homemaking 
have been met. 


ONLY JEWELER KNOWS 
But it’s not only the young 
people who are buying these 
replicas. Many of the well-to-do 
who already possess fine gems 
have stashed them away in the 
vault and are now wearing sim­ 
ulated jewels so genuine in 
appearance that only their jew’- 
eler knows the difference. 
In this case, it’s not only a 
safety measure, but an econo­ 
my as well. The cost of insur­ 
ance for real jewels is lower 
w hen they are kept in a vault. 
Even jewel thieves have been 
taken in sometimes by these 
very genuine looking counter­ 
feits. 


COUNTERFEIT STOLEN 
The story is told of a man 
who bought a 24-carat replica to 
replace a ring he had in stor­ 
age, only to have the counter­ 
feit stolen within a matter of 
weeks. 
He laughed — and sent for 
another to replace it. Not long 
afterward, afiother jewel thief 
bit the dust.The replacement 
was stolen. The owner laughed 
again, but not as hard.

Other services offered by SIS 
are personal visits daily or 
periodically, shopping for those 
who cannot get to a store, 
secretarilal and bookkeepinj 
services for the shuf-in, and 
dozens of other little chores 
that may seem impossible for 
one who is confined. 
“ This is an organization that 
exists to help when relatives or 
friends cannot,” said Mrs. Coo­ 
ley. “ Most families appreciate 
the assurance of having SIS to 
call on when they are not avail­ 
able. This service is not intend­ 
ed to replace family assistance 
only as a supplement to i t ” 
All services are $7.50 per 
hour, except telephone reassur­ 
ance calls. This fee varies with 
the number of calls made each 
month.

But the report said the 
changes were “ inadequate” be­ 
cause they affect only 10 labo­ 
ratory tests out of a total of 
about 690 tests.

Other recommendations in­ 
clude reviewing maximum 
reimbursement rate^ tor labo­ 
ratory procedures, periodically 
monitoring of lab payments to 
determine if Blue Shield is to 
comply with policy guidelines 
and retiring Blue Shield to use 
a computer to process claims 
as a means of reducing errors.

Survival Inc. is run by two 
directors — 24-year-old * Judy 
Nicoll of San Rafael, and 22- 
year-old Roger Bockrath. She 
handles the organization’s book­ 
keeping and adm inistrative de 
tails, while he serves as the 
group’s field director. 
Yesterday, sitting in Mrs. Ni- 
coll’s home — which doubles as 
Survival’s office — they dis­ 
cussed some of their group’s 
problems. 
“ Our biggest problem is the 
c o m m u n ic a tio n g a p w e ’re 
forced to deal with,” explained 
Mrs. Nicoll. “ More than 75 per 
cent of the people who recycle 
with us don’t even know what 
we do with all their stuff. For 
all they know, we're driving 
down the street and dumping it 
in the bay.” 
“Another public misconcep­ 
tion that we face,” she said, “ is 
that recycling is lucrative. On 
an average weekend we recycle 
som e 35 tons of cans and bot­ 
tles. It takes about 100 people to 
do this. Our gross financial 
return is around $500. It’s plain 
to see that with trucks, insur­ 
ance, an office, gas and you 
nam e it . . . only about 10 per 
cent of those people receive 
anything, and then only about 
$1 per hour.” 
She attributed Survival’s sur­ 
vival thus far to the volunteer 
work of a great m any young 
people, but this, in turn can 
work to the organization’s dis­ 
advantage, 
Mrs. Nicoll said, 
since it prevents m any adults 
from taking it seriously. 
Most people, she continued, 
sim ply don't realize the size of 
the job Survival is undertaking. 
Fam ilies drive down to one of 


the six depots, unload their 
bottles and cans and drive off. 
Unless clients painstakingly 
sorted their bottles into clear 
and tinted glass, and cans into 
aluminum, tin or bi-metal, the 
volunteers are forced to spend 
hours doing that job. 


If, as Mrs. Nicoll estim ates, 
25 per cent of the people of 
Marin dump their recyclable 
g arb ag e w ith S urvival Inc., 
th at’s a pretty big pile of gar­ 
bage. 


Even 100 spirited high school 
students can get pretty tired 
and disgusted, she said, when 
case after case of unsorted 
bottles get dumped at their 
feet. 


The recyclables collected on 
the weekends are transportd 
for sale to three companies 
during the week. 


Glass is sold at $20 per ton to 
the Owens-Illinois Glass Co. in 
Oakland. On an average weeu- 
end, Survival Inc. m ight collect 
about $500 on that glass. 


“ Aluminum is easier,” ex­ 
plained 
Nicoll, 
“ because it’s 
lightweight and we don't have 
to carry it as far. Survival Inc. 
gets $200 per ton of aluminum 
from the Golden Gate Distribu­ 
tion Corp. of San Rafael. A 
good weekend m ight bring in 
$150. 


“ Tin and bi-metal are a real 
pain in the n e c k /’ said Mrs. 
N icoll. The so rtin g process, 
which all buyers require, is 
consid erab ly tim e-consum ing 
for cans. Survival yields about 
$80 a weekend on these cans 
from the M and T Chemical Co. 
of South San Francisco. 


While sensing a genuine con­ 
cern among m any businesses 
for the ecological benefits of 
recycling, Mrs. Nicoll believes 
that most firm s buying garbage 
i rom Survival Inc. are simply 
tolerating the group — not help­ 
ing it. 


“ They’re taking our glass as 
a public relations trip ,” she 
said . “ T h ey ’re for recy clin g 
bottles as we're doing it now'. If 
we tried recycling bottles with­ 
out smashing them, you know 
the bottling companies would 
not be as friendly.” 


National figures, Mrs. Nicoll 
said, 
a ttrib u te 
about 
five 
pounds of garbage daily to each 
person. In M arin that works out 
to 1,000,000 pounds, or 500 tons 
daily. At least half this, she

First Curbs On 
The Brown Air 


I-J Special Report 


SAN FRANCISCO - B ay 
Area smog officials, after 17 
years in business, yesterday 
adopted their first limit on ni­ 
trogen oxides, the pollutant that 
turns air brown. 


The key pollutant that cooks 
under the sun into photochemi­ 
cal smog, these oxides also 
irritate the lungs of sensitive 
people. The new regu latio n , 
aim ed at large power plant and 
industrial boilers, will eliminate 
up to 30 tons of the oxides that 
end up in the air each day, 
district officials estim ated. 


T his reduction still would 
leave 180 tons a day from 
sources under district jurisdic­ 
tion. Motor vehicles add anoth­ 
er 419 tons a day, a figure to be 
cut by future emission controls. 
The new limits will apply to 
new and expanded operation of 
both larg e and m edium -size 
boilers, and to existing large 
boilers in three years. Existing 
medium-size boilers were ex­ 
empted pending further staff 
study of the feasibility of cut­ 
ting their emissions of nitrogen 
oxides. 
Spokesmen for Pacific Gas 
and Electric Co. insisted that 
these medium-size boilers can­ 
not be modified to m eet the 
limits. Changes to the large 
boilers alone will cost up to $10 
million, they said. 
The district’s advisory coun­ 
cil had recommended lim its ap­ 
ply only to new and expanded 
boilers, but existing large boil­ 
ers had to be included at the 
last momentwbecause of de­ 
mands by the state Air Re­ 
sources Board. The district’s 
adm inistrator, D,J. Callaghan, 
conceded that he had over­ 
looked the state board’s re­ 
quirements when the advisory 
council drafted the regulation. 
The board voted 10-1 to ap­ 
prove the new limits. Director 
Mountain View City Council­ 
man William R. Jelavich, an 
outspoken critic of Callaghan, 
refused to approve the limits 
without their review by the 
advisory council. He noted that 
the limits had been under study 


by the district since January, 
1970. 
The staff estim ated that the 
combined effects of the new 
d istric t lim its and new c a r 
smog controls will cut nitrogen 
oxide emissions by 1985 back to 
the 1955 level of 300 tons a day. 
The daily tonnage, however, 
will climb again after 1985 be­ 
cause the increased num ber of 
m otor vehicles will more than 
offset the effect of sm og con­ 
trols according to the staff. 
Paul Matthew, m anager of 
PG&E’s steam generation de­ 
partm ent, insisted that “ we just 
don’t know how” to cut em is­ 
sions from existing medium- 
size boilers to m eet the pro­ 
posed lim it. “ We have an order­ 
ly process” of replacing boilers 
with improved equipment that 
m ay meet the limits, he said, 
adding that boilers last up to 40 
years. 
On another issue, cracking 
down on heavy pollution when 
in d u stria l equipm ent b reaks 
down, the board again post­ 
poned action to June 22. The 
issue has been under study by 
the district since May, 1969. 
Citizen groups have urged 
that all breakdowns be prose­ 
cuted as violations of district 
regulations. They now are ex­ 
cused as unavoidable accidents 
in most cases. 
Glenn H. Baumer, environ­ 
m ental engineer for Phillips Pe­ 
troleum Co., said “there are 
hazards in our civilization, and 
we have to put up with them or 
a b a n d o n o u r c iv iliz a tio n .” 
While some of the breakdowns 
are caused by human error, he 
said, “in many cases they are 
not avoidable.” 
In other business, the board 
appointed Dr. David T. Mage, 
assistant professor at San Jose 
State College’s school of engi­ 
neering, to a vacancy on the 
advisory council. Mage early 
this month reported that air 
pollution in the Bay Area is far 
worse than reported by district 
officials. 
His appointment was urged 
by the labor councils of Contra 
Costa and Santa Clara counties.

Leaders Hit 


Proposition 9

SAN FRANCISCO — B ay 
Area smog officials yesterday 
branded Proposition 9 as an 
unworkable proposal that would 
clog the courts and interfere 
with the urgent need for nu­ 
clear power plants. 
Bay Area Air Pollution Con­ 
trol District directors agreed 
unanimously that the Environ­ 
m ent Initiative on the June 
ballot should be rejected by the 
voters. 
The proposition would set un­ 
precedented lim its on lead in 
fuel, prevent new offshore oil or 
gas leases, bar nuclear power 
plants for five years, bar per­ 
sistent. pesticides and set ex­ 
trem ely tough conflict of inter­ 
est provisions for m em bers of 
agencies regulating air and wa­ 
ter quality. 
Industry has objected that it 
will be impossible to comply 
with many of the antipollution 
provisions in the proposition. It 
would fine polluting companies 
.4 per cent of their previous 
annual gross income for each 
day they violate pollution lim ­ 
its. 
The smog officials, with 10 of 
18 directors present, postponed 
a form al vote opposing the 
proposition to their May 3 m eet­ 
ing so that more directors could 
vote on it.

Does the quality of love and care influence 
the future personality of an infant? Many 
p ed iatrician s and p sy c h ia trists believe it 
does, although this theory is difficult to prove. 
Total inattention may adversely affect the 
personality, but smothering the baby with 
love and affection is no guarantee he will 
become an emotionally stable adult. Certain 
studies show children deprived of all mother­ 
ing do not flourish. Other surveys suggest 
such children become emotionally retarded or 
unstable.

The opposite also occurs. 
Some youngsters reared in in­ 
stitutions m ature more quickly 


and outstrip their playm ates 
who have been showered with 
m aternal love. However, fac­ 
tors other than love during ear­ 
ly life enter the picture. Impor­ 
tant as is mothering, so are 
playm ates. 


RESEARCH on rhesus mon­ 
keys at the University of Wis­

By Assembly 


SACRAMENTO (UPI) -T h e 
Assembly yesterday passed leg­ 
islation clearing the way for 
legalization of nonprofit, chari­ 
table bingo games over objec­ 
tions it would lead California 
down the “inexorable” path of 
permitting all gambling. 
Assem blym an 
Robert 
W. 
Crown, D-Alam eda, warned, 
“We should not permit a break 
in the dike." 


He said the question was 
“ whether or not we’re going 
down that inexorable path to­ 
wards legalized gambling." 
But Assemblyman Leroy F. 
Greene. D-Sacramento, author 
of the legislation, said he had a 
list of 1,911 places where bingo 
is currently being played in 
violation of state law, including 
city police associations, a mor­ 
tuary, churches, lodges and 
country clubs. 
“It is going on today. It went 
on yesterday and it will go on 
tomorrow no matter what you 
do,” Greene told his colleagues. 
The House voted 55-12 to send 
to the Senate his proposed 
in­ 
stitutional amendment p*-» - t 
ting bingo. A cornpar 
was passed 44-22. 
The amendment needed 54 
votes and the bill 41. 
If approved by the voters, the 
co n stitu tio n a l 
am endm ent 
would perm it the nonprofit 
games on a local option basis. 
The bill imposes stringent con­ 
trols on the games including 
making it a misdemeanor for 
persons to receive a profit, 
wage or salary from the game.

San Diego Still Site 
Of GOP Convention 


WASHINGTON (UPI) -T h e 
Republican Party conceded 
yesterday preparations for its 
1972 convention in San Diego 
had run into “major problems" 
but said it was “presently pro­ 
ceeding with plans" to meet in 
the California city Aug. 21. 
R. L. Herman, vice chairman 
of the GOP convention arrange­ 
ments committee, left open the 
possibility, however, that the 
party still might move to anoth­ 
er site. 
“The arrangements commit­ 
tee does have major problems 
in San Diego," said Herman in 
a statement released by the 
Republican National Commit­ 
tee. 
“We are working on them 
and so are the people of San 
Diego. It is unlikely that all the 
difficultues can be solved com­ 
pletely. Most of them can be 
met even though the situation 
may not be ideal. Thus, we are 
presently proceeding with our 
plans to open the Convention in 
San Diego Aug. 21. However, it 
is my obligation to attempt to 
prepare for any eventuality and 
to be aware of alternatives." 
In a story in the Miami news, 
Herman was quoted as also 
saying: “If Miami Beach has 
an interest 
they should make 
an offer "

Herman’s statement said the 


“critical problem lies in modi­ 
fying the San Diego Sports Are­ 
na, where the convention is to 
be held," but that there was 
also 
problems 
of securing 
enough hotel space and in ob­ 
taining cash commitments from 
the city. 
“Our architect and contractor 
inform us that all of the modifi­ 
cations of the arena cannot be 
completed in time unless work 
can begin sooner than the arena 
owner presently will permit," 
Herman said. 
Another “stumbling block," 
said Herman, “has been a loca­ 
tion of the anchor booths for the 
television networks that would 
be satisfactory to both the net­ 
works and us." 
He also said the San Diego 
Civic Host Com m ittee “ has 
been having some difficulty in 
m eetin g the co m m itm en ts 
made in its bid to us." 
“We expected to have 12,500 
hotel rooms reserved by this 
time," Herman said, “with a 
prospect of increasing that 
number to 14,000 or even 14,500. 
Today we have available 11,200 
rooms, a number which would 
not permit us to accommodate 
all of the estimated 4500 news 
media

state Franchise Tax Board 
along with the usual flood of 
income tax returns this year. 
Among the potpourri of tax­ 
payers’ messages opened by 
frenzied state workers Wednes­ 
day was a letter from a young 
woman explaining why she had 
enclosed signed W 2 forms. 
“In case you were wondering, 
IB did not try to burn my W-2s 
out of anger,” she wrote the 
board "I would have liked to. 
“I had a slight misfortune 
with a candle. Trying to be 
romantic and figure taxes at 
the >ame time does not work 
(Hah!). * 
Another taxpayer wrote: “If 
the state of California slides 
into the sea, do I get my $64 
back?" 
“ If this is for the war on 
poverty, where do I surren­ 
der'.’” was one wry remark. 
A merchant seaman tried a 
novel approach through taxes 
in trying to get a date. He told 
the board he was 25 years old, 
5T0" and 170 pounds. 
” 1 just want to meet a nice 
girl in this off the-wall way to 
do it. 
he wrote. “Please write 
back if you know somebody 
who wants to try this.” 
Other notes were caustic. 
“Please use this money more 
wisely than you have been in 
the past," one taxpaper wrote. 
One person enclosed a button 
with the note: “I would give my 
shirt but the U. S. federal got 
it. ' 
But others enclosed good tid­ 
ings One taxpayer sent a beau­ 
tiful Christmas card with a 
partridge and a pear tree. 
“ Have a Merry C hristm as” 
was crossed out and scribbled 
in was the salutation: “Have a 
happy tax season." 
A spokesm an for the tax 
board said thus far it had pro­ 
cessed 2 1-4 million returns of 
the 6 million expected this year. 
Thu deadline for filing state 
returns was midnight Monday. 
He said about $415 million has 
been banked by the state thus 
far of an expected total of about 
$1.2 billion.

the state 
switched to a withholding sys­ 
tem this year so next year most 
of the money will have been 
collected before income tax re­ 
turn time. 
The board spokesman also 
said some taxpayers this year 
forgot to claim the 20 per cent 
forgiveness deduction because 
of the switch to the withholding 
system. He said in such cases 
the tax workers will recompute 
the return to include the for­ 
giveness and mail the forgetful 
taxpayer a refund.

Ex-Marin Schools Chief 
May Leave Berkeley Job 


I-J Special Report 
BERKELEY — Dr. Richard 
L. Foster, form er Marin County 
schools superintendent who has 
resigned as chief of Berkeley 
schools, held out the possibility 
yesterday he may recant. 


“ Closed minds are the m ark 
of narrow people,” Foster told 
the Independent-Journal. 
Foster announced his resigna­ 
tion, effective in April 1973, at a 
board of education m eeting 
T uesday night, although the 
five-member board, with two 
abstentions, voted to reject it. 
The superintendent, whose 
career has been shadowed by 
controversy, indicated yester­ 
day he was firm in his decision 
at this tim e but that the situa­ 
tion could change within the 
next year. 


He said his resignation was 
due in part to the “ adm inistra­ 
tion being treated less than . . . 
m en.” He did not elaborate. 


Foster added he always has 
been of the belief that urban 
school a d m in istra to rs should 
“ stay on for three, five years, 
get an ‘R and R ’ (rest and 
recreation), then move on.” 


F o ste r w as nam d to the 
Berkeley job in 1969, several 
months after resigning as su­ 
perintendent of the San Ramon 
Valley Unified School District 
bacause of what he term ed the 
“ attacks of a highly vocal righ­ 
tist group.” 
Foster, long a fighter for 


desegregation and special edu­ 
cational opportunities for mi­ 
norities, had widespread sup­ 
port when his term began, but 
had come under fire within the 
last year. 


Many of Berkeley’s teachers 
gam e him a “no confidence” 
vote in a poll conducted in 
M arch 1971 by the Berkeley 
Educators’ Association and the 
Berkeley Federation of Teach­ 
ers. 


Rev. W. Haziah Williams, a 
black m em ber of the board of 
education, accused two white 
board m em bers Tuesday night 
of undercutting the superintend­ 
ent.

Alligators are on the list of 
endangered species in the U.S. 
and cannot legally be hunted. 
But prices are high, and thou­ 
sands of skins are shipped cov­ 
ertly to Japan every year for 
processing into wallets, belts, 
handbags, and shoes. 
The current federal crack­ 
down bids to blunt what U.S. 
Attorney John W. Stokes Jr. in 
A tlanta calls “ the g re a te st 
slaughter of wildlife since the 
American buffalo was killed 
off.” 
Few people realize how many 
alligators have been killed in 
the past two decades and what 
dam age this has done to the 
natural environment in Florida, 
Louisiana, and Georgia. 
In south F lo rid a 's E v er­ 
glades, for example, Dr. Frank 
Craighead, Sr., an ecologist, 
estim ated that in 1950 there 
were two million alligators. To­ 
day he estim ates that 98 or 99 
per cent of these have been 
killed, mostly by poaching. (Of­ 
ficials in Everglades National 
Park, which includes only a 
portion of the Everglades, say 
from 90 to 95 per cent of the 
alligators have been killed in 
the park itself.) 
Hundreds of thousands more 
have been slaughtered in south­ 
ern Louisiana and southeastern 
Georgia. Butchering goes on 
every night in the swamps of 
central Florida. 
Across the southeast there 
art1 about 100 poachers, or hunt­ 
ers. Some make as much as 
$1,000 for a single night’s work. 
But government prosecutors 
have chosen to move first in

this crackdown against Quince 
Clayton Plott, an Atlanta busi­ 
nessman who is charged with 
being a middleman in the alli­ 
gator racket. 


A federal grand jury here 
returned a 40-count indictment 
against Mr. Plott and his son, 
Christopher Joel Plott. They 
are charged specifically with 
receiving 6,294 skins from a 
wide range of persons in Louis­ 
iana, Texas, and Florida. 
U.S. A ttorney Stokes says 
about 40 persons in several

charged under federal laws, 
and about 80 under state laws. 
Federal law comes into play 
only when skins cross state 
lines. 
Federal jurisdiction in this 
area began in 1969 with passage 
of the Endangered Species Act. 
Investigations are carried out 
by agents of the Bureau of 
Sport Fisheries and Wildlife, 
division of m anagement and 
enforcem ent, D epartm en t of 
the Interior. 
State game officials cooperat­ 
ed in the current probe. 
But states have been general­ 
ly unsuccessful in protecting 
their alligator populations, de­ 
spite night patrols and other 
special efforts. Federal agents, 
however, were able to work in 
the other direction when they 
seized voluminous records ap­ 
plying to the alligator racket. 
With these records, agents 
learned names, dates of sales, 
prices paid, and other vital 
information. “ Even illegal busi­ 
n e sse s 
m u st 
k eep 
good 
records,” Mr. Stokes noted. 
Records showed that most 
skins from the United States 
are going to one firm — Inoue 
& Fujai — in Tokyo. There are 
no laws in Japan prohibiting 
such imports. 
Best prices — about $6 a foot 
— were paid to hunters for 
’gator hides in the three-to-five- 
foot range. The middleman got 
about $9 a foot once the skins 
were a I ward a ship bound for 
Japan. 
This middleman’s price has 
now leaped to $22 a foot be­ 
cause of the federal crackdown.

Federal agents have almost

Only unhappy feature of the 
federal effort was voiced by 
Frederick A. Williams, regional 
supervisor of the Bureau of 
Sports Fisheries and Wildlife in 
Atlanta. 


Williams said that many of 
those 460 people suspected of 
trading in skins will escape 
prosecution because the statue 
of limitations ran out during the 
lengthy investigation. All the 
charges are misdemeanors and 


— under Florida law, for exam ­ 
ple — the government has only 
two years to prosecute. 


The probe could have moved 
much faster — one agent esti­ 
mated three times faster — if 
the wildlife agency had been 


given additional personnel to 
enforce the Endangered Species 
Act. 


Not one officer has been add­ 
ed. however, in the Southeast 
region, and it was necessary to 
build the entire case bv taking 


officers from other duties, such 
as enforcing m ig rato ry bird 
Jaws. 


Even now’, Williams says, he 
could use ‘“at least a dozen 
in v e s tig a to rs ... full tim e to 
continue this in v estig atio n .” 


The probe has turned up other 
significant violations of “ a sim­ 
ilar nature and significance,” 
but checking into them must be 
postponed indefinitely for lack 
of manpower, he says. 


Williams says he hopes this 


case will call attention to what 
he considers a serious need for 
both more money and manpow- 
er to enforce the growing num­ 
ber of wildlife laws on the 
books.

Serious Crimes Continue Moderate Climb

WASHINGTON - “ Slowed 
down 
.. “tapering off” 
“actual decrease.” 


Any American reading these 
descriptions of the nation’s 
crime 
issued by the Depart­ 
ment of Justice in 1970, 1971 
1972, respectively - might well 
conclude that crime is declin­ 
ing. 


It isn't. Serious crime actu­ 
ally continues to mount — by 31 
per cent during the past three 
years judging by the depart­ 
ment’s own figures, albeit at a 
slackened pace. 


The rosy pronouncements, 
critics say, began appearing 
not long after the Nixon admin­ 
istration came into office large­ 
ly on a platform of “ law and 
order.” 
1 


I raditionally, crime statistics 
were left to the Federal Bureau 
of Investigation. The FBI rou­ 
tinely compiled the nation’s on­ 
ly reliable figures, then re­ 
leased them to the public. 


1 he results were workman­ 
like, but — in a period of rising 
crime rates — normally more 
chilling than cheery. 


But in 1970. when the annual 
crime reports began reviewing 
the Nixon years, the Depart­ 
ment of Justice started issuing 
its own interpretation of the 
FBI figures. A Justice public 
information officer has conced­ 
ed that his office rewrites the 
FBI analyses. 
Critics see a “ self-fulfilling 
prophesy’’ — the President 
promises to cut crime, then his 
Justice Department interprets 
the annual crime statistics to 
suggest that Nixon is fulfilling 
his pledge. The administration 
denies it. 
Critics add that the Justice 
Department was headed, until 
recently by the same man who 
ran the President’s law and 
order campaign (Atty. Gen. 
John N. Mitchell). 
Grumbling also has been de­ 
tected. by some, from the FBI 
<an arm of the Justice Depart­ 
ment» and other professional 
law enforcement officers. 
Here's how the crime in­ 
crease of the Nixon years have 
been described by the Justice 
Department: 
In 1969, a 12 per cent increase 
in serious crime. “The rate of 
crime slowed down substantial­ 
ly” (from 17 per cent in 1968). 
1970, an 11 per cent increase. 
“ The second year in a row that 
crime statistics showed a taper­ 
ing off of the sharp upward 


urbs ill per cent) and rural 
areas (10 per cent). 


The growing crime problem 
in suburban areas was analyzed 
about a year ago by then- 
Attorney General Mitchell in a 
magazine interview: 


“ Mainly (it occurs) because of 
the rapid growth of suburban 
population. Also . . . it may be 
partly because the city police 
departments are becoming so 
effective that criminals are 
moving their operations out into 
the suburbs, where police are 
not quite so effective.” 


Even in some cities where the 
crime wave is ebbing, the new- 
figures left some citizens’ fears 
uncalmed. Here in Washington, 
for example, overall crime 
dropped 13 per cent. But the 
year brought 54 more murders 
than the preceding year.

Private Schools Feel Pinch Of State Colleges

In recent months, high-school 
senior Johnny Smith has spent 
long hours poring over college 
catalogs, checking out loan and 
scholarship opportunities, talk­ 
ing with his school guidance 
counselor on the pros and cons 
of various colleges and univer- 
’sities. 
Now he has made some deci­ 
sions and mailed applications to 
three admissions offices. 
Options open to Johnny — 
quality options —- were many. A 
few decades ago he would have 
.settled oil a college within a 
narrower range If money were 
not a pressing problem , he 
probably would have selected 
:at that early date one of the 
’fine private colleges that 
a bound in the United States. 
Or if Ills family were less 
affluent, he might well have 
limited his choice to a public 
yollege or university in his 
state. That would have held 
expenses down, both on tuition 
and travel. He might even have 
commuted, if the distance were 
not too great. 
But these savings in cost of a 
college education would have 
been realized at a price — a 
second class education. In those 
days, many state-run colleges 
were emerging from agricultur­ 
al and mechanical institutions 
and normal schools. 
Today, the situation has dra­ 
m atically changed. Although 
quality varies among state sup­ 
ported campuses (as it does 
elsewhere), these institutions as 
a group have closed the gap 
considerably. Some of them 
now rank with the best of pri­ 
vate colleges. And their costs 
remain lower. Also, they often’ 
are more accessible. 
One result: Johnny and his 
peers tend to favor publicly 
supported colleges and univer­ 
sities over private ones. So 
state campuses now' attract five 
students to private colleges’ 
two, in contrast to a 50-50 divi­ 
sion of enrollment until 20 years 
ago. And the disparity contin­ 
ues to grow. 
Feeling the pinch, officials of 
a number of private institutions 
are crying ‘"unfair com peti­ 
tion.” They want state help to 
put their campuses on a more 
nearly equal footing with ublic 
colleges and universities in 
charges. 
They reason this way: By 
drawing on private funds, inde­ 
pendent and church related col­ 
leges save the taxpayers'mon- 


A N E W B A L L G A M E — Some of these 
students at^ a state university might have 
gone to a private school years ago. But rising 
tuition costs and just as good schooling are 


ey. Burgeoning enrollments in 
public colleges require vast out­ 
lays for newr buildings and facil­ 
ities, while places in many pri­ 
vate colleges go unfilled. The 
state should make use of these 
available places, thus saving on 
building costs. It could do this 
by making attendance at pri­ 
vate colleges more attractive — 
either by a partial tuition Subsi­ 
dy for students choosing to go 
there, or by raising charges 
levied at state colleges. 
Either way, a fairer balance 
would be struck between the 
two types of institutions, propo­ 
nents contend. 
One advocate of staff* aid Is 
Dr. John R. Silber, president of 
Boston University. He has said: 
“ There is no logic in driving 
private universities to the point 
of bankruptcy in order to dupli­ 
cate the facilities they now 
have by creating public col­ 
le g e s. P riv a te u n iv e rsitie s 
could educate a lot more stu­ 
dents without any additional 
capital outlays.” 
Dr. Silber claims that if his 
institution had been given the 
funds spent in developing the 
•University of M assachusetts’ 
Boston campus, it could have 
educated 20,000 students “in 
perpetuity.” 
State university officials dis­ 
pute the educator’s logic. But 


this is the kind of conflict in the 
area of public vs. private edu­ 
cation that is beginning to sur­ 
face. 
The eruption is caused by 
greater intensity of feeling, be­ 
cause the stakes are nowr high­ 
er. Many private colleges and 
universities see themselves as 
approaching the point of fiscal 
desperation, if not yet of bank­ 
ruptcy, and are struggling for a 
way out. 
Inflation and declining in­ 
come (relative or actual) have 
made a bad situation worse. 
Earlier efforts to increase in­ 
come through tuition rises 
proved counter-productive, en­ 
couraging more students to en­ 
ter state colleges. 
Private institutions no doubt 
prefer subsidy — which is mon­ 
ey in their pockets — to higher 
charges at public colleges as a 
way of redressing the balance 
between the two kinds of cam­ 
puses. Plans have been pro­ 
posed in several states, where­ 
by private colleges would 
receive a state payment for 
each student adm itted. The 
amount, however, would proba­ 
bly be modest, perhaps $100 per 
student 
General aid is already grant­ 
ed in some states. New York, 
for example, aw’ards colleges 
$100 lor each bachelor’s and

The New York plan appears 
to wralk the line between both 
viewpoints. It protects the in­ 
terest of poorer students by 
exempting from tuition those 
whose family income is in the 
“lowest bracket.” 
Where family income is be­ 
low $12,000, the student still 
gets a tuition break. For exam­ 
ple, a freshman whose family 
has net taxable income of $7,000 
now pays $350 ($200 less than 
the full amount); under the new 
sechedule, he will pay $450. 
The purpose of the increases, 
according to SUNY Chancellor 
Ernest L. Boyer, is to preserve 
the quality of academic pro­ 
grams in the face of an appro­ 
priations freeze. Gov. Nelson A. 
Rockefeller’s proposed budget 


master’s degree issued, and $2,- 
•100 for each doctoral degree. 
Although private colleges are 
unlikely to abandon the effort to 
win more state funding, they 
now are lining up behind pro­ 
posals for higher tuition at state 
colleges as an equalizer. 
Expressing the sentiments of 
administrators on many private 
campuses, Dr. Robert W. Hart­ 
man of the Brookings Institu­ 
tion said at a recent confer­ 
ence: 
“A seller of a service who has 
to recover his costs from a 
group of consumers who can 
get the same thing free — or 
nearly so —- down the block is 
not a seller with a rosy future. 
As long as the gap between the 
tuition charged by the private 
and public sectors remains as 
wide as it is, the private sector 
will be in for a rough time.” 
Dr. Hartman envisions an ar­ 
rangement by which students at 
public colleges and universities 
pay a reasonable tuition, with 
some of the money going into 
scholarships and some into aid 


for private colleges. 
This is essentially the plan 
advocated by a group of 106 
New York .State private institu­ 
tions. Their combined deficits 
last year were $29 million and 
are expected to total about the 
same this year. Private col­ 
leges and universities in the 
state report some 15,000 vacan­ 
cies, which they attribute to the 
expansion of the State Universi­ 
ty of New York (SUNY) and its 
low-tuition policy. 
But this is now about to 
change. Beginning with this 
year’s summer session, SUNY’s 
tuition will be increased sub­ 
stantially. Instead of a flat $550 
per year fee for undergradu­ 
ates, freshmen and sophomores 
will be charged $650, and jun­ 
iors and seniors $800. Graduate 
students will pay correspond­ 
ingly more. 
Higher fees run counter to the 
recent emphasis on open admis­ 
sions or freer access, aimed 
particularly at minorities and 
other low income individuals 
who might otherwise be denied 


for the new fiscal year recom­ 
mends that state university 
spending be held to the pre­ 
vious year’s figure of $481 mil­ 
lion. 
In announcing the tuition 
hikes, Dr. Boyer made no refer­ 
ence to the action as designed 
in any way to strengthen the 
position of private colleges. Yet 
the effect is in line with the 
desires of the 109 college group 
in the state, moving public col­ 
lege tuition closer to that of the 
private institutions. 
Opposing these tuition in­ 
creases, the New York Times 
stated editorially: “Even if this 
maneuver were to boost the 
private institution’s sagging en­ 
rollment, which is doubtful, it 
would do nothing to strengthen 
their long-term financial posi­ 
tion. . . 
“ F a r m ore productive.. . 
could be Rockefeller’s appeal 
for a statewide and regional 
cooperation between the public 
and private sectors.” 


This theme is being beard 
more frequently. After hearing 
a private university president 
extol the virtures of private 
institutions over public as a 
reason for state aid, one Mid­ 
western state university spokes­ 
man responded in conversa­ 
tion: “Now’s the time to close 
ranks. Nothing’s to be gained 
by private and public universi­ 
ties fighting for the same dol­ 
lars. If we aren't careful, edu­ 
cation itself will be harmed, 
and we'll both lose out.” 
Nodding vigorous agreement 
is Dr. Robert W<x>d, president 
of the University of Massachu­ 
setts, a fast growing state insti­ 
tution. 
The university’s board of 
trustees has announced a policy 
of collaboration betwTeen the 
university and the private uni­ 
versities and colleges within the 
state. It is evident in the coop­ 
erative arrangement in the uni­ 
versity's “home town” of Am­ 
herst, where the university and 
four nearby private colleges 
joint'd forces to organize an 
experimenting college, and all 
five make up a viable consor­ 
tium.

Senkaku Islands Crisis Looms

TOKYO — A slow-burning 
crisis may be developing over 
the technicalities of who really 
owns the Senkaku islands locat­ 
ed to the northeast of Taiwan. 
So far the Senkakus issue 
appears to be an irritant rather 
than a major bone of contention 
between Japan and the U.S., 
diplomatic sources suggest. 
American officials are uncer­ 
tain just where the repeated 
comments by Foreign Minister 
Takeo Fukuda are leading, 
however. Diplomats see a dan­ 
ger of escalation from the mo­ 
mentum either of domestic poli­ 
tics or increasing friction 
between Tokyo and Washing­ 
ton. 
The uninhabited but potential­ 
ly oil-rich Senkaku islands, lo­ 
cated between Okinawa and 
Taiwan, are claimed concur­ 
rently by Japan, Communist 
China, and the Republic of 
China. The U.S. has adminis­ 
tered these islands since the 
end of World War II as a part 
of the Ryukyu islands (Okinawa 
and its surrounding islands). 
The U.S. is returning the 
Kyukuyus (and the Senkakus) to 
Japanese adm inistration on 
May 15, but it has reserved its 
position on the legal ownership 
of the Senkakus. It says only 
that it is returning administra­ 
tion of the Senkakus to the 
country from which it took over 
in 1945. 


Paradoxically, however (as 
the Japanese are quick to point 
out), the U.S. will continue to 
use a bombing range on the 
islands under its security treaty 
with Japan. 
Japan is unhappy with Amer­ 
ican neutrality on the subject 
and would like to have Wash­ 
ing- ton endorse its claims. 
Fukuda has made several state-

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ments to this effect in the past 
few days. He was reported as 
saying in the Diet that Tokyo 
might make a strong protest to 
Washington if American ambi­ 
guity continues. 
It is difficult to determine the 
exact context and meaning of 
Fukuda’s words, however. Ear­ 
lier, he reportedly told the Diet 
that he would not ask for Amer­ 
ican support for Japan’s territo­ 
rial claims, on the grounds that 
the islands so clearly belong to 
Japan that no American en­ 


dorsement is necessary. 
Some foreign diplomats think 
they detect a coordinated posi­ 
tion on the Senkakus that has 
been thought through in ad­ 
vance by the Foreign Ministry.

However, he has been 
losing ground recently, both in 
larnering party votes and on 
the glamorous China issue.

The Com­ 
munist Party is reserving its 
position, but the other opposi­ 
tion parties — no m atter how 
strong their pro-Peking impul­ 
ses — support Japan’s territori­ 
al claims. So also does the 
generally pro-Peking press. 
An alternative interpretation 
of Fukuda's statements on the 
U.»S. and the Senkakus might be 


found in increased friction and 
non-communication between 
Japan and the U.S. Ever since 
the “ Nixon shocks” of last 
year, working contracts be­ 
tween the two countries have 
deteriorated. Thus, to some 
Japanese politicians and bu­ 
reaucrats. Washington has ap­ 
peared to be bringing deliber­ 
ate, concerted pressure on 
Tokyo in the realms of China 
policy and economic policy. 
Moreover, Japan has found 
the U.S. withholding major and 
minor information from it (as 
well as speaking with different 
tongues in the State Depart­ 
ment, Defense Department, and 
White House). Whether by re­ 
flex or by design, Japan has 
begun to reciprocate and to 
withhold information from the 
U.S. that it would have shared 
freely in the past. 
So far the spat has been 
confined to minor issues, and it 
may be that the Senkakus fit 
into this pattern.

Advantages Of 
Claims Courts 


Since March 1972 the small 
claims court has been letting 
people sue for up to $500. The 
old limit was $300. 
Small claims courts have ad­ 
vantages. They’re quick, infor­ 
m al, inexpensive. But they 
have disadvantages too. Before 
you file, consider what it cannot 
do for you. 
One problem: if you’re the 
one who files the suit, you’ve 
only got one shot. If you lose, 
you can’t appeal, you can’t get 
a new’ trial, and you can’t get 
the court to consider new* evi­ 
dence after the judgment. But 
if you win, the other fellow’ may 
appeal — because he wasn’t tho 
one who picked the court in the 
first place. 
Also, you’re your owm attor­ 
ney in small claims. Sometimes 
that’s good. You save fees. But 
you aren’t likely to present 
your case quite as well to the 
judge. 
If you win you have all the 
remedies of a judgment credi­ 
tor to enforce your judgment. 
But suppose you’re the de­ 
fendant in a sm all claim s

court? If you lose, and want to 
appeal, here’s what you do. 
Post a bond, file a notice of 
appeal and if you perfect your 
appeal, you’ll be given a trial 
“de novo” (newr trial» in superi­ 
or court. The court hears the 
case as if tried for the first 
time.

m ight counter-claim 


against the plaintiff in the 
small claims court. Then if you 
get judgment, the plaintiff can 
appeal. But his appeal is re­ 
stricted to the counterclaim. 
»Small claims cases have to be 
heard within 60 days after fil­ 
ing. The hearings go fast. Ei­ 
ther side may call witnesses to 
testify. And they can bring in 
books or records. But neither 
may have an attorney present 
the case. 
The judge has broad powers 
over the evidence presented. He 
many informally make any in­ 
vestigation about the dispute. 
He can give judgm ent and 
make such orders as to time of 
paym ent or otherwise may 
seem to the judge to be right 
and just.

SANTA DOMINGO, — From behind a paper­ 
laden, ornately carved desk in his corner office in 
the Dominican presidential palace, Joaquin Bala­ 
guer for six years has been carefully orchestrat­ 
ing the course of events in this island nation. He 
shows every intention of wanting to continue doing 
so for years to come. 
But only blocks away, Juan 
Bosch, who once sat briefly in 
the same office and is some­ 
thing of a folk hero to many 
Dominicans, waits his oppor­ 
tunity to once again play a 
more commanding role in Do­ 
minican events. He has recent­ 
ly begun to regear his oft- 
persecuted political movement, 
te 
P artido Revolucionario 
Dominicano (PRD), which re­ 
mains the island's most cohe­ 
sive political movement. 
In many ways, the story of 
the Dominican Republic today 
iv the story of these two men 
and their works and actions. 
It is likely to be that way for 
years to come. Although there 
are obviously other Dominican 
politicians businessmen, mili­ 
tary leaders, and professionals 
of prominence, the feeling pers­ 
ists here that it is only Joaquin 
Balaguer and Juan Bosch who 
count. 


Moreover, much Dominican 
attention is already focused on 
the li'74 presidential elections, 
in which the two are bound to 
play the key roles. 


The campaign actually has 
begun. To be sure, Balaguer 
has not said he will seek a third 
term, nor has Bosch indicated 
whether he will contest the 1974 
vote rather than sitting it out as 


he did in 1971. But these two 
very dissimilar men who have 
so frequently clashed in the 
past — verbally and politically 
- are actively involved in the 
1974 contest. 
President Balaguer and for­ 
m er President Bosch already 
have registered opposing views 
on the mixed realities of Do­ 
minican life today: economic 
conditions improving in only 
some sectors of society; stag­ 
geringly high unemployment; a 
continuing, although somewhat 
reduced, 
wave of police 
in­ 
spired terrorism against many 
0i Bosch s followers; and re­ 
peated rumors of possible mili­ 
tary action against the Bala­ 
guer government 


Balaguer is convinced that 
his six years in office have 
brought a significant degree of 
stability and political peace to 
the much tortured island, and 
that the result has been a broad 
based economic growth. 


He can cite a roster of im­ 
pressive economic gains; a sev­ 
en per cent growth rate last 
year, with perhaps a percen­ 
tage point more this year: im­ 
proved sugar quotas on the 
t inted States markets as well 
as good sugar prices on the 
international market with a re-

sultant improvement m Domini­ 
can exports; impressive new 
construction, p a rticu larly in 
Santo Domingo, including a 
new National Theater and a 
National Library. 
But on the debit side of the 
ledger, nagging unemployment 
clouds the economic bubble and 
''hows no sign of improvement. 
\t least a third of all ablebod- 
ied Dominican men are out of 
work 
Even massive govern­ 
ment-sponsored, 
make-work 
projects — such as beautifying 
the road leading to Santo Do­ 
mingo s airport — have failed 
to make much of a dent in the 
unemployment problem. 
' It simply won't go away.'' a 
Dominican labor official close 
to the Balaguer government ad­ 
mitted, adding that “the more 
we try to solve it, the more 
apparent it becomes. " 
Part of the awareness of the 
problem is directly due to 
Bosch, who has made much of 


the issue in his frequent radio 
addresses to the nation. An 
articulate orator, the former 
president has lost no opportuni­ 
ty to suggest that the Balaguer 
government has failed to solve 
the pressing social problems 
that have long beset Dominican 
regimes. 
Actually, Bosch's radio ap­ 
pearances serve to illustrate 
the wide gulf that separates the 
present power structure around 
Balaguer and the forces around 
Bosch and the PRD. That gulf 
is at the heart of the Dominican 
problem, it springs from the 30- 
y e a r T ru jillo d ic ta to r s h ip , 
which ended with the assassina­ 
tion in 1961 of Rafael Leonidas 
Trujillo Molina. 
Although the d ictato r has 
been gone for 11 years, his 
legacy of hatreds and rivalries 
remains. The Trujillo stamp is 
firmly on Dominican politics, 
and it is likely to be years 
before the effects of his person­ 
al and often corrupt control of 
Dominican economic affairs is 
removed 
In a nation in which the 
Trujillo legacy looms so large. 
Joaquin Balaguer has the right 
credentials for retaining power. 
He accommodated himself with 
Trujillo in the dictator's later 
years, a fact that has made him 
acceptable to the Dominican 
power apparatus and in mili­ 
tary circles. That he has ably- 
manipulated the power appara­ 
tus in no way minimizes the 
influence which that apparatus 
possesses in Dominican life. 


By contrast. Juan Bosch nev­ 
er had the right credentials. 
During the Trujillo years, he 
spoke out from exile. When he 
returned 
in the heady days 
immediately after the Trujillo 
assassination, his popular re­ 
ception was more than the pow-

The story may he apocryphal 
and President Balaguer will not 
answer questions on it.

believed, official connivance. 
Police units were said to look 
the other way when paramili­ 
tary elements killed, wounded, 
or kidnapped PRD supporters.

South Viet Land Reform 
Program's Success Varies

SAIGON — The Saigon gov­ 
ernment’s land reform program 
now has reached an advanced 
stage, with new land ownership 
titles issued for more than half 


of the eligible tenant farmers. 
Under this U.S.-supported 
“ land to the tiller” program_ 
now entering its third year — 
about 2.5 million acres of pri­ 
vately owned riceland are sup­ 
posed to be transferred free of 
charge to about a million tenant 
farmers. 
But progress varies from one 
region to another. 
In the central lowlands, for 
instance, the program has got­ 
ten virtually nowhere. Land is 
scarce, and in numerous cases 
landlords have intimidated ten­ 
ant farmers and defrauded 
them of the benefits of the 
program. 
Another problem is that tradi­ 
tion-bound tenants and share­ 
croppers, who are deeply mis­ 
trustful of the government, 
hesitate to apply for land titles. 
The reform program in 'the 
central lowlands could eventu­ 
ally prove to be more of a 
liability than an asset. 
In the central highlands, the 
land reform program for the 
Montagnards is also beset with 
problems and has yet to get 
moving. 
But in the Mekong Delta, the 
statistics indicate that this 
much heralded program to 
abolish tenancy and win peas­ 
ant support is moving along in 
most provinces, sometimes 
ahead of schedule. 
Because the delta contains 
most of the country’s riceland 
and most of its tenant farmers, 
this is the area where the gov­ 
ernment is most hopeful of 
using land reform to build polit­ 
ical support. 
But the statistics teil only 
part of the story. Interviews by 
this correspondent with farm­ 
ers in three delta provinces 
indicate that the political im­ 
pact of the land reform pro­ 
gram may be minimal, or at 
least much less dramatic than 
some U.S. and Vietnamese offi­ 
cials had hoped. 
Even in so-called secure 
areas of the countryside, many 
farmers seem to cling to their 
traditional neutrality. Although 
they make accommodations 
with the government when 
forced to, they still withhold 
any firm commitment to it. 
The farmer’s suspicion of the 
government is deep rooted, and 
it will probably take a great 
deal more than land reform at 


this point to gain their alle­ 
giance. Other factors, such as a 
lack of effective government 
political organization at the vil­ 
lage level, also weigh in the 
balance. 


Most important of all, per­ 
haps, many farmers remain to 
be convinced that the Thieu 
government is going to last. To 
them, President Thieu appears 
to be a dubious creation of the 
Americans. 


In areas which were only 
recently secured by the govern­ 
ment or are still contested by 
the Viet Cong, the Viet Minh 
and the Viet Cong broke the 
landlords' hold years ago. In 
these areas, the farmers have 
not been paying rents for many 
years, and the land reform 
program appears to some 
merely to confirm a distribu­ 
tion of land already made by 
the Communists. 


Some farmers criticize the 
land reform program because it 
does not give land to the farm 
laborers in the delta, w-ho are 
one step lower on the socio­ 
economic scale than the tenant 
farmers. 


Officials say that such truly 
landless peasants make up less 
than 10 per cent of the popula­ 
tion in the delta. But in view of 
some farmers, the govern­ 
ment’s neglect of this group is 
significant. 


If the land-to-the-tiller law' is 
aimed at creating “ social jus­ 
tice,” they say, then why isn’t 
this rural proletariat being giv­ 
en land? After all, they say, the 
Viet Minh gave land to the 
poorest people during the war 
against the French. 


Another neglected group, crit­ 
ics say, are soldiers who were 
tenant farmers when they got 
drafted and who may not have 
any land to go back to when 
they are released from the ar­ 
my. 


Some farmers remain skepti­ 
cal of land reform because they 
fear that it may be a prelude to 
heavy government taxation. 


The falsification of docu­ 
ments by landlords, in collusion 
with local officials, and a pro­ 
landlord bias among judges 
handling land cases are other 
factors reducing the impact of 
the land reform program. 


It is difficult to tell how- 
widespread landlord evasion of 
the lawr has been, but once 
farmers feel relaxed with an 
interviewer, they talk at length 
about deals being made at the 
expense of the tenant farmers 
who are supposed to benefit 
from the land reform law.

In a number of cases, farm­ 
ers who have tried to take their 
complaints to court have been 
asked to make appearances be­ 
fore a judge month after 
month, without ever having 
their cases settled.. 


If a farmer lives in a village 
far from the province capital, 
such trips to court can be ex­ 
pensive and trying. 


And farmers are discovering 
that they have little chance of 
getting a fair hearing. The 
courts only accept written depo­ 
sitions, and this is a tremen­ 
dous barrier to many illiterate 
farmers. 
While the landlord class is not 
nearly as strong as it once was, 
the landowners still have great 
influence in the courts. 


The iavorite landlord dodge 
has been to get tenanted land 
declared as land required to 
raise funds for annual feasts 
and other activities in honor of 
one's ancestors. 
Several farmers among those 
surveyed complained, for inst­ 
ance, that they had suddenly 
been told that the land they 
farmed as tenants for many 
years was “ ancestral worship 
land.” Under the law, a lan­ 
dlord can retain five hectares 
(12.35) acre.sl of such “ worship 
land.” 


In some cases, farmers say, 
the landlords have been getting 
village officials to issue falsi­ 
fied, predated documents show­ 
ing that a landlord held worship 
land. In such cases, the tenant 
must continue to pay rent on 
the land and cannot obtain own­ 
ership of the land even though 
he is tilling it. 
Another way of dodging the 
law is this: A landlord claims 
that the tenant farmers work­ 
ing his land are “ day labor­ 
ers.” If a landlord can get the 
government land service chief 
to agree to this, then he may be 
able to retain his land. 
American land reform offi­ 
cials are aware of the abuses 
that are occurring, but they 
contend that the pros of the 
land reform program still out­ 
weigh the cons. 
U.S. land reform officials 
never considered the land-to- 
the-tiller program to be a pana­ 
cea that would “ win the war.” 
But U.S. advisers argue that 
the program is bound to bring 
economic benefits to the ten­ 
ants, who make up the majority 
of the population in the delta.

After all. hundreds of thousands 
of tenants, who are paying high 
rents to landlords, now will own 
the land they arc tilling and 
will no longer have to pay 
rents. 


If nothing else, U.S. officials 
say, the program should put to 
rest the claim that the Saigon 
government is a government of 
landlords. 


“ There’s a considerable ele­ 
ment in the United States who 
think that land reform is going 
to win the war,” said a U.S. 
official in the delta. 
“ Land reform is not going to 
make or break the govern­ 
ment,” he said. “ But it is an 
important program that can 
contribute to the credibility of 
the government. 
“ There are many abuses, just 
as there would be in the United 
States if you were dealing with 
real property on such a scale,” 
he said. “ By local standards, 
there is a lot of money in­ 
volved.” 
On the compensation side of 
the program, the cost of paying 
landlords in cash and in bonds 
over a 10-year period for the 
loss of their land is expected to

Professor Keeps 
Constantly On Go

(Editor’s note: The impres­ 
sion of a professor as devot­ 
ing a major portion of his 
time to writing and research, 
with relatively little contact 
with students, is not univer­ 
sally true Here is a moe 
typical situation, a day in the 
life of Dr. Peter Steese.)

FREDONIA. N Y. - Dr Re­ 
fer Steese is in the classroom 
nine hours a week this semes­ 
ter, and although he frequently 
teaches his college’s normal 12- 
hour load, the numbers them- 
.selves belie his activity. 
The English professor at the 
State University College at Fre- 
donia is rarely stationary be­ 
cause he has professional com 
mitments to teaching, research, 
campus 
governance, and 
community activities. 
On a Monday, he arrives on 
campus at 9 a.m., the usual 
time, giving himself a few min­ 
utes to open mail, check the 
notes that dot the bulletin board 
above his desk, and review his 
class material. 
Shortly before 10 he;s on his 
way downstairs to the first sec­ 
tion of his undergraduate 
course, “ The Bible as Litera­ 
ture ’’ 
He has taught the course for 
the past 10 years, so it doesn’t 
require much day-to-day work 
He spent an hour the night 
before reviewing his notes —on 
the evolution of English transla 
tions —to add to his substantial 
and frequent background read­ 
ing in the area He also bol­ 
stered his knowledge of the 
subject with a 10-day tour of 
Israel last fall. 
This class is primarily a lec­ 
ture <“ Next time we’ll get to 
the stores." he assures the 40 
students», although the lively 
professor stops to ask questions 
and listens to comments. "Oth­ 
erwise the gap between you and 
the student is too great," he 
explains. 
A Jewish student stays after 
class for 30 minutes to discuss 
Hebrew terminology. 
The flow of students in and 
out of Steese s Fenton Hall of­ 
fice is fairly small this morn­ 
ing. Early in the semester not 
many want counseling on their 
classwork. A few* students who 
need special permission to en­ 
ter the already jammed sec­ 
tions plead their cases and in­ 
crease his enrollment 
Sometime between 11:30 and 
12:15 the professor devotes 20 
minutes to a senior seminar he 
will teach later in the day. 
“ Usually I don't count on doing 
too much at school because I’m 
interrupted too much,” he says 
with a smile. 
\t 12 15. as one of the faculty 
representatives to the United 
Fund drive, he is in the dorm 
dining hall for a luncheon meet­ 
ing. 
By 130 the dark-haired 
teacher, who sports a recently 
grown moustache and longish 
.sideburns, is back in Fenton, 
although not quite in his office. 
A fellow professor stops him in 
the hall to arrange their trip to 
another state university cam 
pus Tuesday for an all-day 
meeting Steese has been asked 
to attend as alternate faculty 
senator. And a student who 
serves on the admissions com­ 
mittee (Steese is chairman» 
talks with him about a coming 
meeting. 
Packing notes and books to-" 
gether, he rushes off to the 
second section of the Bible 
course. It’s the same material, 
but he delivers it again with

gusto. 'He has a resonant voice 
and sings in the Fredonia Catch 
Club. * 
Questions come up in and 
after class, ranging from what, 
will be covered on exams to 
why Adam and Eve put on 
“ aprons" of fig leaves. 
Another dash to his office for 
a quick change of books, and 
then Steese settles into a chair 
facing a dozen students for his 
upper-division seminar on quite 
a different topic —the age of 
decadence in British literature.

A neighbor calls to tell him 
he has been elected to the 
community’s United Fund 
board. At 11 30 p.m. the text 
book still hasn’t been touched. 
Vs In* looks back over this 
one day and his professional 
activities year round, Steese 
estimates that he spends 00 per 
cent of his time on activities 
relating to teaching, 25 per cent 
on committee work, and 15 per 
cent on research. He'd like to 
lower the committee percen­ 
tage and increase research. 
A scholar of James Boswell, 
he never has all the time he’d 
like to study the 18th Century 
biographer of Samuel Johnson. 
He did write a paper on the 
subject for his department’s 
annual symposium die s on that 
committee, too», and with a 
grant last summer he 
Boswell manuscripts 
Yale library. 
The English professor's com­ 
mittee work is perhaps heavier 
than average "I get on more 
than I get off of." he offers by 
way of explanation. But it also 
reflects his Ixdief, stemming in 
part from a year as an adminis­ 
trator m the Pennsylvania State 
University system, that faculty 
members should participate in 
college governance. 
Steese also serves on several 
other college committees, as a 
church elder, has written a 
textbook on Ecclesiastes and 
five articles, and participates in 
the community's Torch Club. 
He is helping high schools 
develop Bible literature 
courses, and he finds time to 
rap with students on any topic 
in any place. 
He remains clear about his 
priorities, nonetheless. "Teach­ 
ing," he states firmly, 
seems to come first."

Sleeping Through 
X-Ray Examination 


NEW YORK iUPI)—Prema­ 
ture infants may sleep right 
through an X-ray examination 
at St. Vincent’s Hospital where 
a radiologist and a radiologic 
technician modified the incuba­ 
tors—at a cost of $10 each—so 
that the baby never leaves the 
environment so necessary to his 
ex ¡stance. 
Infants with problems requir­ 
ing the incubator oxygen also 
may need X-ray studies for 
diagnosis. Formerly this meant 
removal from the incubator. 
Dr. Harriet Wisniewski and 


technologist James D. White 
eliminated this by raising the 
incubator mattress 1 Vi inches 
to make room for an X-ray film 
cassette to slip through a 
doored slot at its base. A guide 
track positions the film under­ 
neath, close enough to minimize 
magnification, and the exami­ 
nation is made with a minimum 
of disturbance.

of pet “ livestock.” 
Robinson’s “ House of Pets,” 
one of Herbert’s largest cus­ 
tomers in the area, also backs 
up its supplier. The four-gener- 
aiion Robinson firm was found­ 
ed in 1849 during the gold rush 
when 
Ansel 
W. 
Robinson 
dumped a pail of gold fish, 
newly shipped from China, into 
a horse trough and set up a 
hand-let ter for-sale sign. 


“ That was San Francisco’s 
first commercial store,” said 
Jim Umberfield, now its gener­ 
al manager. “ I can’t explain 
why gold fish sold except that 
every person has a yearning for 
a pet. The gold miners took the 
fish away in any small glass 
bowl or container they could 
lay their hands on.” 


Fish are still money in the 
bank today, with shops such as 
Buker’s Pet Store selling red 
tail guppies for up to $4.95 per 
pair, red scats at $3.50 apiece 
and knife fish for $2.50. Ordi­ 
nary gold fish go for 25 to 35 
cents each. 


Umberfield thinks he under­ 
stands the popularity of fish, 
and he explained: “ In a cong­ 
ested city area apartment own­ 
ers have many restrictions — 
out. San Francisco is a pet- 
loving city. There are more 
dogs and cats registered than 
people. 


He said some apartment 
dwellers bought hamsters, add­ 


ing: -“ They just sneak ’em in 
because they’re quiet. It’s just 
natural for people to have 
pets.” 


The pet population in the 
United States, now' three times 
as large as the people popula­ 
tion, bears him out. The Bank 
of America, in a special study, 


estimated that the care of this 
livestock of 600 million animals, 
fish and birds costs $3 billion in 
1971, triple the figure in I960. 


The bank study said in addi­ 
tion to pet sales, the business is 
comprised of these basic ingre­ 
dients — prepared foods for 
which dogs and cats are the 
main market; accessories and 
equipment ranging from jew­ 
eled collars to elaborate aquari­ 
um setups; animal health prod­ 
ucts including drugs, ointments, 
shampoos and cosm etics; 
groomers, pet sitters, veteri­ 
narians and boarding kennels. 


There are, too, exotic pet 
shops which specialize in such 
items as boas, pythons, lizards, 
crocodiles and other pet exoti­ 
ca, but more conservative pet 
dealers hold such specialties 
“ interesting but not easy to 
sell.” 


Finally comes the time when 
the “ loved one” dies. Outfits 
such as Pet s Rest Cemetery 
and Crematory in Colma, a San 
Francisco suburb, are ready 
with landscaped grounds, lawn 
and shrubs.

KANTARA, Suez Canal (UPI)' 
— The only boats plying the 
quiet waters of the Suez Canal 
these days carry out the mis­ 
sion of a sort of “ marriage 
counselor” between Egypt and 
Israel under the flag of the 
International Red Cross. 
The red, black and yellow 
motorboats chug back and forth 
aeross the 200-yard wide water­ 
way an average of twice a 
month as the result of the only 
agreement the two warring na­ 
tions have come to snce the 
1967 Middle East War closed 
the canal. 
Four months after Israeli 


troops had captured the east 
bank, the Red Cross successful­ 
ly urged Cairo and Jerusalem 
to agree to the exchange of 
civilians and prisoners by boat 
under the provisions of the 
1949 Geneva accords. 
Eighty-four times since then, 
the boats have carried prison- 
under the provisions of the 1949 
Geneva accords, 
were separated by the canal 
after the Israeli conquest of the 
Sinai Peninsula and the Gaza 
Strip.

Dwarfing Disease 
Defined, Classified 


EDMONTON, Alta., Canada 
(UPI) — Medical investigators 
have defined and classified the 
dwarfing disease, pycnodysto- 
sis, which plagued French art­ 
ist Henri de Toulouse-Lautrec 
during most of his life. 
Dr. B.C. Lentle, radiologist at 
Royal Alexandra Hospital here, 
discovered pycnodystosis in a 
native North American Indian 
child from the Yukon, the first 
case of the disease to be report­ 
ed from Canada. In 1967, other 
investigators were able to col­ 
lect only 33 cases from the 
world’s medical literature. Len­ 
tle reported on X-ray findings 
in the child in the Journal of the 
Canadian Association of Radiol­ 
ogists.

The Federation now 
has 188 affiliates in this country 
and is the U.S. member and a 
m ajor supporter of the Interna­ 
tional Planned Parenthood Fed­ 
eration. The 8-cent multicolored 
stamp honoring the movement 
depicts a small family group.

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Hearst Castle Worth The Visit

SAN SIMEON, Calif. (UPI>— 
If you’d like* a peek into Eu­ 
rope’s ancient past for just $2. 
without leaving the United 
States, fall in line; more than 
650,000 others 
will have the 
same idea this year. 
Your destination is the fa­ 
mous Hearst Castle, a glittering 
$50 million showplace for art 
and 
antiquities 
built 
with a 
lavish hand by the late newspa­ 
per magnate William Randolph 
Hearst. 
The p u b lish er’s legendary 
zest for art treasures was an 
auctioneers’ dream on two con­ 
tinents. Stone by stone, statue 
by statue, Hearst created a 
fascinating chunk of Europe 


and the Mediterranean for dis­ 
play on his sun-washed 123-acre 
hilltop. 


U ndeterred 
by 
cost, 
he 
carved an airstrip on the slopes 
of his grand manor, dug a 
harbor below, cloaked the bar­ 
ren hills with California oaks, 
installed on the hillsides the 
world’s largest private zoo—all 
to grace “ the most imposing 
estate on the North American 
continent.’’ To this day the title 
stands undisputed. 


A French monarch once pos­ 
sessed 1,300 important works of 
art. But he was an amateur 
compared to Hearst, who col­ 
lected more than 200,000 expen­ 
sive oddments of art, a small 


portion of which still lies crated 
in a New York warehouse. 
The splendid “ ranch’’ perch­ 
es atop a toasted brown hill in 
the Santa Lucia Mountains 
along central California’s coast, 
o v e rlo o k in g a s p e c ta c u la r 
sweep of ocean. 
The castle became a state 
monument in 1958 and from 
that year on more than six 
million persons have beaten a 
well-worn path to Hearst’s gi­ 
gantic wrought iron front door. 
The oldest pieces inside, fash­ 
ioned when Rome was in its 
glory, are wired to the walls 
against 
the threat of earth­ 
quakes. 
Hearst’s estate is best sym­ 
bolized by gleaming white m ar­ 


ble cathedral-like towers in the 
early 
Spanish 
R enaissance 
style of the 15th Century. But 
the collector's tastes were far- 
flung and 
Greco-Roman and 
Florentine touches are every­ 
where. 
For exam ple, H earst con­ 
structed two vast swimming 
pools. The indoor pool is a 
combination of Grecian design 
coupled with mosaic of Vene­ 
tian glass sandwiched with 24 
c a rat 
gold 
leaf. 
H e a rs t’s 
groundsmen and housekeepers 
swam in it and for a time it was 
dubbed “ the employees’ mil­ 
lion-dollar pool.’’ 
The other pool faces the sea 
and is a breathless example of 
a vast Roman bath complete 
with a bevy of bare-breasted 
statues reclining in the heated 
water. A genuine Greek temple 
facade, shipped crate by crate 
from Crete and other Greek 
islands, looms overhead. 
Leafy courtyards dotted with 
palms and fruit trees, broad 
marble terraces wide enough 
for a Fred Astaire cakewalk 
and fountains filled with gold­ 
fish and encrusted pennies add 
to the atmosphere, 
Last year nearly 650,000 tour­ 
ists were bused up the winding, 
five-mile road, past grazing ze­ 
bras 
and 
exotic 
m ountain 
sheep. The tourists fall into 
single-file lines as they’re led 
by competent guides through

the greatest collection of art 
money could buy. One Califor­ 
nia man has taken the tour 149 
times. 
Disbelief is a common visi­ 
tor’s reaction to it all, One 
recent day. standing in Hearst’s 
favorite room, the baronial din­ 
ing hall, a visitor stopped in 
astonishment as he looked upon 
the long, dark table, chest-high 
silver candlesticks and, over­ 
head, »he carved 16th Century 
ceiling. 


“ Gee.’’ the man whispered. 
“Can you imagine eating ham 
and eggs alone in a room like’ 
this?" 
San Simeon, home of the cas­ 
tle, was a prosperous whaling 
and mining village in the 1880s, 
with the mountains as a rich 
backdrop. H e a rs t’s w ealthy 
father paid 60 cents an acre for 
his land and carved out a huge 
estate from an old Spanish land 
grant. 
On 
C hristm as, 
1925, 
the 
Hearst family opened the castle 
and its doors alm ost never 
closed over the next three dec­ 
ades, 
with famous visitors 
ranging from President Calvin 
Coolidge to Clark Gable and the 
“ Gone with the Wind" cast; 
from Winston Churchill and the 
Shah of Iran to Charles Lind­ 
bergh. 
The publisher died in 1951 and 
a few years later his five sons 
in v ite d th en -G o v . Goodw in 
Knight for a weekend visit and 
deeded the castle to the state. 
Only one of the three lavish 
guest houses, La Cuesta Del 
Mar, is off-limits to tourists 
these days. The Hearst family 
uses the 16-room house usually 
on Thanksgiving and Christ­ 
mas.

Old Tradition Continues: 
Correspondence Courses 
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These are but a few of the 
16,000 students, representing 78 
countries and all 50 states, cur­ 
rently enrolled in correspond­ 
ence co u rses (In d ep en d en t 
Study) at the University of Cali­ 
fornia Extension. Some lessons 
are mailed to addresses behind 
the Iron Curtain, in Poland and 
Hungary. American business­ 
men and diplomats stationed in 
foreign lands register their high 
school age children; Armed 
Forces personnel on lonely bas­ 
es around the world scan UC 
Independent Study catalogs and 
sign up for courses. 
The first UC correspondence 
course was written in 1913 and 
now, almost 60 years later, the 
roster of offerings ranks as the 
best and most comprehensive 
in the world. Some of the best 
minds at the University of Cali­ 
fornia have contributed to these 
courses. Of the 323 credit 
courses listed in the current 
catalog, more than 200 are ei­ 
ther upper division level or part 
of University Extension’s pro­ 
fessional series. 
Bertrand Evans, Professor of 
English Emeritus at UC Berke­ 
ley, who wrote and taught sev­ 
eral courses, and edited many 
others, once said, “ Treating 


each student separately, as an 
individual whose thought on the 
subject is exposed each time he 
submits a lesson, I am able to 
guide, encourage, exhort, bully, 
demand — and get increasingly 
fine work as the course prog­ 
resses.” 


Correspondence study does 
not appeal to everyone. About 
one in three persons who signs 
up for a course eventually com­ 
pletes it. Some of the reasons 
students have given for drop­ 
ping out include “ too hard,” 
“ m issed hum an c o n ta c t,” 
“couldn’t organize myself.” ’ 
D irector Alice Rowbotham 
dubs “the true correspondence 
student” one who finds inde­ 
pendent study to his liking and 
enrolls repeatedly. “ For in­ 
structors, there is great satis­ 
faction in witnessing and assist­ 
ing individual achievement of a 
very high order,” she says. 
The sam e instructor who 
wrote the individual course, 
reads and evaluates the assign­ 
ments which are turned in. 
Many instructors find that the 
student-faeulty relationship is 
m ore intim ate even though 
based on corespondenee.

course in drawing, asks his 
students to send him a word 
biography and also three pre­ 
liminary sketches — a “self- 
protrait,” the corner of my 
room,” and “people close to 
m e.” He returns highly percep­ 
tive and acute comments about 
his pupils’ work. Those students 
who own recorders are encour­ 
aged to put their questions on 
tape so that a spoken dialogue 
is set up between student and 
teacher. 


About 80 persons are current­ 
ly enrolled in a new correspond­ 
ence course offered by Inde­ 
pendent Study this year in 
cooperation with the School of 


Environm ental 
Design, UC 
Berkeley. The program leads to 
a certificate in city planning. 
Students in this course include 
architects, private consultants, 
Department of Housing and Ur­ 
ban Development personnel and 
local governmental planning 


employees. 
In stitu tio n s w hich have 
adapted UC Extension corre­ 
spondence courses to classroom 
use include San Francisco 
State, San Jose State, Houghton 
College (New York) and Follett 
(Washington).
